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Mahmoud Ghul: the Man and the Teacher 
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professor at the Jordanian University, I attended a session of a seminar on South Arabian 
inscriptions. Practically every specialist on the subject in Europe (and they are not too many, by 
the way) was present. Some of the discussions were beyond me, but what I could sense was that 
Mahmoud was as much informed as any of them - if not more so because of his deep-seated 
knowledge of the Arabic language. 

Mahmoud was my colleague at AUB for several years. As a teacher -1 prefer this to the word 
professor - he was, for his students, a hard task-master. He explained things to them; he 
admonished them; he scolded them; he shouted at them. They accepted all this from him because 
they knew that deep at heart he had only their interest. Once they were outside the workroom, he 
was so kind to them - just a friend. Both situations endeared him to the small student body that 
worked with him. These rules of behaviour were part of his nature. Mahmoud always behaved 
naturally. 

Although Mahmoud was already at Yarmouk University when I was in Amman, I saw less of 
him than I wished. There were several social occasions at which both he and Rita were present. I 
felt all along that they were spiritually inseparable. 

I learned with dismay of Mahmoud’s illness. I knew what his illness entailed; and I sympath¬ 
ised with Rita and Rayya, because I had had a similar experience with a person very dear to me. 
When people mentioned that Mahmoud’s conditions were improving, 1 knew exactly the real 
meaning of all this. 

Then came the shattering news - Mahmoud passed away. I remembered a verse by Ahmad 
Shawqi written in 1932. His friend, the poet Hafiz Ibrahim, died in that year. Shawqi wrote an 
eulogy for him which opened: 

I had preferred that then my paean had said, 

O thou that from the living, being dead, 

Takest thy wage; but thou hast gone ahead. 

Mahmoud the historian is now only a history; the thinker is just a thought in our minds; and the 
man himself is a memory. But all these will live with us. 

This is what I feel; this is probably what his friends feel. On behalf of myself and those friends I 
offer this word as a token of love and respect to Rita and Rayya. 
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a qualification. His ambition was always coupled with a serious desire to increase his know¬ 
ledge; with a yearning to learn more; with an interest to enrich his experience; and with a deep- 
seated feeling to serve learning and his people as best he could. It was all these factors com¬ 
bined which took him eventually to the School of Oriental and African Studies in 1954, where 
he spent five years teaching, researching and learning. Yet Mahmoud left SOAS before he 
completed his thesis for his Ph. D. 

How much Mahmoud suffered at the hands of those who, without ascertaining the facts, or 
even trying to listen to them when thrown into their laps, accused him of laziness, pointing out 
to so many other students who completed their work in the prescribed two, or three, years! 
Yes, this is true! But what was not known to them is the fact that Mahmoud was not just writing 
a thesis - he was spreading his net in so many areas and fields of studies related or even contig¬ 
uous to his basic interests in Semitic studies. South Arabian inscriptions and the still wider 
scope of Arab intellectual life in its widest range, both in time and space. It should not be sur¬ 
mised, however, that he spread himself thin: he always worked horizontally and perpendicu¬ 
larly in his learning. 

I was in London in 1956, and had occasions to talk to Mahmoud (I cannot say discuss with 
him) about his work and it really pleased me to no end to realize that Mahmoud of the previous 
years had not changed except in becoming better established in his field of studies, and more 
mature. 

During that stay in London Mahmoud asked me and my family to spend the day at their 
place. We readily accepted the invitation. I had known Mahmoud’s generosity, but what I 
came to learn on that day was the warmth and kindness of Rita. More importantly I sensed that 
Rita gave Mahmoud the support, moral and otherwise, which he needed; there is something 
amiss in a man who does not have the support of a woman. When the Ghuls came to live in 
Beirut I found out not only that I was not wrong about Rita’s support, but that I had underesti¬ 
mated it. Whether entertaining friends at home, preparing his lectures or writing an article, 
Mahmoud knew that Rita stood with him. It was a wonderful feeling, and I am positively sure 
of that, for both of them. 

In 1969 Irfan Shahid, currently of Georgetown University. Abd al-Aziz Duri, now at the 
Jordanian University, and Mahmoud were in Beirut. Shahid was on a sabbatical, Duri was a 
visiting professor at the American University of Beirut, and Mahmoud had earlier that 
academic year joined AUB's Department of Arabic. Shahid had been occupied with the study 
of Arab-Byzantine relations, Mahmoud was an established authority on South Arabian inscrip¬ 
tions, and Duri, one of our authorities on Islamic history, was then concerned with ascertaining 
the locations of pre-Lslamic tribes on the map of the Arabian Peninsula. I wanted to benefit 
from the presence of those three masters. So I suggested to them that we hold weekly meetings, 
away from our offices, where we could discuss various academic matters pertaining to the area. 
They all readily agreed. We met on Friday mornings at the Alumni Club at 10 a. m. We discus¬ 
sed the issue at hand, previously agreed upon, for a couple of hours or so, then we lunched at 
the place (on each occasion one of us acted as host for the group) where discussions were con¬ 
tinued. 

We held several sessions. I mention this to point out a situation where 1 observed Mahmoud 
pouring out his knowledge (so did the other two) unreservedly - ready to argue his views and 
would give up only when he was proven wrong. Then he accepted the situation magnanim¬ 
ously; none felt a defeat. In academic discussions there are no victors and vanquished; there 
are only facts to be discovered and truths to be elucidated and clarified. I enjoyed the sessions 
and learnt a great deal from them. 

I saw Mahmoud on another occasion of, more or less, similar nature. In 1978, as a visiting 
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When Mahmoud Ghul joined the academic staff of the Arab College (Jerusalem) in the autumn 
of 1946 he was no stranger to me. I had met him in Jerusalem and had seen him several times 
when he was reading Arabic literature at Cairo University. Besides, his elder brother, the late 
Fayiz, was my colleague at the Rashidiyya College (Jerusalem) and two of his younger brothers 
attended my classes on history at that institution. The opinion I had formed of Mahmoud was 
that his intelligence and brilliance were matched by a burning desire to learn. His appetite for 
reading and learning was prodigious. Hence, unlike his companions at Cairo University, who 
confined themselves to the minimal requirements for the degree, he roamed over fields of Semi¬ 
tic languages and classical literature, of which he had already a fairly good foundation at the Arab 
College, where he had been a student. 

The Academic year (1946-7) began as normally as in previous years. But I soon sensed a 
change. 

The Arab College had a small but beautifully laid campus. As its principal, the late Ahmad 
Samih al-Khalidi, often said, it was a veritable tableau. 1 had developed the habit of strolling 
there when I had no lectures. As our classrooms were all on the ground floor, it was inevitable 
that one heard, without any intentional eavesdropping, colleagues lecturing. I had been really 
amazed because some of our lecturers of Arabic, while addressing their students on Arab poets, 
used practically colloquial language, yet complaining, later on, that our students could not ans¬ 
wer examination questions on literature in correct Arabic. The change I had sensed was that 
Mahmoud addressed his class in good, correct Arabic-it pleased me endlessly and I told him so. 

Thus the ever recurring advice of some former teachers to the student body to improve their 
Arabic, and which went unheeded, had no place in the new situation. 

We had a fairly good, although modest library at the Arab College, but many of the classical 
works in Arabic had been left to enjoy a rest and go untampered with, except rarely. But after the 
arrival of Mahmoud those volumes were brought down from their shelves, and used, even by 
students of the comparatively junior classes. 

I enjoyed being a colleague, besides being a friend, of Mahmoud for one academic year only-1 
left in 1947 for London to pursue my postgraduate studies at its university. But during that year 1 
learned another trait about Mahmoud - he was a man of principle. He stood for what he 
believed, defended his position with dogged obstinacy until someone proved to him that he was 
wrong; and then he would surrender gallantly. 1 saw this at our staff meetings, at informal discus¬ 
sions and at private meetings. Mahmoud would not budge an inch if authority or power were to 
be used as a means of bending him to accept things. 

During the period from 1948 to 1954, I saw fairly little of Mahmoud, as he was teaching in 
Egypt. Kuwait and Jordan, except during the one year when he taught at Beirut. There was the 
same Mahmoud, earnest, concerned, shouting at the top of his voice when his opponents 
deserved that, yet smiling and genial at the very core. 

To say that Mahmoud was ambitious, one would be stating a fact; but this ambition of his needs 
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that Euting did not see them (see Eut 826 in Jamme, Miscellanies d’ancient arabe, V, pi. 38) nor 
are they visible in the photograph of Jaussen and Savignac’s squeeze (see their plate LXXXIV). 

If milt be accepted as the correct spelling of mdt in JS 49, it can be easily and naturally 
explained from its Heb. cognate m e sullas meaning “three-year-old”. m e sullas appears in the 
Hebrew Bible in only two passages. One of these is Genesis 15:9 where the Lord says to 
Abraham, “Bring me a heifer three years old (' eglah nfsulleseth) and a she-goat fez nisulleseth) 
and a ram three years old (’ayil m e sullds ).” The three three-year-old animals were killed, their 
bodies cut in two and the halves placed opposite each other. The usual rule was that a sacrificial 
animal was not to be more than one year old (see Interpreter’s Dictionary of the Bible IV, “Sac¬ 
rifice”, p. 156A). Why an exception was made in this particular instance is not clear. Possibly the 
unusually solemn nature of the covenant ceremony was thought to call for something special in 
the way of sacrifice. 

The other passage where m e sullas occurs is I Samuel 1:24 which relates that after Hannah had 
weaned her son Samuel “she took him up with her” to the temple at Shiloh “along with a three- 
year-old bull”. The Massoretic Hebrew text has “along with three bulls” but there can be no 
doubt that the reading of the Greek and Syriac Versions “with a three-year-old bull” preserves 
the original text. Along with the bull Hannah brought an ephah of flour and a skin of wine. The 
bull was sacrificed and the child placed in the custody of Eli, the chief priest. 

No special verb is used to describe the presentation of Samuel. It is merely said that Hannah 
“brought” (Hiph’il of bo') him to Eli. In JS 49 the verb used of presenting the boy Salim to the 
god Du-Gabat is hwdqw. Jaussen and Savignac ( Mission archeologique en Arabic, II, Paris 1919, 
380-381 and pi. LXXXII) believed that the root wadaqa , “to be near, approach”, underwent the 
same semantic development as Heb. qdreb, “to be near”, and translate hwdqw by “ out con- 
sacre". But the idea of “sacredness” is not inherent in qdreb, only that of proximity; hence a 
better translation of the causative form is “presented”. This is a meaning which fits admirably the 
contexts in which wdq occurs: thus hwdq hsl[m], JS 57; hdqt hslnm, JS 62; ’d(q) hshn (I) dgbt, JS 
50; 'dq Idgbt hn'slfm/, JS 63. In JS41 qrb is used in place of hwdq of ’ dq. Since qarraba can mean 
“offer up, present (to God as sacrifice)”, the suspicion might arise that hwdql’dq and qrb are 
euphemisms for human sacrifice, but the fact that they are used only in reference to statues shows 
that the idea of sacrifice is out of the question. These verbs simply mean “presented”. For two 
occurrences of 'wdq in North Minaean, see Repertoire d’epigraphie semitique, no. 3371 and 3821. 

The age of Samuel at the time of his presentation is not mentioned. It is merely stated that his 
mother brought him to the Shiloh temple after he was weaned. This might seem to point to an age 
of about one year were it not for the fact that Oriental mothers often nurse their babies well 
beyond one year. In the Qur’an (2:233 and 31:13) Mohammed enjoins Arab mothers to nurse 
their babies for two full years. In II Maccabees 7:27 a Jewish mother is represented as saying to 
her son, “My son, have pity on me who carried you nine months in my womb and nursed you for 
three years..According to JS 49 the Arab boy Salim was three years old when he entered the 
service of Du-Gabat. The Hebrew boy Samuel may well have been of the same age when he 
entered the service of Yahweh. A reason for believing that this was actually the case is the fact 
that when Hannah brought her son to the Shiloh sanctuary she brought along a three-year-old 
bull as a sacrifice. As pointed out above, a sacrificial animal was normally under one year of age. 
Hannah's selection of a three-year-old animal may well be a reflection of the age of her son. 
There may have been a time when a child was “presented” to a god through sacrifice and later an 
animal was substituted, an animal whose age corresponded to that of the child. At any rate, the 
ancient Arabic inscription JS 49 lih. forms an interesting parallel to the story of the presentation 
of the Hebrew boy who became the prophet Samuel.

The principal problem posed by this inscription is the meaning to be given to the word (m)tlt in 
line 8. The initial m is largely obliterated but sufficient traces of the letter remain to make the 
reading certain. The final t might seem to be an indication that the word is either the noun 
mullah, “exemplary punishment” (as Grimme, “Neubearbeitung der wichtigeren Dedanischen 
und Lihjanischen Inschriften”, Le Museon 50,1937, 299) or matalah, the masdar of matula “was 
distinguished” but as Jamme points out ( Miscellanees d’ancient arabe VII, 69-70) neither of these 
meanings fits the context in which mtlt occurs. He himself opts for the view that the final / is the 
feminine sound plural ending and explains the word from SAr mil “representation” ( Sabaic 
Dictionary , 88, “image, statue”). He offers the following interpretation of the inscription: The 
Minaean priest' Abdwadd and his two sons had ordered representations (presumably of themsel¬ 
ves) to be made at the temple of Du-GBT and had made an advance payment ( salam ) by consec¬ 
rating a person named Hagulam (probably a family slave) to the god. An objection to this 
interpretation is that a name Hagulam (meaning “the youth’) is unknown and highly improbable. 
The natural meaning of h.glm slm is ’’the youth Salim”. 

Caskel ( Lihyan und Lihyanisch , Cologne and Opladen 1953, Abb.l [facing p. 24] and no. 9, 
pp. 80-81) believes that mtlt developed from mtlt through dissimilation. This is possible, but it is 
very doubtful if his vocalization of the word (pp. 61 and 133A) as a passive participle I ( matlut ) 
and his translation of it by “drei Personen gehorig” can be accepted. However there can be no 
doubt that Caskel is right in deriving it from mtlt. The form mtlt may well be due to the engraver 
who neglected to put the little vertical mark under the second t , the mark which would have made 
it a / sign. Engravers of inscriptions occasionally made mistakes as every student of epigraphy 
knows. JS 68 lih. may be a good illustration of this for it seems to contain no less than three errors: 
’tmny for wtmny and tit for tit. Jamme’s copy (JaL 95, see Miscellanees d’ancient arabe , VII, pi. 
22) contains the expected diacritical marks but if they actually appear on the rock, it is strange 
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laborer in their vineyard. Although they are less important than the three preceding set of sour¬ 
ces, they have their uses, one of which is their contribution to a more accurate establishment of 
the text of the Ethiopic version. I hope that Father Michel van Esbroeck, a master of the two 
relevant languages, will undertake the task. 54 

It is only in this way that we will have a complete dossier for the South Arabian persecutions at 
the highest professional level. I have done more than my share in this endeavor by the discovery 
of the Syriac Letter G and the Arabic versions of the Martyrium Arethae. These formed the basis 
of extensive and intensive studies I have undertaken on the persecutions in my Martyrs and other 
articles which have explored the entire range of historical problems which these persecutions 
raise. I am nowadays engaged in writing a series of volumes on Arab-Byzantine relations in 
North Arabia and Bilad al-Sham of which two volumes have recently appeared 55 and recently I 
have completed the third volume which deals with the fifth century. But I hope to return to 
Najran and the South Arabian persecutions when 1 write the fourth volume which deals with the 
sixth century. When that happens, I hope that some progress will have been made by scholars 
who work in allied fields, especially Sabaicists, on some of the important problems of the South 
Arabian persecutions.

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ruler whose camp was not far from Tiberias, in fact could be seen from the hills of Gaulanitis where 
al-Jabiya was. This is a very important link between the two letters, not dependent on informants, 
and is a historical fact of the first order which adds certainty to the fact established otherwise, 
namely, that the writer of Letter S and Letter G were one and the same person, none other than 
Simeon, the bishop of Beth-Arsham. 

These views of R. Degen, championed by J. Ryckmans, are simply untenable. Not a single 
reviewer of Martyrs (and they are many) had raised the question of the authenticity of the Letter G. 
But every generation has its own critics who have a negative attitude to historical documents, and 
the Syriac tradition, especially as it pertains to the South Arabian persecutions, has had its share of 
such critics. This is an old story. I salute the ghosts of Noldeke, Dillman, and Guidi 47 who had 
declared to the authenticity of the first Syriac primary source to appear even before more substan¬ 
tial documents were discovered, thus demolishing the positions of such negative critics as J. H. 
Mordtmann and J. Halevy. A hypercritical attitude to the sources can only lead to confusion and 
obfuscation. 


V 

It was only after my article 4 * “The Martyrs of Najran: Miscellaneous Reflexions” appeared in 1980 
that I became aware through Sebastian Brock’s indefatigable energy 44 of R. Degen’s review of my 
Martyrs in Orientalistische Literatiirzeitung.™ The review is a valuable contribution as it corrects a 
few misprints in the printed text and makes some comments on the notes.' 1 Although they are of no 
significance whatsoever to the important problems that the Letter raises, they are welcome minor 
corrections which should be taken into account in any future edition of the text. 52 

The South Arabian persecutions are a historical theme of the first order and they present many 
complex problems to the historian of Arabia and the Near East in the sixth century. The sources for 
these persecutions are equally complex and difficult and they range over many linguistic frontiers. 
Consequently team work is essential for the more profitable study of these persecutions. The 
principle of the division of labor suggests that each scholar now attend to the area of his expertise: 

a -1 am therefore happy to know that our Syrologist colleague, R. Degen, is now engaged in the 
study of the entire Syriac tradition on the South Arabian persecutions. His undoubted expertise in 
Syriac should find congenial employment in the making of a definitive edition of all the Syriac texts 
pertaining to these persecutions, inconveniently distributed and studied in various publications. 

b - I was pleasantly surprised, while corresponding with Professor M. Papathomopoulos, to 
hear that he is preparing a new critical edition of the Greek Marty rium Arethae and what is more, of 
the entire Corpus Gregentianum , consisting of the Vita , the Dialogus. and the Leges T 1 
c -1 cannot think of a better scholar to prepare the edition of the Sabaic sources relative to the 
persecution than J. Ryckmans. One would like to have these collected and commented upon in a 
monograph exclusively devoted to them. 

d - The Arabic sources, especially the versions of the Martyrium Arethae , are still awaiting a

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b - The second proposition: the use of the informants referred to in the Letter is not a device 
concocted by the writer for his rhetorical purpose. The informants are a historical reality. After 
their persecution by the Himyarite King, Yusuf the Najranites were isolated in South Arabia and 
it was natural for many of those who survived to flee - to Christian Byzantine territory, and to 
HIra, where Simeon met them and heard their accounts, as they told their story. This is a well- 
known historical situation throughout the ages when refugees tell their stories to interested par¬ 
ties. The oral tradition they represent and the various perceptions they convey of what had 
happened explain fully certain discrepancies in their accounts but it does not invalidate them. We 
are now asked to believe that the use of informants was merely a clever device on the part of the 
writer of Letter G in order to give credibility to his accounts and to amplify them. 

Another consideration makes this view unacceptable. A section of the Letter , does not come 
from informants - namely the author’s request and the explicit, 45 with important historical data 
on the two bishops, the Ethiopians, Caleb, Euphrasius, and on the Ghassanid Jabala. Even if 
only for the sake of argument one goes along with the author that the informants amplified the 
earlier reports, this is an area where there is no amplification and no reports from informants; so 
R. Degen is saddled with the responsibility of explaining them away as unauthentic. But in fact 
they are data that have the indelible stamp of authenticity on them and through them an added 
authenticity is shed on other parts of the Letter. 

c-The third proposition: who in later times would have thought of forging a document such as 
Letter G and for what purpose? The martyred Christians of Najran almost immediately after the 
persecution, were avenged by the Ethiopians who re-established Christianity in South Arabia, 
and the country remained under Christian domination for some fifty years until the Persian 
Conquest. The writer of Letter G composed it in order that Christian sentiment in Byzantium and 
Ethiopia might be aroused to avenge the martyrs, but these, as has been just explained, had been 
avenged by the Ethiopians, a few years after the persecutions and consequently the case for a 
forgery in the sixth century crumbles. Perhaps R. Degen is thinking of the seventh century. But 
who in the seventh century would have thought of forging a Letter, according to which the writer 
is sent to the camp of the Ghassanid Jabala in al-Jabiya where he hears the testimony of refugees 
from Najran? By A.D. 614 the Persians had occupied the whole of Oriens (Bilad-al-Sham) and 
the Ghassanids ceased to exist in that region for some fifteen years. They appear again around 
630 A.D. after the Persians evacuated Oriens but only for a few years. They were defeated at the 
battle of the Yarntuk in A.D. 636 by the Muslim Arabs, and disappeared forever as kings in the 
Gaulanitis in which al-Jabiya was located.^ Who in the seventh century, which witnessed the two 
cataclysms of the Persian and the Muslim Arab conquests, would have thought of forging a 
document about the Najran of some hundred years before, and what is more, would have known 
at that time that the Ghassanid king was indeed Jabala? Only one contemporary with these 
persecutions would have known this fact, and as has been suggested in Martyrs , he was none 
other than Simeon of Beth-Arsham. Although enough has been said about this problem of 
authorship in Martyrs , one more observation may be made for the authenticity of Letter G and its 
relation to Letter S. In the latter, the Monophysite writer speaks of the Jews of Tiberias and how 
they should be punished by the Byzantine emperor for what Yusuf had done to the Christians in 
South Arabia. He follows this up by coming himself to none other than Jabala, the Monophysite

I have dealt with it in the Martyrs in a special chapter because it was my duty as 
the editor of the document to examine the new light which has come from Letter G. I only wanted 
to give A.D. 518 a chance by presenting whatever arguments I could marshal to support it, 
especially when these are related to the area of my expertise - the Arab, not the Sabaean area 
and the area of Arab-Byzantine relations. So on the question of the date in the explicit I was only 
a transmitter of facts from the Syriac manuscript, and in the chapter 1 wrote on chronology, I 
tried to assemble data and information that will help Sabaicists solve this problem. I wish them 
well in this endeavor and in their quest for the inception of the Himyaritic Era. 

The views of J. Ryckmans on the authenticity of Letter G are derivative from those of R. 
Degen. 41 This section is therefore devoted to a discussion of the latter’s views, which may be 
summarized in three propositions: 42 

I - The further the accounts of the persecutions are separated in time from the events they 
describe, the more ample they become. 

II - That the literary form given to Letter G was suited for these amplifications. It resorts to 
reports of informants from Najran who allegedly bring additional information. 

III - That from a fairly sober account in the seventh century there developed through numer¬ 
ous embellishments an expanding legend of martyrs. 43 

I have the following observations on these three propositions: 

1 - The authenticity of Letter G as well as its ascription to Simeon (the less important matter) 
speaks for itself and the two related problems have been argued at length in Martyrs , 44 The ghosts 
of the same two problems had haunted Simeon’s LetterS. A denial of the authenticity of Letter G 
and with it Letter S entails a denial of the authenticity of the whole Syriac literary tradition on the 
martyrs of Najran. 

2 - In making these three astounding propositions their author is engaged in a remarkable 
methodological adventure. Instead of examining the document internally and judging its value 
by the intrinsic evidence for its authenticity and relating it to documents, the authenticity of 
which are now established such as Letter S and the Book, he has wandered into the realm of 
analogy - the treacherous territory of reasoning celebrated for its pitfalls and well explained in 
logic books - the false argument from analogy. His views may be countered by a reductio ad 
absurdum as follows: 

a-The first proposition: the most complete and comprehensive account of these persecutions 
is the Book of the Himyarites. This was demonstrably written a few years after the persecutions 
by an ecclesiastic (the identity of its author is not important) who clearly reflected this in an 
autobiographical paragraph in the Book itself. This makes the Book a work composed in the 
twenties or thirties of the sixth century. Who, after the Book was written, would have thought of 
forging a letter such as Letter G with its very incomplete accounts of the persecutions compared to 
those of the Bookl Thus the Book argues against the first proposition since it makes the composi¬ 
tion of it in later times pointless and, what is more, invalidates the view that it is an amplification.

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spurious he would not have dared or cared to insert it in something more important for him than 
the Chronicle , namely, a Lectionary to be used for church service. This completes the story of his 
involvement. The first Letter S for reasons explored before, was the more suitable one for the 
Chronicle , the second G, for the Lectionary. This by the way is a major point in favor of its 
authenticity - the involvement of none other than Michael the Syrian who is probably a better 
judge of these matters than many of us in the twentieth century. He was a scholar who possibly 
had before him in the library of the famous monastery at Dayr al-Za'faran, MardTn, a collection 
of documents on the persecutions superior in quality and quantity to the one we now have. 

What other documents Michael the Syrian had in his possession is not entirely clear, but he 
certainly had these two extraordinary Letters, S and G: either of the two has the clear stamp of 
authenticity about it; the two Letters dovetail with each other in the most striking manner; and 
both of them taken together cohere with significant and telling details about Simeon of Beth- 
Arsham, included in John of Ephesus’s Life of this Monophysite activist. 


IV 

The present writer has always been appreciative of J. Ryckmans’s original and substantial con¬ 
tributions to our understanding of South Arabian history. For this reason, he permits himself the 
two following observations on his latest contribution: 

I - Like many epigraphers, J. Ryckmans is suspicious of the literary sources but epigraphers 
are not the ideal scholars to deal with these, especially when they are in a linguistic area other 
than their own. Although he is aware, I am sure, that literary sources undergo what inscriptions 
on stones do not, his attitude to these sources is that they are unreliable or not as reliable as the 
voices on stone which his car is attuned to. This is an unfortunate attitude since historical data 
which can make the persecutions meaningful and can place them in the mainstream of Near 
Eastern history cannot come from the Sabaic inscriptions but from the literary sources. Once 
these are evaluated and exaggerations and legendary elements have been eliminated from them, 
they become the only sources that can provide the necessary data for the historian of the period 
and the region. 19 

II - Ryckmans’s suspicion of the literary sources has extended to Letter G as a source for the 
persecutions. 10 I cannot help thinking that in this case he is unconsciously antipathetic to it 
because it squares ill with his position on the chronology of the Sabaic inscriptions. This is a 
question he had devoted much thought and energy to in some of his most important publications. 
Now Letter G with its explicit , clearly stating that these persecutions took place in A.D. 518, has 
upset his conclusions and the fact has been noted by those who have reviewed the Martyrs and 
have written on chronology.

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3 - Finally, Ryckmans asks why it was not this Letter G (more complete than Letter S) that was 
used by the Chroniclers and by the writer of the Martyrium ? 

This is a proper question but it poses a non sequitur since the choice of LetterS to the exclusion 
of Letter G cannot argue against the authenticity of G nor its authorship by Simeon. Surely it was, 
for obvious reasons, the more appropriate letter to quote both by the chronicler and the marty- 
rologist: (1) - Michael the Syrian was writing a chronicle of the history of the world and although 
he was deeply interested in the persecutions in South Arabia he could devote only a small portion 
of his Chronicle to it and so the question of the length of the two Letters becomes irrelevant; in 
fact he does not even quote the shorter Letter in its entirety; only the first portion of it. But there 
was another more important reason for Michael’s interest in Letter S, namely, that it was the 
more sensational letter with strong political overtones that involved the rulers of the Near East. 
He succeeded in conveying some of the international character of this Letter S when he quoted 
the first part that involved the Byzantine mission and the Letter of the Himyarite king to the 
Lakhmid king, Mundir. Compared to the material in LetterS , that in G is unsensational and less 
political and reads more like a hagiographical account, which fact also explains why it was chosen 
for inclusion in a Lectionary; (2) the martyrologist, too had an obvious interest in Letter S. He 
was a Chalcedonian who was interested in reflecting the Byzantine profile of the South Arabian 
drama and since this is reflected clearly in S and not G, his choice of the former becomes intellig¬ 
ible. 

The authenticity of the Letter speaks for itself. The answer to some pertinent questions that 
have been raised about it may be stated as follows: 

1 - This is a literary document written by pen in ink on paper not carved by chisel on stone. It is 
therefore subject to ills that stone is not subject to, especially at the hands of copyists throughout 
the ages. This should explain certain corrupt readings such as noted by the editor of the Letter in 
his commentary and in studies on the Letter. They are trivial and of no significance whatsoever. 
The serious disaster that the Letter G underwent is the tearing off of an entire leaf, which has 
mangled the speech of the principal martyr.” 

2 - It should also be remembered that the text of Letter G has been preserved in a Lectionary. 
The compiler of the Lectionary quite naturally had to adapt the Letter to liturgical purposes. We 
have evidence of his interpolating a passage from John of Ephesus to make clear the episode of 
the child of three but it is noteworthy that he was careful to indicate that this is indeed an interpo¬ 
lation. He is a scrupulous ecclesiastic who knows he cannot tamper with the account of the 
martyrdoms which is almost Holy Scripture for him. He permitted himself for liturgical purposes 
to do away with the opening paragraph of the Letter and it is possible that he may have re¬ 
arranged the series of martyrdoms (Plvii - ix A), in which Ryckmans sees no connection. His 
scrupulousness may, I think, be also reflected in the marginal note he inserted about what he 
thought the correct dating of the Letter is. He did not permit himself to change the date in the 
explicit but he found it necessary to reflect marginally what he thought the correct date was, 
according to other documents. 

3 - It should be finally remembered that the compiler is none other than the ecclesiastical 
historian whom Ryckmans cited on this problem of authenticity, namely Michael the Syrian.’ 8 
Now this is the historian who inserted Letter S in his Chronicle. If he had thought Letter G was

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Finally there are his views on Letter G expressed in one of the paragraphs of his conclusions. 11 He 
is neither expansive nor very explicit on the status of the new Letter. However, it can be easily 
inferred from this paragraph that he doubts Simeon’s authorship of the Letter and thinks it is not a 
primary source.

J. Ryckmans’s doubts in this paragraph are expressed through two statements and one question 
and in this order they will be taken: 

1 - “The contents of the letter of al-Mundhir is recast in a narrative in the 3rd person, like the 
Martyrium (which might have influenced it on this point)”. 

There is no letter in Letter G which can be described as “the letter of al-Mundhir” and so what J. 
Ryckmans means is most probably the letter to Mundir in Letter 5, sent by the Himyarite king, 
Yusuf. The observation is true on the employment of the third person but what it is intended to 
imply certainly does not follow, namely, that the writer of Letter G followed or may have followed 
the Martyrium in this respect. Simeon had used oratio recta when he was in the realm of Mundir 
where he had first heard of the persecutions. He wanted then to add to what he had written in 
Ramla what he now heard in HTra from the Christian sources 32 but he did not have to do it again 
while he was in far-away al-Jabiya after he had done it once in Hlra and for good reason. The change 
of person from first to third does not affect Simeon’s authorship of Letter G, and it is extraordinary 
that this stylistic feature should have led Ryckmans to say that this was possibly an influence from 
the Martyrium, in the face of many other features which unmistakably point to Simeon. 33 

2 - “The composition of the second Letter arouses suspicions of interpolations.. .some series of 
martyrdoms are put together without any real connection.” 

When Ryckmans makes such statements or vouches for their truth, he is prejudging the issue - 
the authenticity of Letter G - and the onus of proof lies on him. 33 These are not interpolations but 
new bits of information which became available to Simeon after he had written Letter S. ' s Accord¬ 
ing to this arithmetic, we have to assume that the additions which Simeon had made to his Letter R, 
written from Ramla and which he received from Christian informants in writing LetterS , are also 
interpolations! Ryckmans misses “a real connection” among these martyrdoms. But what kind of 
connection is needed for episodes which are united by the very fact that they are martyrdoms which 
took place in one town in South Arabia and which the writer was listing in order to advertise them to 
the Christian world? Furthermore the Letter was not an example of the polished epistolary genre, a 
composition by a belletrist writing at leisure. It was that of an anxious ecclesiastic written hurriedly, 
not in the quiet of a monastery but in the military camp of the Gassanid phylarch. And yet the listing 
of martyrdoms is not entirely done without some “connection”; the first group that Ryckmans 
mentions (pi. iii A-iv A) are related by being connected with the burning of the church while the 
other group (pi. viii-ix A) took place after the burning of the church and are not so related. 

This view that the additions in Letter G are interpolations does away with some of the most 
precious new data in the Letter. M '

2 - I do not share Moberg’s view as quoted by Ryckmans above, which to me is extreme and 
unjustified. I simply noted that the Martyrium and the Book share a certain general similarity in 
their comprehensive scope and in the order of their contents. And I have argued that the marty- 
rologist, who admittedly had before him Simeon’s Letter S, had also Simeon’s Book but that he 
also had sources other than the Book and other than Arshamiana , 24 

3 - My fairly detailed analysis of various sections of the Martyrium was an application or an 
illustration of these principles and general conclusions. 1 am therefore surprised when J. Ryck¬ 
mans punctuates his discussion of my views with “Shahid admits” whereas these “admissions” 
are consonant with my position that the Book is not the only source of the Martyrium . 25 

4 - Ryckmans devoted most of pages 22-25 to a discussion of my views on secs. 1-2 of the 
Martyrium about which I wrote: "There is an unmistakable similarity between the first part of the 
Martyrium and the first seven chapters of the Book as revealed in their extant titles”. J. Ryck¬ 
mans finds the similarity “not at all typical nor relevant”. But similarity is not identity. I may have 
put the case strongly with the use of “unmistakable”, but 1 explained what I meant. 2 '’ One point 
may be mentioned, namely, the omission in the Martyrium of the origin of the Christian faith in 
South Arabia. I went into this in a footnote and tried to explain that the martyrologist was a 
Chalcedonian and was not interested in disclosing the Monophysite origin of South Arabian 
Christianity, which the author of the Book would have expatiated upon. The martyrologist tele¬ 
scoped the seven chapters of the Book and gave a very brief resume of them, 27 following the 
principle of choice or rejection best known to him but which may be surmised in part from 
realizing that he was a Chalcedonian. 28 It cannot be ruled out that he may have used a Greek 
Chronicle such as Malalas. 29 But I still think it is just as possible that he used the Book since other 
basic works in Syriac were known to the martyrologist such as Letter S, and since the Book is the 
only extant source that dealt with the Aethiopica in a large way it is quite likely that the marty¬ 
rologist received his data for both the Aethiopica and the secs. 1-2 from the Book. The latter he 
severely telescoped just as he opted for a brief account of the martyrdoms when he chose to 
depend on Letter S rather than the Book for writing secs. 3-24. 30 

To sum up: 1 am in an intermediate position between Moberg and Ryckmans on the sources of 
the Martyrium. I do not share the views of Moberg that the Martyrium is “little more than an 
extract from some chapters of the Book of the Himyarites ” or the view of Ryckmans that the 
Book was unknown to the writer of Martyrium. The two views are extreme and I am of the 
opinion that the martyrologist availed himself of the Book as well as other sources, both 
Arshamiana and non -Arashamiana.

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written by Najranite survivors of the persecutions and were later given literary formulation by 
the author of the Book , who preserved the essence of the speeches but involved himself person¬ 
ally in the final presentation of the Christian confessions of the martyrs for homiletic purposes. It 
is also highly probable that these formulas in the Book were used in Christian Najran and South 
Arabia and the fact became known only after the Ethiopian conquest of the country and its 
accessibility to Monophysite writers such as Simeon, who as had been argued, could have visited 
South Arabia. 18 The use of the word for “the Merciful” Rahman-an is an instance. 

So these two observations do not add up to much of anything that can seriously challenge 
Simeon’s authorship of the Book. The seeming discrepancies between the Letter and the Book 
are perfectly explicable, and I had already attended to the problem they present as early as 1963, 
when I wrote “there are a few discrepancies but they are trivial and are easily accountable by the 
different circumstances under which the two documents were composed, and by the aim of the 
author in writing each”. 19 1 should also like to say that 1 was not sparing in the use of restrictive 
adverbs to qualify my conclusions on Simeon’s authorship of the Book. In 1963 I simply said of 
the Book in connection with this problem and even after marshalling all the arguments noted 
above “that its author was possibly Simeon”. 2,1 Even after the discovery of Letter G all I said was 
that Simeon’s authorship of the Book “receives considerable fortification”. 21 Thus, what I have 
suggested was a working hypothesis. I described Simeon’s authorship as “possible”, then as 
“probable” after more data became available and this is the most plausible view given for the 
authorship of the Book. When J. Ryckmans comes up with a better candidate for the authorship 
of the Book than Simeon, I shall be happy to give up my hypothesis, but until then the paternity 
suit against Simeon still holds and may be said to have been successful. In the meantime I wish 
him well in his quest for another paternity. 22

J. Ryckmans discussed another problem which was posed originally by A. Moberg, the editor of 
the Book, namely, the sources of the Martyrium Arethae and the place of the Book in these 
sources. J. Ryckmans devotes a goodly portion of his paper to refuting Moberg’s view that “The 
Acta ( Martyrium ) are little more than an extract from some chapters of the Book of the Himy- 
arites". 

In my Martyrs I attended to this problem in view of the new light which Letter G has shed on the 
entire problem of the Syriac sources for the Persecutions, but it cuts in the Martyrs a smaller 
figure than the problem of Simeon’s authorship of the Book. In dealing with this problem, 1 did 
not duplicate Moberg’s position but made a departure, which amounted to saying that “the 
Martyrium does use sources other than the Book of the Himyarites or Arshamiarta in general...” 
So my views are not identical with Moberg’s on this point and for this reason I am surprised to 
read the references to these views in J. Ryckmans’s paper. The main or principal discussion of my 
views are on p. 132-134 but earlier on in his paper there is a reference on p. 130 which may be 
added to these pages and which I should like to discuss: 

1 - My views on the bi partite structure of the Martyrium are not identical with those of 
Moberg with whom he brackets me on p. 2. Indeed, I share the views of most scholars that the 
Martyrium is bi partite in structure dealing with Himyaritica and Aethiopica but after much

his seven years journey throughout the Monophysite world. Of crucial importance is the possibil 
ity that he visited both Himyar and Ethiopia after the Ethiopian victory in South Arabia. As to 
Ghassanland in the Gaulanitis, it is already known from the explicit to Letter , G, that he was also 
there even before the Ethiopian victory; (3) his technique in book preservation especially in 
bringing with him important documents from the countries he visited, a matter relevant to the 
discussion of his sources on Himyar and Ethiopia and their reliability. 

In view of the detailed and comprehensive nature of my reasoning for the authorship of the 
Book , I am surprised that as careful a scholar as J. Ryckmans, whose bibliography is almost 
always complete, would permit himself to discuss the problem of the Book's authorship as con¬ 
ceived by me without being aware of the many arguments 1 had advanced in support of Simeon’s 
authorship, 1 ’ or if he was aware of them, that he did not give himself the chance of a direct 
confrontation with them and with the challenges they pose to his own views on the authorship of 
the Book. 1 find it unlike him to indulge in what he himself describes as “superficial observa¬ 
tions”. 14 

1 - The first observation pertains to the different designations applied to the Himyarite perse¬ 
cutor in the Letter and in the Book. In the Letter he is referred to as “the king’’ without further 
pejorative epithets. In the Book he is invariably referred to as “Masruq” and almost always with 
“an infamous epithet”. Surely this does not constitute an argument against Simeon’s authorship 
of the Book. The Letter was a document hurriedly written from HIra, when the first news of the 
persecution reached Simeon and his first concern was not to exercise his talent for vituperation 
by reviling the Himyarite persecutor but to provide accurate information to the Monophysite 
world. Thus he concentrated simply on identifying the persecutor as “the king”, which descrip¬ 
tion carried the implication of a state-sponsored persecution. Years later when South Arabia was 
won over to Monophysitism by the Ethiopian Negus, Caleb, and when the martyrs had been 
avenged, the author wrote in a more relaxed and expansive mood, and could then afford to lavish 
on the Himyarite king some pejorative epithets after the full extent of the enormity of what he 
had committed had become known. Apparently also by that time, there was some consensus in 
the Monophysite world about calling him Masruq, 15 after certain facts about him became known 
and which had not been known when Simeon wrote his Letter from HIra. 

2-The second observation is even stranger than the first. It pertains to what J. Ryckmans calls 
“some fairly constant discrepancies between the two works in the formulation of confessions. 
Most of the confessions in the Book insist on Christ being son of God and Creator of the World , 
which is not the case for the confessions in the Letter, which in turn mention more frequently the 
Cross”. 16 

Surely the two sets of confessions are not mutually exclusive. 17 If they had been, this would 
indeed be a serious argument against Simeon’s authorship of the Book ; if, for instance, the 
confessions expressed Nestorian sentiments in the Book and Monophysite sentiments in the 
Letter. In that case Simeon's authorship of the Book would be completely ruled out. The 
speeches, it should be remembered, were not written by the martyrs themselves. They were

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b - The second phase in the process of discovering the identity of this Monophysite author was 
to draw attention to a striking correspondence between the two documents, Letter S and the 
Book. 1 advanced some arguments for this, 7 related to the contents, the omissions, and the 
sources of each, and I have shown that the seeming discrepancies can be easily reconciled. Since 
the author of one of these two documents, Letter S, is known, namely Simeon, the arguments of 
this phase have contributed towards tipping the scales in favor of Simeon’s authorship of the 
Book also. 

c - The third phase in the process of identification depended mainly on the precious autobio¬ 
graphical passage in the Book , which floods with light the obscurity of this problem. The author 
of the anonymous Book speaks of himself in connection with the baptism of one of the notable 
Himyarites, Afu as follows: “we baptized him into the church of the true believers that is in 
Hirtha dh° Na'man with great pomp while we were still there”. s I have advanced three arguments 
or observations which suggest strongly that the writer of this sentence was Simeon himself, who 
was known to have been in HTra (Hirtha) about this time, 9 after his return from Ramla whence he 
had written his first letter. 

On the basis of these three phases in the process of identification I drew the conclusion that 
“No Monophysite figure in Persian territory at this time answers better to this description than 
the Bishop of Beth-Arsham.” 10 

B - The case for Simeon’s authorship of the Book is thus strong and it was presented in the 
early sixties before the second Letter of Simeon, G , was published in Martyrs in 1971. The discov¬ 
ery of this Letter re-opened the question of the South Arabian persecutions in its entirety and 
with it the question of the Book’s authorship. I have therefore re-examined the question again in 
the light of the newly discovered Letter , which fortified my conclusions of some ten years before. 

In support of Simeon’s authorship, I made five new observations, which may be examined in 
full in Martyrs ," and which pertained to the nature of the sources for each of these two docu¬ 
ments, G and the Book , a feature that is common to only these two, the list of corrigenda in G 
which appear correcta in the Book , the circumstances under which the two documents were 
composed, and linguistic stylistic considerations. Finally, there is that tantalizing reference in 
Michael the Syrian to a possible History of these South Arabian martyrs by Simeon which could 
be identified with the Book. 

The discovery of Letter G and the necessity of knowing more about Simeon for an adequate 
edition of the Letter led me to the study of the Life of Simeon by John of Ephesus, and this turned 
out to be a relevant source for discussing the problem of the authorship of the Book because of 
the bright new light that the Life sheds on Simeon. The new data in the Life are many but the 
most relevant to the problem of authorship are the following three: 12 (1) his linguistic talents 
which enabled his biographer to compare him to the apostles and their gift of speaking with new 
tongues. The chances then are that Simeon learnt the languages of the Monophysite com¬ 
munities he visited such as the Himyarites and the Ethiopians, a matter of considerable impor¬ 
tance to the composition of the Book, which contains accounts about Himyar and Ethiopia; (2)

Further Reflections on the Sources for the Martyrs of Najran

In a paper 1 read to the Memorial Seminar in honorof Mahmud Ghul, the scholar whom this volume 
commemorates 2 , J. Ryckmans re-examined the main hagiographic accounts of the persecutions 
that took place in South Arabia in the sixth century, namely, the first Letter of Simeon of Beth- 
Arsham published by I. Guidi in 1881, the second Letter of Simeon published by the present writer 
in The Martyrs of Najran , which appears in 1971, the Greek Martyrium Arethae , published in ASS 
byE. Carpentierin 1869,and The Bookof the Himyarites, published in 1924byA. Moberg.’Inthe 
course of that paper he had occasion to discuss some of the views expressed by the present writer in 
The Martyrs of Najran, 4 and voiced his dissent from some of the positions taken in that work. I 
should therefore like to examine his presentation.

In two of my publications, 5 1 have argued that the author of the Book was the same as the author of 
Letter S and Letter G , namely, Simeon. 

A - The first of these two publications was entirely and exclusively devoted to the Book and the 
first part of it dealt with the problem of authorship. In view of the detailed nature of the reasoning 
for Simeon’s authorship, it would be superfluous to go through the arguments advanced there in 
detail and, so the gist and the thrust of the arguments will instead be here presented: 

a - Moberg had argued that the author of the Book was possibly Sergius, the bishop of Ser- 
giopolis and I have shown in the opening part of this article'’ that this is impossible since the author 
could not have been a Chalcedonian living in Byzantine territory but a Monophysite living in 
Persian territory. This conclusion prepared the ground for discovering the identity of this Mono¬ 
physite.

The changes that the federating of the protected sultanates had begun to introduce are 
evident as in Fadli case 3 where the Fadli Na’ib Ahmad 'Abdullah (later Sultan) and the Lower 
'AwlaqI Regent Bu Bakr b. Ahmad are appointed by the Federal Minister Sultan Husayn al- 
' Awdhall to settle a dispute between their tribes. Later in these records a junior assistant adviser, 
a government not a local man comes into the picture. In KazimI case 2 “the truce” is mentioned 
but I do not know whether this was part of the general security established in the Federation or 
simply a local truce. 

Apart from the stealing of animals the records contain the case of infringement of a common 
interdicted pasture (mahjar) and the banning of cultivation. Though forty oath-takers are 
required in the case of a murdered man ( qatil ) only ten are required in the case of ambush with 
intent to kill, and for firing at and slightly wounding. This is to be compared with the twenty 
required in the case of cutting a bund and stealing five camels. The following table may give some 
indication of the ‘tariff’.

But obviously one should not attach too much importance to such tables. 

Of qasamah in Encyclopaedia of Islam (2) avers: "It does not appear that this institution func¬ 
tioned much, even in the past”. The persistence of qasamah as an important legal procedure in 
tribal south Arabia up to the present day is evidence to the contrary. It is much more likely that it 
was normal procedure for Arab tribes, outside the cities of Iraq and Syria at least, for centuries. 
Has it in point of fact ever really disappeared among them in practice?

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4. Ahl Ba Kazim allege that, on the day of 16 ii 62, Sa'Td b. Salim Dawkam and Sa'id am- 
TuyuzT 144 of the tribes of the Fadll committed an unlawful act and seized six head of cattle 
belonging to Lahmar b, Farid al-'UmaysT of the tribes of Ba Kazim. 

Counter-plea: 

The Fadll replied with denial. 

The judgement is an oath [to be taken] by the accused ( yamin'ala ’l-muttahamln ) aforemen¬ 
tioned [i.e.] ten oath-takers that they did not seize these cattle; and Bin/Bir Mahwal and 
Salim Mas'ud must [take] an oath ( raqabah ) 145 - as for these cattle they did not raid after 
them (yd hddha ’l-baqar la gharu qafa-hum 146 ), [neither] they nor 'Iyal al-'UmaysI, and they 
have no news of them (wa-ld ya lamu bi-hin ul ) being with the group (jama ah). 1 ** 

5. Ahl Ba Kazim alleged that, on the day of 25 iii 62, Muhammad Haydarah and 'Abdullah am- 
Tayuzi and Bin 'Abdullah b. Sa'id of the tribes of the Fadll committed an unlawful act and 
looted thirty ras ghanam belonging to Muhammad b. 'Awad La'gam of Ahl Ba Kazim. 
Counter-plea: 

The accused replied with denial. 

The judgement on the accused is [that they produce] ten oath-takers [to swear] that they did 
not loot these cattle. 

6. Ahl Ba Kazim allege that on 17 iv 62 Bin Salih am-ZanO 149 of the tribes of the Fadll commit¬ 
ted an unlawful act and seized one young female camel not yet put to the male 150 (bakrah) 
belonging to Ahmad b. Nasir b. 'Awad Yislami of the tribes of Ba Kazim. 

Counter-plea: 

The accused replied with denial. 

The judgement on the accused is [to produce] five oath-takers. 

7. Ahl Ba Kazim allege that on month five, 1962, they received a telegram from the Assistant 
Adviser (musd’id al-mustashar al-thani ) ISI , Ahwar, and he informs [them] that he has 
received a report from the 'Umaysl 'Aqil that Bartam and Muhammad and 'All, 'Iyal am- 
Sawbl, and Bin am-TuyuzT and Dawkam and Bin am-Qada’, Ahl Sa'Td and Ahl Ba Qaynash, 
and 'Aydarus b. Muhammad b. 'Abdullah MahmarT and his brothers, and Salih b. am- 
Shaybah and the son of the Mansab and Nasir b. Sa'Td MahmarT of the tribes of the Fadll have 
committed an unlawful act and looted nineteen head of cattle belonging to the 'UmaysT 'Aqil 
and his brothers, of the tribe of Ba Kazim. 

Counter-plea: 

The accused replied with denial. 

The judgement on the accused is [to produce] twenty oath-takers. 

In the series of raids and counter-raids, mainly to steal livestock, members of Mansab houses 
(FadlT case no. 8; KazimI case no. 6) and of those of headmen (' aqils) were involved - I find it a 
little surprising that the former should have taken part in these actions. To deny an accusation 
seems to have been the convention, possibly so that all past and present circumstances could be

1. Ahl Ba Kazim allege that, on the day 12 v 61, Za'lan and Bin Sa'Td b. 'Umayrof the tribes of 
the FadIT committed a hostile act, firing at 'Awad al-Karuf of the tribes of Ba Kazim and 
hitting him with fragments of cartridge ( sabu-h bi-qutuf 36 ). 

Counter-plea: 

The Fadll replied with denial [of the charge]. There is no proof ( ithbat ). 

Judgement: Ahl Fadl must [produce] ten oath-takers ( hallafah ). 

2. Ahl Ba Kazim alleges that, on the day 17 xii 61, Bin am- Muhannah al-MurqushT and Bin 
Nasir b. Sa'Td Mahwal committed an unlawful act and seized two camels (ithnatayn bil) 
belonging to Nasir b. 'All al-'Amburi of the Ba Kazim tribes 

Counter-plea: 

Nasir b. 'AIT states: They took from him two bil which can be seen (banu lil with the Ja'adinah 
at [the place of] 'Iyal al-Mazluml, a she-camel for riding ( rahilah ) and her foal, and another 
with her foal (wahid w-ibn-ha) at [the place of] 'All Muhallab [Ja'danT], Salim Mas'ud admits 
to the rahilah which is with 'All Muhallab, but he states that it was seized before the truce 
(sulh). 

Judgement: The decision was taken to select five oath- takers ( riqab) [iS from the Maraqishah 
to swear ( yahlifun ) that these camels (th/7) were seized before the truce - and, if not, they will 
give up (yiksirun™) [the camels] and they have five oath-takers (riqdb) from Ba Kazim. With 
regard to the two camels (min sha’n al-ithnayn al-ibil) which are with 'Iyal al-MazlumT they 
will invite them to admit and prove whence they bought them (yad c una-hum an u0 i'tarafu wa- 
sannadu-hin min ayn ishtaraw-hin ), and if they state that they are part of their property they 
must [produce] five oath-takers ( hallafah ) to [confirm] that these camels (hadha ’ l-ibil ) are 
part of their property. 

3. Ahl Ba Kazim allege that, on 24 xii 61, 'All Bartam and 'Iyal am-Sawbl of the tribes of the 
Fadll committed an unlawful act and looted three head of cattle (thalath ru'iis baqar ) belong¬ 
ing to Sa'Td Umbarak 'UmaysT of the tribes of Ba Kazim. 

Counter-plea: 

The FadIT replied to that (ajab 'ala dhalik) with denial. Judgement: It was judged upon the 
accused ( al-mathumin ) Muhammad am-Sawbl and Muhammad Haydarah ibn/bir H1 am- 
Qaydah and Sa'Td am-TuyuzT (that they should produce) five oath-takers (khamsah hal- 
Idfah) (to swear) that they did not seize the afore-mentioned cattle (al-baqar al-madhkurat), 
and upon Nasir Sa'Td b. 'Ambar b. 'AbbadT and Daymah (a RabTzT M2 ) and Haydarah b. Salim 
their oaths ( riqab-hum) (or oath- takers) that they do not know, have no news of, and did not

Dlk 'Amburl. 

If he denies the charge he must produce twenty oath-takers.

A bull was taken from 'All Bartam QaynashI from Wadi al-Tuyu by Muqbil b. 'All 'Alawl.

Cases of The Fadlis brought against Ba Kazim 


1. Plea: on 31 iv 60: 

La'wag b. Yislam b. Sari' 'Anburi Kazim! and his five brothers of the Lower 'Awlaq! (al- 
'Awaliq al-Sufla) tribes committed an unlawful/hostile act (itada)\ they committed an 
unlawful act and looted the Maraqishah camels (6/7), four camels. 

Counter-plea: 

The accused replied with denial ( inkcir ) [of the charge]. 

Judgement: The judgement ( hukm ) on the accused is twenty oath-takers ( hallafah ). 

2. Plea: on 28 xii 60: 

Ahl Ba Kazim committed a hostile act on the borders 1 ™ of the Ja'adinah and cut some 
timbers, firewood and palm-frond (' azaf) while it was still green, in interdicted land. 101 
Decision: 

Investigation ( bahth) between Ahl al-Fadl! and Ahl Ba Kazim [led to the affirmation] that 
whatever side [it be] should not commit an unlawful/hostile act against the other by cutting 
sarh, sarhah , the dubyanah and the 776 trees 102 of the two sides unless they are not in disag¬ 
reement about it through mutual consent in accordance with the tribal customs observed 
between them ( ilia md ta'ajaw m ’alay-h bi- taradd m bi-mujib al- awa’id al-qabaliyyah al- 
muttaba’ah bayna-hum), henceforth and from now onwards. 

3. Plea: on 1 ii 61: 

Mahd! b.al-'Aqil al-Yahaw! (son of the Yahawl 'aqil, headman) and Sahim al-Haydarl of 
Ahl Ba Kazim committed a hostile act 105 and prevented the makinah (mechanical plough?; 
makinah is usually a pump) of Sa'Id b. Salih b. Ya'qub nicknamed al-Tirs (the Tooth), and 
his brother from ploughing the land. The aggressors (al-mu tadun) are Ahl Yahawiyah. 
Counter-plea: 

Bin Ya'qub came over the question of a field (jirbah ) called Jawbah" 16 and both ( kullfin] 
min) Bu Bakr b. Ahmad and Nasir b. 'Abdullah had already inspected this place and they 
stopped everything in this place. 

Judgement: We decided that a committee consisting of the Na’ib Ahmad b. 'Abdullah and

I did not come on him, either with red eye or 
black heart, but this man has lied against me.

The 'Awdhali confirmed that this would be used in his country. * 

With regard to the number of men required to take the oath there is a sort of tariff in accord¬ 
ance with the seriousness of the offence. It was stated that in a murder ( qatl ) case forty are 
required to take the oath at a Waliyy , any waliyy, this differs from Islamic qasamah which 
requires fifty men. 9 ’’ For theft of a camel or cattle, five are required to swear, and for a sheep-or- 
goat one. These figures do not exactly tally with the lists below - perhaps there may have been 
circumstances that modified the decisions of arbiters. 

Cases pertaining to marriage, marital relations, etc., belong to a category, zawjiyyah - in a 
Wahid! case 96 of this sort five hallafah hattamah were to be produced to swear an oath by the saint 
Ba Lahman. Hattamah qualifies the oath-taking and means that five different persons must each 
swear a single oath, not one person five oaths. Rape is considered the greatest crime (akhar 
jarimah ) and the tribe of the assaulted woman would fight the man who committed it. 


“If a man is accused of having got a girl with child and denies it, he must produce not less 
than five persons, in the case of an important woman ten persons, to swear to his inno¬ 
cence. The father of the pregnant girl chooses the oath-takers”. 97 


Fadli-Kazimi disputes and qasamah decisions 

At the Fadll Sultanate office at Abyan in 1964, by courtesy of Sultan Fad) Muhsin, I was permit¬ 
ted to copy entries recording incidents of aggression and counter-aggression, occurring during a 
period of over two years, between Fadl! tribesmen and their eastern neighbours, the Ba Kazim. 
These were probably dealt with by the conciliators or peace-makers ( sulih) in the manner already 
described. Each party to the case chose the men of the opposite side whom it wished to take the 
oath. It was stated that in the disputes listed infra the Fadlis were ready to swear by Sa'idah, but 
the Ba Kazim were unwilling to do so. When one sees that certain members of the Mansab house 
connected with Sa'idah were involved in the incidents this strikes one as not unnatural. However 
it seems that both sides were willing to swear by 'Umar b. Sa'id, already mentioned, in 'Awdhali 
territory. 

The language of these court records must be that of a clerk but it reports, more or less ver¬ 
batim, the words of the arbiters and tribesmen. Pronunciation would differ as between a tribes-

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He commences the oath by saying: “By God the Almighty, the Creator, the Merciful, concerning 
(?). This person I do not know him, nor is he of my family 88 nor of my fellows... [and the others?] 
We say concerning (?) what our fellow has sworn to, it is truth, and we know nothing”. Land- 
berg 89 quotes one example employing the above form of oath, denying a crime and all knowledge 
of it (la ' allayt wa-la 'alimt). This formula is ancient and al-Waqidl 90 for instance quotes the Jews 
in the qasamah case as denying knowledge of the murder with the words: Md la-na bi-hi dim. 
Indeed in Wahidi country in 1947 meeting a tribesman by chance his first words were 'llm-ak. 
What news? To this, I made the conventional reply: Md shi dim,No news. But in this context 7 bn 
means news of such incidents as murders, raids, robbery, etc. 

At the Mudiyah customary law court in DathTnah which I used to attend in the summer of 1954 
the oath was taken by a witness holding his right hand in that of al-hakim al dirfi , but these were 
not serious cases like murder and raiding, indeed they were mostly about land and water rights. I 
noted the following: 

By Allah, the Creator, the Merciful, I have given such and such a man such and such a thing.

By Allah and the Hot Fire (Hell) this (man) is innocent as Muhammad is innocent/free of Hell.

1 swear by Allah, the Mighty, the Aware of what is hidden, and by the testimony which cuts off 
posterity 91 and portion and cutting off your link/rope 92 from Heaven and Earth. 

In the court I heard an oath uttered in the ordinary way of the proceedings, wa-’lladhi'ajan-ak 
(=ansha’-ak ), lit. by Him who kneaded you! 

If the accused takes the oath he is acquitted (in halaf kharag^). 

The way in which a case opens in Wahidi country I have already described" and the procedure 
in Fadll and Ba Kazim territories was probably basically the same. The plea (da’wd) is met with a 
counter-plea or defence ( taqwa ), the lattermost interesting term is Wahidi, but I do not know if it 
is employed elsewhere. In discussion with a number of persons from several tribes at Abyan, an 
'Awdhall said the plea might be: Before God and you o Judge, so and so came on me with red eye 
and black heart [threatening] that he would kill me. 

The Fadll tribesmen present said they would use this form of plea, and the mujawwib , defendant,

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custom, 82 or at another saint called al-Shaykh Ahmad on the coast fi hadd al-Fadli fi ’l-Khabr - I 
do not know if the other FadIT tribes have other saints or who those saints are if so. The Kazimls 
would take the oath at shrines in the 'Awaliq al-Sufla territory - but each side, Fadlis and 
Kazimls, would accept oaths taken at shrines in the other’s country. The oath can either be taken 
where one happens to be, or one can actually go to the Waliyy to swear, but there is a slightly 
different formula in the former instance. 

The oath-takers proceed to whatever waliyy it is at whose shrine they intent to swear. Land- 
berg 81 who published his Notes sur quelquesserments etpratiques chez les bedouins de /’ Arable in 
1898, says they form a circle around the tabut (in my own experience usually a sort of wooden ark 
with corner posts) ( yhajjirun 'ala ’l-tabut) or simple tomb ( qabr ), but if the misgid or qubbah is 
small they line up (yistaffun) outside the door. While swearing the oath the oath-taker puts his 
hand on the tabut or qafas of the waliyy. At Sa'idah the oath is taken outside the tomb in front of 
the door in a shukht, a circle, as described by Landberg, 84 and, as they stand outside the door of 
the shrine, first the accused ( al-mathum ) swears, then the other oath-takers. 

Landberg says that when several persons are called upon to take the oath they march round the 
sanctuary in pairs, one after another, singing maragiz . 85 When they arrive they fire salutes 
(ta'shirdt) which sometimes the waliyy accepts, but sometimes he does not. He adds that a Sayyid 
or Shaykh is always present at these ceremonies to prevent bloodshed as there is great excite¬ 
ment. 

I was told that if one goes to the waliyy the form of the oath would be: W-allah al-Azim wa-’l- 
BdrF fl al-Rahim (wa-hddha ’l-Waliyy), md 'indilak shay, la gamal.. .etc. By God the Almighty, 
the Creator, the Merciful, I have not got anything that belongs to you, no camel... etc. If you do 
not go to the Waliyy you omit the reference to him. A statement which might follow the above 
oath could be: I am innocent of the matter of which such and such a man accuses me. 

The others taking part in the multiple oath would swear in support of him: By God the Almighty 
the oath of such and such a man is true 87 


The following formula was given to me in such crude writing that one phrase could not be read by 
any of us:

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legendary air about it, authenticates the fact of its existence and the procedure followed. Khid- 
ash, accused of a murder of a man of the 'Abd Manaf house (he himself was of 'Amir b. Lu’ayy) is 
made to swear at the head of fifty of his fellow tribesmen that he is ban’ min dam 'Amr b. ’Abd 
Manaf. All but one took the oath at the Corner of the Ka'bah ( halafu ’ind al-Rukn ), perjuring 
themselves, and none of those who swore saw a year pass, i.e., they perished. 

According to al-Waqidl; 75 Kanat al-qasamah fi ’l-Jahiliyyah , thumma aqarra-ha Rasul Allah. 
He illustrates his statement with the well known account (in more than one version) of the 
murdered man discovered in a well at Khaybar. The Prophet says that the Khaybar Jews in whose 
territory the body was found should produce fifty men to swear fifty oaths by Allah of their 
innocence, but it is objected that they are qawm kuffar so the Prophet imposes a diyah upon them 
because he was killed in their hadrah. 1 " This is alleged to be the first qasdmah (in Islam). 

In certain Hadith narratives, as for example quoted by al-Bukhari, there was clearly some 
reluctance to accept qasdmah as justification for imposing a sentence, though the hypothetical 
circumstances suggested by its opponent are not those under which sentence of death would ever 
be even likely to be imposed in Arabia. It cannot however be supposed that, during the first 
century and more, of Islam, the tribes in the conquered lands ceased to settle their disputes by the 
procedure of qasdmah just as they had done before and as they do to this day in southern Arabia, 
and when they were living in cantonment cities in Iraq. I incline to the view that, though effective 
in tribal society, qasdmah may have lent itself to abuse in urbanized centres from the second 
hijrah century onwards where the strict tribal ethic was giving way to the easier morals of the 
mixed population. Be this so or not, qasdmah' s effectiveness must depend on the character of the 
witness(es) and of course on their real fear of the consequences of perjury, i.e. the punishment 
that would be meted out for it by Allah or, in other contexts, the waliyy, saint. 

The Kitdb al-Adab wa-’l-lawazim fi ’l-manah (ca. 8th/14th century) 77 is categorical about wit¬ 
nesses. Al-shahid fi ’l-man man yaqum bi-'l-man ah wa-yuraf bi-ha - wa-’l-tajir wa-’l-qammat Id 
shahddah la-hu. This means that those bearing arms are acceptable as witnesses, but not the 
merchant or the cattle-dealer. 78 1 do not think the testimony of the dalldl , broker or commission- 
agent. would be accepted in tribal society and it is interesting that the Shafi'I faqlh. Ibrahim b. 
Muhammad Ja'man (ob. 1034/1624-5), had the question of the testimony of th e dalldl put to him 79 
and, perhaps both as a faqih and non-tribal, he says hisshahddah is to be accepted providing it is 
not on a matter of which he has been put in charge, but he rejects the testimony of a diwdni , an 
official, during the first Ottoman occupation of the Yemen. 8,1 Ibn Ja'man 81 issued two fatwds on 
individuals slain in what looks like tribal affrays, under the heading da’wa ’l-dam wa-'l-qasdmah. 


The taking of the oath 

In the disputes between the Fadlls and the Kazimls, each tribe would take the oath at tombs of its 
own saints, i.e., the Murqushls would either do so at Sa'Idah, where in fact it is mostly the

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Haqq Allah 70 on grain and sesame ( gilgil ). Both of these gifts were customarily made by the 
MurqushTs, NakhaTs and some of the Bil-'Ayd. Landberg 71 reports slightly differently of a 
Mashayikh family of al-Zahir: On met aussi a part pour eux la dixieme partie du ble, amoncele 
apres la recolte, en la mesurant. De gela, une moitie est distribuee aux pauvres par le sanctuaire, 
Haqq Allah , et l’autre moitie devient la propriete des Mashayikh’. 


Al-Qasamah, the multiple oath 72 

The evidence goes to show that the collective oath ( qasamah ) was a well established practice in 
both southern and northern Arabia well before Islam. Our late friend Professor al-Ghul under¬ 
stood 'ahd b-mqs'm in inscription C 548/2 73 as “to take the collective oath" while Ibn Habib 73 
states that “one of the things that Quraysh made a sunnah is al-qasamah {Mimmd sannat Quraysh 
al-qasamah)". He quotes a well known narrative in this connection which, if it has a slightly

Especially at this late stage, my paper cannot deal with these flaws, apart from the 
following. 'Since the institution ( qasamah ) presupposes some sort of authority, a bedouin origin is ruled out'. Yet in 
point of fact, as the law concerns villages and therefore settled tribesmen, there is no difficulty about the existence of 
a settled authority, be it only the shaykh al-damdn of a confederation, in the Jahiliyyah. In the thousands of Yemeni 
villages it is inconceivable that a murdered man was never found between two of them with relative frequency, and 
that resort to calculating the distance between them and the corpse did not form part of the procedure before Islam. 
The qasamah hadtlhs al-Waqidi quotes on the qasamah at Khaybar (probably in fact an ancient sunnah) affirm that 
the Prophet’s ruling and Jewish procedure were in accord and it may not be arbitrarily assumed that qasamah was ‘a 
Jahili institution being reshaped to fit a Biblical blueprint'. Indeed the Arabian Jews, to judge by the Maghazi, fitted 
into the Arabian system of society in a way indistinguishable from the Arabs - which is not surprising because, as 
Professor M. Gil shows in the same issue, numbers were Arabian converts anyway. It is notable that one of the 
authorities in a Hanafl isnad is Ibrahim al-Nakha'I and elsewhere traditions on qasamah are given a Yemeni setting. 
Yet the testimony of the Nakha'I is arbitrarily rejected. 

The following passage from 'All b. Sa'id al-Mi'zabl (pointing uncertain) in his Talqih al-hukkdm, from the tribal law 
corpus I am editing, perhaps medieval but undated, lays down the procedure in the Yemen in customary law: 

As for the slain man for whom neither of two groups of houses (hillah) or villages seeks aid and support 
( najdah) the luikim will look to which of the two hillahs or villages he is closer and (?that to which) he is closer 
is the guarantor (ddmin) of the blood- money (diyah) on account of the duty of protection and inviolability (li- 
haqq sitr al-watan wa-hurmati-hi ) of the country.’ 

Hunnat al-watan he defines as being an obligation:

The Kashmlml however would use the' azwah , And dhayb al-Kawr , because they claim that their 
ancestor hailed from the Kawr escarpment to the north. 68 A MurqushT, if fired upon, would 
exclaim: Dhayb Himyar\ This, they said, is because the wolf is brave. Dhaybldhlb is widely used 
by the tribes in this way and I have 'Awdhall slogans of the same pattern. 

There is a minor visitation by heads of families, about mid-year - when they bring a young 
animal ( taliyy) and they light a lamp for the saint ( yisarrigun al-waliyy ). At our casual visit an 
historical qasidah of the poet Daw'an whose verses are much quoted by Landberg was recited by 
the Mansab. When a child (' aqibah ) has come to be born one makes a visitation with a riyal and a 
sheep-or-goat and they deposit it with him (the Mansab), Lammd yigi wahid makhluq yisawwi 
ziyarah ’ala riyal wa-jalabah wa-yiwaddu-ha’ind-ah. I. e. in the case of a baby ( ninu. ) they take it 
to the saint on the fortieth day after it is born, showing it to the saint and presenting the animal. 


Dues paid to Sa'idah 

The tribes that make payment to Sa'idah are the Maraqishah, Nakha'I, MathuthI, Kashmlml, 
Dahwall, 'Atawl, Mughawwarl, Mishari. A man not a MurqushI or other tribes of the above 
group whose waliyy Sa'idah is, if he marries, for instance, a MurqushI woman then he too must 
make some contribution to the saint - he would pay once a year a sheep only, but no tithes etc. 
This would be the case were the husband, for example, a Hanashi. The Mansab collects for the 
ziyarahs , which are an expensive affair, going round the tribes a month before the ziyarah to 
collect gifts ( nudhur ). If a man should not happen to meet the Mansab at the time the latter is 
going his rounds then at the time of the mulid (= ziyarah) he must bring his animal. A poor man 
brings one or two riydls instead. 

My notes do not make it clear whether nudhur are distinct from the tithes paid to Sa'idah, but I 
think they are. In the case of livestock the minimum on which one contributes is one in ten 
ghanam (sheep-and-goats) owned. With large animals ( bawsh) a fahl bull is contributed, if there 
are over ten animals, and with camels (bil) a qa’ud , young camel, when one owns twenty. A few 
riydls only are payable if one does not possess the requisite minimum number. A mark (' alam ) is 
put on the animal contributed. 

In the case of grain, cultivators all over the country used to leave the tenth furrow ( tilm ) when 
they harvested and the Mansab of Sa'Idah’s representative would come and cut it, or the cul¬ 
tivator might cut it himself for him. Even the Fadll Dawlah used to pay over the tenth furrow. 
The Mashayikh of Sa'idah receive these ' ushiir or tenth furrows, and Al 'Atif makes division of 
them following their custom (’ala ' ddat-hum ) into three parts one of which goes to each Mashay¬ 
ikh house. Landberg 69 says that not only the Mashayikh subsist on this income but also the saint's 
‘desservants ’ presumably the khadim who looks after a shrine, and his family. One could hardly 
be wrong in saying that this system of taxation in what is in effect a theocracy goes back long 
before Islam. 

Furthermore, over and above the tenth tilm the saint used to receive the first measure ( awwal 
mikydl ) measured out, also termed awwal darbah, for Sa'Idah’s luck, yikun tabarruk li-Sa’idah. 
At the threshing floor (w'asa/-) itself the tribes used to give ten per cent to the poor, known as

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wooden cover while a third tomb in clay and plaster was heavily oiled 61 but it was not known who 
was buried there. An old round lamp ( misbah ) of steatite with several compartments for wicks 
radiating out from the centre, hung by a chain; sesame ( gilgil ) oil is burned in these lamps and 
they had here a black wick ( dliabalah sawda ). Inside the building was decorative plasterwork of 
some interest, and what may possibly have been ibex ( wil) horns. 62 The tomb also contained the 
bayraq, the pole with a crescent that is the banner of saints in this part of Arabia. 

The Mashayikh are buried near Sa'Idah’s tomb but outside the building. Tribesfolk are buried 
in separate parts of the cemetery related to the direction from which they come, bodies being 
brought from some distance on a (fishing?) net stretched over poles and borne on men’s shoul¬ 
ders. The Murqushls and ahl al-Jabal and Shi'b al-Dawlah from above 'Uqmah (lit. a bank in the 
wadi to divert water onto the fields but seemingly a place-name here). The Nakha'Is and people 
of the upper plain are not buried here - the Nakha'Is come to Sa e !dah by way of am-Surrah 
(Surrat al-Nakha'In or Surrat al-Mishal), where it seems they stop the night on their way to 
Shuqrah. Other groups stop at Sanlf 61 . The Ba Kazim of the Lower 'AwlaqI sultanate also visit 
Sa'idah. 

I noted arches in the tombs made of clay (perhaps for lamps (RBS, 1984)) and on two of the 
tombs there was a sign which, without doubt, must be a drawing in outline of the bayraq of 
Sa'idah - I did not enquire why this should be done, but obviously it would in some way put the 
grave under her patronage or protection. Ships, i.e. country craft, are always being wrecked on 
the coast at Sa'idah and some of the tombs appear to be constructed from old ships’ timbers. 
Inside a wall is the tomb of Sinan/Sanan al-Tayyar and at his grave within the wall are buried the 
old Sultans of al-Sarriyyah of the Fadli house. Sinan w is an ancestor of the Fadli Sultans at some 
period before the earliest known Sultan (apart from the governor said to have been appointed by 
Imam al-Mahdl 'Abbas), 'Abdullah b. Ahmad (1789-1805). 65 The son of the last-named, Ahmad 
al-Mukassir (d. 1819), is buried in Sa'idah - Mukassir might be a title referring to his activities 
against the tribes. 

Every saint has an annual pilgrimage ( ziyarah ) and these have been described many times; 66 
the annual ziyarah to Sa'idah takes place on Rajab 15th. The ceremony includes a mawkab , 
procession, to the saint with sung verses. At this ceremonial and of course on other appropriate 
occasions, is declaimed the ' azwah , slogan 67 of the Dawlah, the Sultanic house, the 'Atawl, 
Dahwari and Jahhaynl, tribes of al-Jabal, And dhayb Sanaa, I am the wolf of Saniin! This would 
be in reference to the Fadli ancestor already mentioned. The full cry at Sa'idah was quoted to me 
and the form is rather like that of the ancient talbiyah: 

Layk wa-bayn adayk ( = aydayk/yadayk ),

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Islamic phrase hajj wa-hajah and the Hadrami hajj wa-bay’ masabih , pilgrimage and selling 
rosaries, 36 and QadI Isma'Il al-Akwa' quotes hijj wa-bay ' masabihlwa-laqqat masabih.. 

Though these citations do not allude to worship of Sa'idah in southern Arabia, the sanctuary at 
Uhud (if the reading be correct) is, in relative terms, not remote from Shuqrah, and if the name 
Sa'idah for a pre-Islamic goddess and an Islamic saint is merest coincidence, the pilgrimage 
ceremonies at the sanctuary in Fadll country today are certainly somewhat Jahill in character. 

Landberg 57 states that Sa'idah’s sanctuary is looked after by a khadim who receives the votive 
offerings ( nudhur ) and' ushiir. This is an honourable office, and in other places a saint’s tomb will 
be attended by a family not of the Mashayikh house connected with the saint, usually his descen¬ 
dants. There are three bayts of the Mashayikh family which provides the Mansab of Sa'idah. 
These are: 


Al-Hasan b. Haydarah, al-'Atif. He bears ( yishill ) the bayraq/bariq , the insignia of saints, a 
pole with a crescent and other ornaments. 

Zayn b. Nasir b 'Amurah, Hal 'All. He was Mansab according to Baqis, but when I am not 
certain. 

Haydarah bir Salih bir Walid, Hal Sumur. 

Baqis said: Dai-hum wdhid - which would mean that they all respond to one summons (to war 
etc.), ,s in other words they form a single political entity. 


The Sanctuary of Sa'idah bint 'Umar 

The shrine lies in a kind of cleft in the wadi. A clay bank diverts the sfl_y/-flood water from the 
cemeteries close to it. w The old karif, a basin or tank for holding water, which they also called 
majil, had been renewed. The water here was sweet. The place was certainly imposing as such 
sanctuaries can be, as is Qabr Hud in Hadramawt. A round wall roughly north-east of the shrine 
had vertical lines in relief plastered white at which shots were fired as a salute to the saint. 60 There 
were some huts of brushwood with matting and palm frond roofing. 

The shrine has three tombs, Sa'Idah’s in carved and polished wood, probably a tabiit though I 
have not recorded this; a second tomb was somewhat broken down with stones inside it and no

Sa'idah bint 'Umar: a waliyyah, female saint 

The sanctuary of Sa'idah lies on the coast road between Shuqrah and Ahwar, in the sector of the 
sultanate east of it, but inside FadlT territory. Stephen and 1 visited it in 1964. Sa'Tdah’s father, 
'Umar b. Sa'Id, is buried at am-Nigdah in 'AwdhalT territory which I have also visited and 
studied. Landberg 46 remarks of the shrines found in every district: “Souvent ces sanctuaires ne 
sont que la perpetuation du culte sabeo-himyarite”. So although Sa'idah is accorded a respect¬ 
able ancestry in a family of Islamic saints, 47 incidentally unknown to al-Sharjl or other biographi¬ 
cal works consulted, and about whom I obtained no information locally, the existence of a pre- 
Islamic deity Sa'idah cannot be ignored. According to Ibn Habib 48 her cult was spread widely. 
’Sa'd Hudhaym and all Quda'ah except Banu Wabarah used to worship Sa'idah and Manat. Azd 
also used to worship Sa'idah and her temple-guardians ( sadanah ) were of Bayt 'Ajlan, 4 ‘ J her place 
being at Uhud. 5 " A ’talbiyah of a nasklnusuk pertaining to Sa'idah’ is quoted by Ibn Habib. A 
nask would be a pilgrimage bringing an animal to slaughter at a shrine ; M nusuk means ‘obedience 
and worship ( al-taah wa-'l-'ibddah). The talbiyah of the deity al-Nasr and his talbiyah is discus¬ 
sed elsewhere,^ i.e. verses in rajaz type metre sung or declaimed, probably to a sort of dancing 
step, by tribesmen approaching a sanctuary. In the talbiyah of Sa'idah infra, words to be elimi¬ 
nated as surplus to the metre are bracketed - this justified by the quotation in the Taj al-’arus 53 of 
a talbiyah of the people of the Jahiliyyah, citing two verses: Ji’na-ki li-’l-nasdhah. Lam na’ti li-’l- 
raqahah, (the verses in that order). 54 
Of the three latter stanzas the rendering is proposed: 

We come [to you] not to seek a favour. 

Nor do we seek to trade. 

We have come to you for advice/sincere worship. 53 

The Taj defines miyahah (v.3) as conferment of a favour, but it might also be possible to under¬ 
stand it as ‘intercession'; and raqahah (v.4) it calls al-kasb wa-’l-tijdrah. This last recalls the

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circumstances of decision-making there is in southern Arabia no such thing as a minority dissent¬ 
ing view! 

When I asked them about the (Islamic) shari ah n they maintained that resort to tribal law 
(shuru al-qabayil al-sabiqah) was much better than to shari ah because of the interminable 
delays in the latter and the appeals, etcetera, which drag out a case. Their own procedure was 
preferable because it was plea and counter-plea in one day, judgement in one day and payment/ 
settlement in one day ( da’wa wa-jawab ftyawm wahid wa-hukm ft yawm wahid wa-kharj)\ n If the 
hukm were just, they said, the tribes would rise against the offender in the case in point, should 
he not make proper amends-i.e. they constituted the executive element in a decision (hukm) to 
see it enforced, should this be necessary. The tribes in fact, they said, protect the country and the 
Sultans. The Sultans judged by precedents ( sabilah , pi., sawabil ) some of which were written 
down ( maktubah ), and some with the elders ( shuyubah ). If the Sultans went out in person to deal 
with a case they were entertained but they received no fee. Were they to send out a soldier for any 
reason he might be given something 'aid qadar al-hal in accordance with the circumstances, but 
there was no law about this. 4 ' 1 


Procedure when a crime or hostile act has been committed 

When a state of truce ( sulh ) exists and if, for instance, a KazimT were to kill a MurqushT, this is an 
' ayb , a shaming act - the KazimT has kasar al-sulh, violated the truce. The procedure now is that 
the KazimT who has assumed responsibility for maintaining the truce that his fellow-tribesman 
has broken, or on whose face (ft wigh-uh) it is, as they say, the duty to maintain it, sends a 
prisoner - it would be his own son - to the MurqushT on whose face it is, correspondingly, to 
maintain the truce. 

The two tribes then meet, twenty on each side, at al-Rawdah of Ja'danT country to the north 
because the Ja'danT is amin , trusted by them. The Ja'danT makes an entertainment for them and 
they talk. There will be two guarantors each undertaking to maintain the peace on his face (ft 
wigh-uh ), known technically as salih, one from each side. They will judge the blame-money for 
breaking the peace (al-lawm fi'l-sulh) to be 420 (shillings, 1 think, in 1964, but it might be riyals). 
A murdered man cannot be compensated for by a cash payment, so the MurqushTs must then kill 
the offender or a member of his tribe after the expiry of the immediate truce under which they 
were able to meet. I noted in Arabic that amman-ah al-Mansab , the Mansab (of Sa'Tdah) makes/ 
sets up security and yadummu-hum Mansab Himyar , the Mansab of Himyar brings them 
together. This probably refers to the Mansab making the truce, as he often does, for instance in 
Hadramawt, but after twenty years I cannot be quite sure! When a member of the offender tribe 
has been slain in retaliation, the KazimT will kill another MurqushT in return - and so the thing 
goes on! 

Besides murder and robbery, other crimes include hasf al-ziraah , slashing down a standing 
crop with swords, or sometimes it would be burned. Sometimes tribesmen will cut out the ton¬ 
gues of cattle which die as they are no longer able to eat. Not only FadlTs take such actions but

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Tribal customary law and judges 

With al-Shaykh 'Abdullah Salim bir al-Dhayb al-Murqushl, 1 had some discussion on the custom¬ 
ary law of the Fadl! tribes. His is the family of the chief tribal judges in Murqushl country, and the 
Bir al/am-Dhayb are appeal judges ( manqad ) 33 in the sultanate - they are tribesfolk, i.e. secular 
judges, not Mashayikh. My notes indicate that 'Abdullah Salim of the Bir al-Dhayb belongs to 
the Al am-Bish'ah tribe of the Maraqishah, the nisbah being Bisha'I. I did not follow up the 
question, but the name must arise from their exercising the function of mubashshi', trial by 
ordeal. The Arab tribes in the vicinity of Aden M states that bish’ah ‘is still in use in this and 
neighbouring tribes, but not much resorted to, except for serious crimes. There are numerous 
methods, but the usual one is the application of a heated knife to the tongue’. Elsewhere I have 
quoted a Qu'ayti government official on the effectiveness of this ordeal among tribesmen. 35 
Murqushls said of Bir am-Dhayb that he is Sabt al-Fadli, explaining the word sabt as silqat-na , 
our court. 36 Questioning them on the term manqad , they said it means hukm, adding that one 
says: Al-manqad 'ind Bir al-Dhayb - he judges between the qabayil al-Fadli. Sometimes the' urfi 
court (probably established only in the post-war period) sends a case to him if it cannot decide it 
itself. 

'Abdullah Salim has all the FadlT sawabil, precedents, these being known as sawabil mashru , 
and one also speaks of shuru al-qabdyil al-sabiqah. This shar has nothing to do with the Islamic 
shariah but is employed for the customary laws of the Fadlls, 'Awdhalis and all the tribes of the 
region. I also heard it employed in the same sense at Sa'dah of northern Zaydl Yemen. It is also 
found in the Sabaic Dictionary of which the late Professor Mahmoud Ghul was one of the editors, 
and when one looks at the inscription to which the passage refers it has basically the same sense 
there. 37 

Where no precedents already exist according to which a case is to be settled, the headmen 
('uqqal) of all the Maraqishah would meet, four or five of them, and they would set up a new 
precedent 38 by qiyas or ’aql (perhaps the latter is the word more native to the region) and they 
would yuwassisu-hu bi-'l-rida , set up a new basis 39 for it by consent. Nowadays (1964) these 
precedents would be written down, but in days not so long ago when few Fadlls could write, they 
were not written down but remembered. 40 When I asked the Shaykh about a case where there 
were neither precedents nor analogy, Bir am-Dhayb said: Ba asuwwi fikr qiyas mashru which I 
suppose means “I shall think about making an analogy that would be according to customary 
shar" 1 . He would seek the opinion ( ra'y ) of the ' uqqal until their ra’y became one, but any such 
new precedent would have to be established by consent and agreement of all the ’uqqal In all

The verse shows the strength of feeling of the poet in that even veneration or fear of offending 
Sa'Idah is not to hold back the person addressed from fighting. 

The Mansab makes a truce between the two parties, called sulh Saidah. He then arranges a 
dialogue/parley between them {yisawwi bayna-hum murajaah = yukhatib bayna-hum). The 
truce he makes is not a judgement ( hukm ) but a peace by mutual consent. At the end of the term 
of the sulh there is a bara’. quittance, absolvement, from the truce, and a state of war re-ensues. 
Then after a time the Mansab makes another sulh. This, they said, was how things operated until 
the Hukumah (the Aden Government) pacified the country. At the ziyarah of Sa'Idah on Rajab 
15th any trouble between the Fadli tribes is brought to the Sultan and he settles it. 

Of the Mashayikh of Sa'Idah in whose house the Mansabate is hereditary, 31 my MurqushI 
informant, Muhammad 'All Baqis, said: Khasdrat-hum wa-fayidat-hum min al-Maraqishah 
which, though I did not ask him to explain exactly what he meant, is to be understood as “Their 
expenses/outgoings and what they gain comes from the Maraqishah”. He added that amr Saidah 
yimshifi bildd al-Fadli, wa-’l-bildd al-thdnifi kull bildd fi-ha waliyy , “the command of Sa'Idah is 
operative (throughout) Fadli territory, but in other territory there is a saint in each district of it.” 
The Mansab of Himyar brings the tribes together as noted above, an interesting title, for the 
Maraqishah and Nakha'In are both accounted Himyar, and probably the lesser tribes as well. 

The functions of the Mansab and the Sultan and their relation of one to the other follow a 
pattern which I think may be discerned in at least some of the other former sultanates. Also the 
situation is perhaps quite similar to the roles of the house of' Abd Manaf and the powerful chiefs 
of Quraysh at Mecca. The Mansab of Sa'Id is not, on the basis of the evidence set down here, an 
arbiter or judge. It is true he might settle minor (lit. ‘light’) cases - e.g. he might arrange a 
conciliation over a theft ( yisiddfinahb) - but serious cases such as murder ( qatl) were settled by 
the Sultan. Yet the judgement of the Sultan or his representatives involved taking the oath - 
which a Fadli tribesman would perform at Sa'Idah. The Sultan greatly yisharrif, holds in honour, 
the Shaykh (Mansab) of Sa'Idah. If the Mansab were to suffer any aggression he would go to the 
Fadli Sultan and the latter would take active steps to put it right. So before the changes in the 
post-World War II era the Mansab seems to have been the most powerful person in the country 
enjoying the prestige of spiritual authority, an assured revenue from the land, and great political 
influence. However, in his position superior to that of the Sultan, he was above taking sides with 
any Fadli tribe in disputes. He would, as seen however, fight alongside them against an enemy 
from outside. Had circumstances permitted further enquiry I should have asked about the origin 
of this house of Mashayikh, but if they are descendants of the saint of am-Nigdah, 32 'Umar b. 
Sa'Id, they would not belong to any of the Fadli tribes, and would therefore have no built-in local 
commitments. The chiefs of the large tribes not only judged or arbitrated in disputes among their 
own tribesmen, but, in conclave, actually made law when this was required. The Sultan obviously 
had quite limited powers and probably limited income, but could summon the tribe to war and 
seems to have acted as an arbiter.

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grain is payable, but actually a cash payment is usually made, this after the harvest (bad al- 
thamarah). In some cases landowners pay 'ushr on the crops on their land to the Saint (Waliyy) - 
this was stated to be the case also in the 'AwdhalT sultanate. So in effect these persons had now 
arrived at a position where they paid double the tithe they formerly paid, one tithe still to the 
spiritual power, the other to the secular. In the previous era no 'ushur were paid on the cotton 
crop, but by 1964 so much cotton was being grown, especially in Abyan, that the 'ushur on grain, 
etc., produced a greatly diminished revenue for Sa'idah. I did not enquire whether cotton was 
taxed by the Bayt al-Mal. 

This radical change in the incidence of taxation must, I assume, have come about through 
advice and pressure from the Western Aden Protectorate Office seeking for revenues to support 
the local administration. From antiquity the tribal supporters of a ruling house enjoyed such 
privileges as exemption from taxation - the change cannot have been popular with them or with 
the Mashayikh of Sa'idah, be this a salutary measure or otherwise. As elsewhere in the Protec¬ 
torates the central secular authority, the Dawlah/Sultan and his house, was strengthened at the 
expense of the spiritual authority, the Mansab, and the tribal supporters of the Sultanic house. 

The importance of the theocratic element in the power structure of the Fadll state is closely 
paralleled in the Lower 'AwlaqI sultanate. The late E. R. (Johnny) Johnstone, a well known and 
experienced political officer, records in a paper dated 1957^ that the Ba Kazim of Mahfid pay 
tithes to the Ba 'Azab, Ba Hajj or Shaqqa' shaykhs, but not to their sultans. Some if not all of 
these Mashayikh houses have shrines of the usual kind. 

In former times the Fadll Sultan maintained a regular establishment of soldiers in permanent 
service with him, about twenty qabilis and a number of' abid . The soldiers were paid 5 rivals per 
mensem (as in Imamic Yemen) and subsistence (masdrif) in kind, i.e. grain ( ta'dm , probably 
dhurah ), bunn , coffee, and oil (dihn). Five rivals was good pay in those days. The Mansab, Zayn 
b. Nasir 'Amurah, was a soldier at that time so this employment must have been honourable. In 
the event of war the Dawlah, i.e. the Sultan, assembled all the tribes ( lamma 'l-qabdyil kulla-hd) 
by sending out a soldier to each tribe to avert them ( yinabbi-hum ) and raise them. First he sent to 
the Maraqishah, then to the Nakha'in, then to the Al Bi-'l-'Ayd, this being their order of prece¬ 
dence. In those days hardly anyone could write, even the Sultans, and when the Sultan sent out a 
message he drew a thread out of his futah for a soldier to take to the tribe - this was also the 
practice with the 'Awdhalls and probably other tribal confederations. As the Mashayikh are 
arms-bcaring, they also come out and fight alongside the tribes. Should war break out, for exam¬ 
ple with Yafi', the Sultan will request the Mansabs of Sa'idah to come to the headquarters (mur- 
kuz ), bringing with them the crescent standard ( bayraqlbdriq ) of the saint Sa'idah which remains 
with the Sultan at the murkuz until the war ends, or they may leave it in the Sultan’s house till the 
time of the ziydrah on Rajab 15th. The bayraq is brought to the Sultan accompanied by songs 
with dancing, known as mahdgil (sing, mahgal). This is a karamah (honour, bounty ?) from 
Sa'idah. 

If there is any trouble between the Fadll tribes themselves the Mansab of Sa'idah comes with 
the bayraq which he interposes between them to stop it; this again is general in the south. There is 
a Murqushl verse quoted by Landberg: 10 


Sa'Idah’s standard will be no exempter for you.

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al-Manqa'ah. This is understandable, the Sultan being originally put there by the tribes for the 
purpose of distributing the tribute they had imposed on Ahwar. I was told that the' Amburls were 
banned in all the Lower 'AwlaqT suqs and Robin Bidwell who served in the area informs me that 
this took place about 1952 or 1953 because they had murdered the Lower 'Awlaqi Sultan, 
'Aydarus b. 'All! The ban was lifted some years later. 

In relation to the FadlT office records on raids and counter raids, it is interesting to look back at 
the Government handbook 21 and its statement: “The 'AulakT (Lower) has constantly evinced a 
disposition to attack the FadhlT, or make a raid into Fadhli territory”! 


Taxation 

In former times no mu ashshar, tithe, was paid to the Dawlah, i.e. the Sultan, by such FadlT tribes 
as the Murqushls, the Nakha'Is. However, the QabTlat al-Jabal, the Jabal al-Dawlah, being 
inhabited by the 'Atawl and Dahwall tribes, did pay tax to the Sultan (the word 'ushur was used), 
but only on sheep-and-goats, one per cent, fi ’l-sanah rds. a head per annum. 

At that time however the ra iyyah in the Nakha'T district did pay ' ushur, which Dawfan man¬ 
aged to collect for the FadlT at am-Surrah. Dawfan was a man of slave origin who was made hakim 
of the Dawlah and collector of taxes on the ra'iyyah , i.e. the farmers, subjects as Landberg 21 puts 
it, of the sultans and the 'uqqal, headmen of the tribes, and Dawfan would be responsible for 
paying these ' ushur to the Dawlah. He would inform the Dawlah how much grain he had 
received, paying the Dawlah cash for it, taking the grain himself and selling it by permission/ 
licence (rukhsah ) from the Dawlah. 

Though the Sultan did not then receive tithes from the tribes certain other dues were paid him. 
At al-'Alain, the boundary post between Aden Colony and FadlT territory, four annas was 
charged on each camel load (hawlah 'ala ’l-ba'ir) entering FadlT country. Each load ( hamiil) of 
the 'Awlaqi, Yafi'I, 'AwdhalT and Dathlnah people passing through FadlT territory paid six annas 
on the farasilah . 2S The Manasib (i.e. the Mashayikh Lords of sanctuaries 26 and the Maraqishah 
were exempt ( jibclr , sing, jabr) and paid nothing. I have no positive information on the other 
FadlT tribes, but as the Hasanls (of Dathlnah), are also jabr 1 in Shuqrah, because they became 
allies of the FadlT Dawlah, it is hardly likely they paid these duties. A HasanT, for example, if 
passing through Shuqrah with twenty 'Awlaqls would go free while they would have to pay. 

Shopmen ( madakinah) in the suqs paid "ushur. When a marriage in the Bayt al-Saltanah took 
place, the Sultan received a jalabah , sheep-or-goat, either the beast itself or cash, as a rifdlrafad, 
a marriage present - this custom obtained elsewhere among the large tribes of the southwestern 
area. 

Nowadays (1964) all, even the tribes, great and small, pay 'ushur, tithes, to the Bayt al-Mal. 
The amount chargeable is assessed by tadmid = takhmin , 28 and a calculation made of how much

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friends. Both these groups and the shopmen and craftsmen must, I am not in doubt, also have 
come under the protection of the Sultan or tribes. 

In the old days when passing by the houses of the Dawlah in Shuqrah one would dismount from 
one’s camel or donkey and walk on foot by them out of respect. If a tribesman arrived at the 
Sultan’s place, for any reason, he fired off a round as a salute, and the soldiers relieved him of his 
bunduq and food ( ta'am (grain), ruzz etc.) was brought him, but seemingly they would not 
slaughter an animal for casual entertainment, except if it were an ' dqil arriving. 


The Lower 'Awlaqis 

The famous warlike 'AwlaqI ('Awaliqah) tribes are first mentioned (so far as is known to me) by 
the author of the Ghayat al-amani 19 under the annals for 524/1130. But this was only to describe a 
route and so it is no evidence that this tribal name was known so early. However, in 1065/1654-5, 
Imam al-Mutawakkil Isma'il when preparing to invade Hadramawt wrote to the 'Awlaqis who 
must have been well established by that time. Of the Ba Kazim of the Lower 'Awlaqis with whom 
the Fadlls were so often embroiled, my 1954 notes say: The following tribes, all Ba Kazim, set 
out, about a century ago (from 1954), to take Ahwar 20 from the Zaydls - Al al-Hatalah (or 
Lahtalah), brothers of the Al Sa'd, Ahl Wabar, 'Umaysl, Yislaml, 'Ufawl (in Ahwar) - they and 
the Al Salim, 'Amburl, Busayml and 'Alawl of Ahl Bu Luqaysh, etcetera. The attacking tribes 
took shrouds ( akfan ) with them to scare off the Mansurls who left them at Ludiyah which flows 
into Wadi Dayqah, for fear of defeat - so they did not share in the land (tin) of Ahwar, but all 
those tribes which took part in the conquest of Ahwar from the Zaydls have shares in it. In those 
days these tribes lived in the mountain passes (shtab) and had no villages (or fixed camps ? 
matarih), but since then they have made matarih. The tribes, in order to keep the peace between 
themselves, brought in a dawlah (sultan) from Yashbum in Upper 'AwlaqI territory, the brother 
of the Sultan of Ansab of those days. He was put in office there (Ahwar) as a ndyib, to eliminate 
fitnah (dissension) between the tribes and to distribute the tithes (mu ashsharat) among them. 
But if the septs ( fukhudh ) of the Dawlah dispute among themselves the Al Sa'd descend (from 
the areas about the head of Wadi Dayqah). Al Sa'd are the important element in the country and, 
wherever the Sa'di goes, the Dawlah follows him for security (hayth ma masha al-Sa’di yitba’-ah 
al-dawlah li-’l-amanah). My notes show that the Sa'di includes the Shain'I and JaradI sub-tribes 21 
and the 1909 handbook 22 says the Sham'itake the lead, presumably precedence, in processions or 
in a majlis. 

I was told that previously (to 1954 at least) the Lower 'AwlaqI Sultan paid dues to Ahl Sa'd of

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The Fadli tribes 

The 1909 Government handbook 14 gives a list of the Fadli tribes of that time, but many of these 
are not really to be accounted as such. Those with which this paper is concerned are the 
MurqushTs, the Ahl Hanash and the Nakha'Is. The last-named are famous in the early Islamic 
period for the chief Ashtar al-Nakha'i, the supporter of 'All b. Abl Talib, but nowadays they are 
obviously less important than the Maraqishah. The relative size of these three tribes may be 
judged by the number of fighting men they can muster. In 1909, both the Maraqishah and 
Hanashis were credited as able to field six hundred apiece, but the Nakha' only one hundred. The 
original home of the Nakha'iyyln is said to be in the district called Basamah in Wadi al-Shi'b 
where at a junction of wadis is a ruined castle ( husn ) known as am-Kharibah on a hill close to 
Sakin am-Shu'bah. In am-Shu'bah village I saw a bakrah pillar 15 for the Sayyid saint al-Hamid, a 
family of HadramI origin, but this branch of it lives mostly at am-Surrah now (1964). There are 
many graffiti on the rocks at Sakin am-Shu'bah and stones covered with both Himyar and archaic 
Arabic writing. I also saw rocks covered with incised outline drawings of camels in a wadi near 
Basamah - it is significant that in this wadi they make interdicted pastures ( yihajjirun, mahjar) 
which have known boundaries but are not defined by landmarks. 

Of the Maraqishah it was said to me - hum quwwat al-Dawlah - they are the strength of the 
Sultan. There are two groups of them, Maraqishah al-Hayd and Maraqishah al-Sahil, the Moun¬ 
tain and coastal Murqushls. The sections of the tribe are listed in the 1909 handbook as Ahl 
Salim, Ahl Sanad, Ahl 'Abbad, Ahl am-Bisha', Bi-’I-'Idi/'Aydl, Hawtali 16 , Mahmarl, and some 
of these sections figure among the records of cases infra. 

The Murqushls and Nakha'Is are Himyar, but the Murqushls are not mentioned in the Rasulid 
Turf at al-ashab , while Nakha' is accounted of Madhhij. 

Under protection of the Sultan and tribes (taht himayat al-Sultan wa-'l-qabayil ) were the Hig- 
rls, believed to hail originally from Wadi Hagar, 17 of dark complexion and ethnically distinct 
from the Arabs. The Sultan protected some groups and the tribes others. Families of Higrls 
settled in Abyan were Ba Harb, Ba Radhim, Ba Nasir, Ba Jamzah, Ba Thawr, but there are 
many subsections (fakhayidh wajidah ) of Higrls in various places. It is significant that their 
blood-wit is the full diyah , i.e. 700 l/3rd riydls like every other man. In reply to my question it was 
agreed they practised some magic (sihr) and the mi'ft of the Higrls is one who can afflict you with 
the evil eye. They are mostly labourers and cultivators. 

Other groups are the fishermen and there are dalldls in Abyan, brokers, 18 and probably else¬ 
where. The latter are nas di’af. i.e. not men of arms; my notes say they bring a stipulated amount 
to the headmen {shi muqarrar li-’l-’uqqdl ) of Maraqishah al-Sahil, taxes (dara'ib) and gifts to

In more recent times an official publication 7 states that, to elect Fadli sultans, the chief mem¬ 
bers of the ruling family, called Bayt al-Amr, 8 after asking counsel of the tribal heads ( ru'asa al- 
qabd'il) - who are themselves elected - give their opinion to the Majlis al-Dawlah 9 which is 
composed of thirteen members considered to represent all the classes ( tabaqat ) of the commun¬ 
ity. Each tribe is represented by its important headmen ( kibdr' uqqali-ha ), while the fishermen, 10 
the cultivators, and those engaged in business, also have their representatives. 11 These thirteen 
members confirm the election of one of the members of the ruling house. 12 Part of the ceremony 
of inauguration of the new sultan/dawlah consists in the deputy head of the Majlis al-Dawlah, the 
Amir Fadl Muhsin, the senior member of the Fadli House winding the dhabilah' y round the 
Sultan’s head. Later there is a mawkib al-qabail, a ceremonial procession of the tribesmen. In 
those I have seen they marched in pairs and concluded by firing on a mark. These ceremonies are 
similar to others 1 have witnessed or recorded in several other places, but there were some 
modern adjuncts to this one, notably a fly-past by the RAF. 

However, on referring to al-JarmuzI’s al-Sircit al-Muwakkiliyyah , it is clear that a Fadli Sultan 
existed in the day of this Imam (1054-87/1644-76) who took action against him. At one time the 
Imam was holding the sultans of the Mashriq in San a’, but was induced to set them free. Some of 
the sultans stood surety for others. The 'AwlaqI sent his son as hostage ( rahhan) and stood surety 
(i damman ‘aid) for the Fadli, writing a document (called mashruh) on this, and the Imam set them 
free giving them generous presents. The Fadli however set to cutting the roads once more and 
seizing any unarmed persons ( duafa ) he could. So the Zaydls took action against the Fadli and 
he became a fugitive but had eventually to give himself up and was imprisoned up to the time 
when, as Jarmuzl says, he was penning his account of these events. Jarmuzl records the name of 
the Fadli sultan who sought aman in 1072/1661-2 as Haydarah b. Fadl b. Ahmad b. Haydarah. 
This information does not tally with that of Hawliyydt Yamaniyyah, but it demonstrates that the 
Fadli was, if only for a brief space of time, an unwilling subject of the Imam.

My main concern was the corpus of tribal law manuscripts I have long 
been engaged in editing and which I discussed with tribal informants, notably Muhammad 'All 
Baqis, a MurqushI (of the qabllat al-'aqil Muhammad 'All b.Lahman) living in MurqushT country 
at that time. I was also permitted access to records of cases kept in the Fadll administrative office 
for which I am grateful to Sultan Fadl b. Mihsin. Of these I took preliminary notes intending to 
return to the area to develop my enquiries, but my attention became taken up with many other 
interests and after 1967 it was no longer possible to visit the former sultanate. 


The Fadli Sultans 

The Government handbook, An Account of the Arab tribes in the vicinity of Aden, 1 recounts the 
tale that about three hundred years ago from 1909, a Sayyid brought from Constantinople an 
Arab woman with child by a sultan of Turkey. She landed at Shuqrah and proceeded to al- 
Surraihah (? al-Sarriyyah) where her child was born, named Osman. He was selected by the 
MurqushI tribesmen as their sultan and begot a child named Fadl from whom the Fadll derive 
their name - a descendant some generations later became Sultan in 1789. The Fadll, says the 
handbook, do not appear to have ever been subject to the Imams of San'a’. Landberg’s 1 2 rejection 
of the 'UthmanI origin of the sultans is confirmed by the author of Hawliyyat Yamaniyyah 3 
writing in 1257/1811-12 who states that 'Al-Mahdl 'Abbas (1161-89/1748-75) had made 'Abd al- 
Rahman al-Fadll, whose origin ( asl) was from Bilad Anis of Mikhlaf BanI Fadl, governor over 
Shuqrah, adding that the Banu T-Fadll at the date of writing are their posterity. If any credence is 
to be given to the legend of Turkish descent it can only be suggested that the family may have 
been Ycmcnized Turks whose ancestors came to the Yemen in the first Ottoman occupation. 

When the British bombarded 'Asalah in 1865, the Sultan abandoned Dhawbah and al-

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a kind of legendary or epic dimension. The analysis of the contents of the same speeches of 
Ruhm, in the Letter and in the Book, makes them appear so different, that the doubts of G. 
Garbini [7, p. 112] on their intrinsic authenticity, advocated by I. Shahid [75, p. 129], seem quite 
justified. 

As compared to the Martyrium , the Book of the Himyarites appears a mature, highly elaborate 
- one could even say sophisticated - composition; there can be no doubt in my opinion that the 
question of the relationship between the two works must be reversed in this way: “Did the author 
of the Book use the text of the Martyrium! ” 22 1 don't think he did, but this is all the more difficult 
to prove, since it seems probable that the Letter (the main source of the first part of the Martyr¬ 
ium) was the first source of the Book. But see note 7. 

5. The author of the Book of the Himyarites is not the same as the author of the Letter- only a 
thorough stylistic analysis could determine if Simeon can be the author of both the Letter and the 
Book. But superficial observations make this hypothesis very unlikely. I recall here the observa¬ 
tions on the use of the name Masruq, of the high frequency of its occurrence, probably always 
with an infamous epithet - quite in contrast with the sober expression “the king” used in the 
Letter , practically never accompanied there by an infamous epithet. One could also note some 
fairly constant discrepancies between the two works in the formulation of confessions. Most of 
the confessions in the Book insist on Christ being son of God and - Creator of the world, which is 
not the case for the confessions in the Letter , which in turn mention more frequently the Cross. 
Here follows a comparison of the confessions of the free-born woman, Ruhm and al-Harith 
respectively in the Letter and in the Book (in which al-Harith’s confession is missing). 

In the Letter. The free-born women confess [79, p. 503, 22-25]: “Christ is God and son of the 
Merciful. In Him we believe, we adore the Cross, and for Him we die". Confession of Ruhm [79, 
p. 505, 18-19]: “Far be it from me, my companions (...) to deny Christ, in whom I have believed 
and in whose name I was baptized (...) and whose Cross I adore”. Al-Harith confesses [79, 
p. 510, 1-3]: “Far be it from me to deny Christ, God, in Whom 1 have believed from my youth, in 
Whose name I was baptized. Whose Cross I adore”. 

In the Book of the Himyarites. The women confess [73,p. 27b; 28a]: “God forbid that we 
should deny our Lord and our God Jesus Christ. For He is God and the Maker of all things, and 
He has saved us from the eternal death”. And dhu-Yazan says of the same women: “They insist 
(.. .) that Christ is God, Creator , Son of the Merciful”. Ruhm confesses [73, 37a]: “That I should 
deny Christ, God forbid! (...) For He is God, Son of God, Creator of the worlds". The confes¬ 
sion of al-Harith is missing in the Book, but here is the confession of Flabsa [73,p. 34a]: “I believe 
that He is God, Maker of all creatures , and I take refuge in His Cross”. 

Are such systematic differences to be expected if both works were written by the same person? 


I hope that the present study - too cursory and general as it is - may serve as a challenge and an 
incentive to fundamental textual studies, which are needed to solve some of the many still unre¬ 
solved problems.

suppose that the author continued to use the same source for Part Four, which deals with the 
Ethiopic invasion and occupation of South Arabia (...) This is supported and fortified by the fact 
that the Martyrium and the Book are the only known works which treated the Ethiopic expedi¬ 
tion and the occupation of South Arabia in a detailed fashion”. That last argument appears to me 
to be circular. 

It is time to conclude in the form of a few propositions. 

1. The Letter [79] of Simeon of Beth Arsham is the main source of the Martyrium , and one of 
the sources of the Book of the Himyarites. 

2. The Martyrium depends heavily on the Letter (for the part on Najran), of which it con¬ 
stitutes a separate offshoot. The author of the Martyrium may have used a composite document, 
in which a historical summary preceded the text of the Letter. The author has contributed a 
number of biblical references, and some scholarly remarks in §§ 1-2. The praise to Najran in § 24 
probably did not belong to the original text. For the part devoted to the Ethiopian expedition 
(§8 25-39), there is no precise indication that the Book of the Himyarites was used. For §§ 25-26 
(the conference of Ramla, a subject already treated in the Letter [79, p. 507,11-508, 8]) another 
source than the Letter was used. 

3. The second Letter [78], It occupies an intermediate position between the (first) Letter and 
the Book , and was not used by the Martyrium. Part of the text reproduces nearly literally certain 
portions of the (first) Letter, with minor amplifications (such as a more abundant use of the 
proper names). The contents of the letter of al-Mundhir is recast in a narrative in the 3rd person, 
like the Martyrium (which might have influenced it on that point). Other parts describe the 
campaign against Zafar, and record other isolated martyrdoms (not mentioned in the Letter), on 
new testimonies of witnesses. Many of those testimonies are also known to the author of the 
Book, since they are recorded in a very similar form in both works. But on the other hand, some 
new information in the second Letter is given a quite different version in the Book. But the 
composition of the second Letter arouses suspicions of interpolations [2], for instance in the 
manner in which [78, pi.“iii A-iv A, viii B-ix A] some series of martyrdoms are put together 
without any real connection. If that document, much more complete than the (first) Letter of 
Simeon, has been written in its present form, and as a recasting of the first Letter, by the same 
Simeon, only a few months later, why is it that the first Letter is the one which has exclusively 
been quoted by the chroniclers and used by the author of the Martyrium ? 

4. The Book of the Himyarites occupies a terminal position in the hagiographic documents 
under review. This is clearly to be deduced from the final details on the names and family rela¬ 
tionship of the female descendants of Ruhin, details which are incomplete in the other narratives 
(see above). The same conclusion follows from the high frequency of the use of the personal 
names (Masruq, al-Harith, Ruhm), but also from the general plan of the Book , which corre¬ 
sponds to a later state of the text of the Martyrium, combining the martyrdoms and the Ethiopian 
expedition, while the original narrative of the Martyrium was devoted only to the martyrdoms. 

On the other hand, one finds in the Book a wealth of information which by far exceeds that of 
the preceding narratives, and which is certainly in part more accurate, from a historical point of 
view. For instance, the fact that the church of Zafar is said to have been burnt [73, p. 4a] (and not 
changed into a synagogue as in the Letter and the Martyrium), and the presence in Najran of a 
dhu-Yazan [73, 25b-28b. etc.], a general of Masruq. are confirmed by Sabaean inscriptions. 

The narratives of both the persecution in Najran and the expedition of the Ethiopian king form 
a well integrated whole, exposed according to a strict logical plan. But some details in the narra¬ 
tive, and above all the dialogues and speeches, are heavily marked by amplification and rhetori¬ 
cal devices, which seems to imply the passing of a certain lapse of time which has given the events 
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for the dependence of the Martyrium on the Book". Here again, the views thus put forward are 
hardly documented. 

On paragraphs 1-2,1. Shahid [25, p. 208] writes: “There is an unmistakable similarity between 
the first part of the Martyrium and the first seven chapters of the Book as revealed in their extant 
titles”. But the subjects of the seven titles in question [73, p. 3b] are (in short): (1) the Jews and 
the badness of their faith; (2) The Himyarites, who they are and whence they first received 
Judaism; (3) How Christianity began to be sown in the land; (4) How Bishop Thomas went to the 
Abyssinians and informed them that the Himyarites were persecuting the Christians; (5) The 
first coming of Hayona and of the Abyssinians; (6) The amazing sign which the Lord showed the 
Himyarites in the ranks of the Abyssinians; (7) The first departure of the Abyssinians from the 
land of the Himyarites. Of the subjects enumerated here, there is no trace in the Martyrium of (4) 
and (6). Subject (1) occupies one line. Of (2), only the first part of the title is briefly accounted for 
in the Martyrium. About (3): no indication is given in the (extant) text of the Martyrium on the 
origin of the Christian faith, a subject which plays an important role in the Syriac, Byzantine and 
Muslim traditions. On (5): the name of Hayona doesn’t appear in the Martyrium. It must also be 
remarked that it is hardly possible to speak of a similar plan, when even the order of enumeration 
of the extant subjects in the Martyrium does not coincide with that of the Book. For instance the 
first expedition of the Abyssinians (5) is mentioned before the description of Najran, which 
ought to correspond to (3). 

The similarity is evidently not at all typical nor relevant. It is clear that the Martyrium, in his 
two composite introductory chapters - much recast by the handwritten tradition - with their 
scholarly geographical remarks, not only on the Himyarites, but also on the land and on the 
region of Najran, has used at any rate other sources than the Book. It is there, and not in the 
Book , that he found the names DounaanlDounaas and ElesbaaslElesbaan , of the kings who are 
exclusively called Masruq and Kaleb in the Book. Numerous variants and deformations of these 
names are known from the Byzantine tradition: Procopius and Cosmas Indicopleustes, as well as 
Malalas, Theophanes, Cedrenus, Nicephorus Callistus, etc. [13bis\. 21 All these authors give a 
summary, not unlike the core of the first two chapters of the Martyrium, on the religious situa¬ 
tion, and on the conflicts between Ethiopia and South Arabia. It is also remarkable that the 
conception of the first part of the Martyrium: the conjunction of a historical introduction, 
followed by (what turns out to be) the contents of the Letter of Simeon, is not without parallel. 
Not only does the second Letter follow such a pattern, but also the recension of the Letter in the 
Chronicle of Michael the Syrian [22, p. 273]. It is also revealing that none of the kings is actually 
named in the Letter [13bis, p. 697], nor in the corresponding part of the Martyrium, so that it 
looks possible to suppose that the writer of the Martyrium had at his disposal a compound docu¬ 
ment of the type recensed by Michael, in which the names of the kings appeared only in the 
introductory part. 

I. Shahid [25, p. 209] admits that §§ 3-24 depend on Simeon's Letter, and explains, unconvinc¬ 
ingly, that the accounts of the Book would have been much too detailed for inclusion in the 
Martyrium. But since Simeon is also - according to Shahid - the author of the Book, it is quite 
unlikely that he would at any rate have left untouched many details of the Letter which later 
testimonies, used in the Book, had refuted. 

On §§ 25-28 (possibly with inclusion of a portion of § 29), 1. Shahid [p. 213], admits that most of 
the accounts in this part probably came not from the Book, but from Byzantine sources. 

Finally on §§ 29-38. his Part Four, I. Shahid [28, p. 213-214] writes: “The Martyrium' s depend¬ 
ence [?!] upon the Book for the three preceding parts [i.e. §§ 1-2, 3-24; 25-28] makes it natural to

kind are unknown to the Book of the Himyarites. Thus, probably, the Book of the Himyarites 
has told of the whole of the Abyssinian expedition in a somewhat different manner” [13, p. xxxv]. 

The addresses of the Ethiopian king and of his general in chapters xli and xlii, can indicate, 
according to Moberg, that the Ethiopians landed at two different places as in paragraph 34 of the 
Martyrium. "But this of course is uncertain. It cannot even be said with certainty to which chap¬ 
ters the description of the battle preserved in the fragments xix and xx (p. 45 f.) properly belong. 
(...) It is obvious, however, that the death of the Jewish King has been related in another way in 
the Book of the Himyarites than in the Acta. According to the Acta he was made a prisoner and 
afterwards cut down by the Abyssinian King. According to the Book of the Himyarites he was 
slain in the battle by an Abyssinian warrior, and fell (?) into the sea” [13, p. xxxv]. 

Paragraph 38 of the Martyrium describes how the order was restored and the churches rebuilt. 
“The same is told of in the Book of the Himyarites, Chap, xliv, xlvi-xlviii, in different places”. 
But Moberg [13, p. xxxv] remarks further: “There is no trace of an application, on the part of the 
Abyssinians, to the Emperior Justinus or to the Bishop of Alexandria”. In the Book “the Bishop 
Euprepios of Abyssinia is spoken of as the highest ecclesiastical authority and Abyssinian priests 
are appointed to the new churches. Nothing is said about a son of Harith as appointed governor 
in Najran” while the name of the Himyarite made king is mutilated, but was certainly not 
Abraha(m), and, unlike the information in the Martyrium , he was not a Christian, but had first to 
be baptized [Moberg, 13, p. xxxv-xxxvi]. 

Finally, regarding paragraph 39 of the Martyrium, relating the return of Elesbaas to Abyssinia, 
his abdication and further life as a monk, Moberg declares: “It is scarcely necessary to point out 
that the Book of the Himyarites knows nothing of such a legendary abdication” [13, p. xxxvi]. 

From the preceding confrontation, summing up the comments of Moberg on paragraphs 25-39 
of the Martyrium, it seems hardly justified, to say the least, that “The Acta are little more than an 
extract from some chapters of the Book of the Himyarites” [Moberg, 13, p. xxvi]. While numer¬ 
ous details of the Martyrium are at variance with the text of the preserved fragments of the Book, 
and consequently prove that for the second part another source was used by the Martyrium, the 
few and very general similarities between the two narrative are of the same order as can normally 
be expected from two different (and differently oriented) sources relating the same events. 
There is no cogent argument in favour of the supposition that the writer of the Martyrium really 
had access to the Book of the Himyarites in addition to that (or those) other source(s).

The arguments of I. Shahid in favour of the dependence of the Martyrium on the Book of the 
Himyarites appear no more convincing than those of Moberg, but more qualified. I. Shahid [7S, 
p. 208] argues that “the general plan of the Book 's narrative and structure is so similar in [what he 
considers] the first four parts of the Martyrium [i.e. corresponding to para. 1-38, the fifth part 
being para. 39, on the return of Elesbaas to Ethiopia] (...) that it is impossible not to conclude 
that the martyrologist had the Book at his disposal and followed it closely but discriminately 
while availing himself of other sources”. The same similarity he notes on the same page in the 
internal arrangements of the sections in each of the four parts, and finally, some traits in the 
Martyrium, which are reminiscent of stylistic features peculiar to the author of the Book, “argue

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Ruhm. In text of the martyrdom of Ruhm in the Greek text of the Martyrium, paragraphs 10- 
14, the king is never mentioned by his name, but eleven times as “the king”, and twice as “the 
king” plus an ignominious epithet; in the Ethiopic version, the proportion of the last two kinds 
of denominations becomes 9 to 5 (of which one without the word “king”). In the Book , he is 
three times mentioned by Ruhm as “the king” plus an ignominious epithet, apart from ten 
mentions of “Masruq” plus an ignominious epithet, and four times, by an infamous epithet 
(such as: “Crucifier, murderer of your Lord”) only. Once again, it looks hardly admissible that 
the Martyrium could have been so sober about the denominations of the king if it depended on 
a work in which the name Masruq, with an ignominious epithet, appears dozens of times. This 
is of course also a serious argument against I. Shahid’s [7$, p. 169ff.] view that Simeon is the 
author of the Book of the Himyarites. 

Moberg’s comparison of paragraphs 25 to 39 of the Martyrium with the corresponding chap¬ 
ters of the Book of the Himyarites is no more convincing than that of the part devoted to the 
Najran persecution. I shall systematically follow his account of his confrontation of the two 
works. 

Paragraphs 25 and 26 of the Martyrium mention the meeting in Rarnla of an embassy of the 
Byzantine Emperor Justinus, with al-Mundhir of al-HIra, at the time of the arrival of a mes¬ 
senger with a letter of the Jewish king to al-Mundhir. “The only equivalent to this in the frag¬ 
ments of the Book of the Himyarites is the indication in the Index that Chapter XXV has com¬ 
municated the contents of a letter from Masruq to Mundhar. Nothing remains of that chapter” 
[13, p. xxxiv]. 

Paragraphs 27-28 of the Martyrium deal with the steps taken by Justinus and by Timotheus, 
Bishop of Alexandria, to induce the king of the Ethiopians to hasten to the aid of the Christian 
Himyarites. "In spite of the defective state in which we know the Book of the Himyarites it is 
fairly sure that that Book has told nothing of any such measures” [73, p. xxxiv]. 

Paragraphs 29-31 told of the preparation to war of King Elesbaas: the bringing together of 
the ships, lx his visit to the church and his prayer there, his meeting with a Greek holy man 
Zonenos. 10 “It is very improbable that the Book contained anything of that kind" [73, p. xxxiv]. 
On those and the following chapters Moberg writes that if chapters xl or xli of the Book had 
contained some notices as to the preparations for war, those notices must have been very short, 
while many particulars of the Martyrium “are entirely incompatible with the spirit of the Book 
of the Himyarites”: he refers for instance to the particulars of the story of “the iron chains with 
which the Jewish king blocked up the sea at Bab el Mandeb. 20 Fantastical constructions of that

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the cry of the weeping women reached even the king, who got angry at the uproar, caused by the 
woman *[75, p. 17a, 17ff.], and inquired about the cause etc. (as in (21)). 

The three women then appear before the king (22) who expresses his amazement at seeing 
Ruhm without veil, unabashed as a harlot, as if she wanted to show that besides being rich she 
was also beautiful. The king then urges her to care for her life and return to her former position 
*[13, pp. 27a, 41a] by rejecting the foolish belief of her husband and of the others. He commands 
her to deny Christ and to say that he was a mortal man (24), and to spit on a cross, and to go back 
to her house in honour and peace. 

Ruhm replies that she is not mad, but drunken with the love of Christ, that she henceforth 
despises all passions of lust (11 beginning), and has no other desire than to reach swiftly by death 
her brethren *(see above), etc. 

Before concluding this already too lengthy sample, I shall extract one more phrase of Ruhm, in 
her last reply before the martyrdom of her granddaughter: “If 1, which may God forbid, should 
deny, then should 1 die the eternal death. But if I deny not, then shall I live that life over which 
death has no power”. This citation reminds one the general sense of the reply to the king in § 13 of 
the Martyrium, while the invocation of Ruhm when she marks her house with the sign of the 
Cross (i.e., that she may be saved from denying Christ) has a similarity with the invocation to 
Christ, in the Martyrium, § 13, that it may not happen that she denies Christ. Those are the only 
possible points of dependence of the Martyrium on the Book, but it should be stressed that the 
similarity is in the general idea, not in the expression, and that the ideas are common topics. 

The comparison of the manner in which the Martyrium and the Book have treated the hagio- 
graphical themes of the narrative of the martyrdom of Ruhm shows surprisingly no outspoken 
similarity. In the Letter and the Martyrium Ruhm exploits two themes: (1) her material and social 
situation cannot induce her to deny Christ; (2) she appears unveiled as in the days of the wedding- 
feast of her first marriage, because she considers her martyrdom a (second) marriage, but a 
mystical one, with Christ. In the Book, such themes are hardly visible, to the point that the 
meaning of Ruhm appearing unveiled remains quite unclear. Instead, we meet in the Book with 
developments of general topics already present in other martyrdoms related in the Book. In 
short, it looks quite impossible that the narrative and dialogues of the Martyrium could have 
originated in the Book. 

To these arguments against the dependence of the Martyrium on the Book, some irreconcil¬ 
able differences between the texts may be added, to which neither Moberg [73], nor I. Shahid 
[73] have paid much attention. Next to the fact that the martyrdom of al-Harith with his compan¬ 
ions is placed in the Martyrium after that of the free-born women (see above) it should be noted 
that according to the Book [73, pp. 4b; 23ab], al-Harith is executed with 'Arbay two days after his 
other companions. The free-born women are beheaded in the Martyrium, paragraph 9, while in 
the Book [73, p. 29a] they are killed by archers, the survivors being finished off by the sword [73, 
p. 29b], etc. 

Instead of the persecution in Najran appearing in the Martyrium as “a rigorously shortened 
compendium” [Moberg, 73, p.“xxxvii], it is the Book which appears as a more elaborated and 
amplified narrative. Already the narrative of the martyrdom of the “daughters" of Ruhm (see 
above) has shown that in comparison with the Letter and the Martyrium, the Book presents a 
further stage of elaboration of the information (names and family relation of the daughters and 
granddaughter of Ruhm, and the rhetorical developments of the speeches and dialogues). Here 
are further examples with figures. In the Letter, Ruhm is said to speak four times; in the Martyr¬ 
ium: five; in the Book: ten times. A similar inflation throughout the whole text of the Book is 
perceptible in the designation of the protagonists of the narrative. To the examples already given 
above may here be added the denominations of the king in the narrative of the martyrdom of 
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The plan of the story in the Book is practically the same as that of the Letter -of course without 
the textual accidents sustained by the Martyrium - but more detailed and complicated. The 
martyr is given many more occasions to speak, and she says much more. There are a few addi¬ 
tions in the narrative itself, as compared to the Letter. In the Book, after a lengthy reply of Ruhm 
to the envoys of the king, an episode is inserted in which she crosses herself and marks her 
daughter, her granddaughter and her house with the sign of the Cross, before going into the city 
and delivering her speech to the Najranite women. The episode of the execution of the daughter 
and of the granddaughter is much more complicated. First, they both together insult the king, 
then the granddaughter spits in the face of the king while insulting him. She is executed and 
Ruhm is asked to tell how was the taste of her blood. Her mother abuses the king, is executed in 
turn, and for the second time Ruhm is asked to tell how her blood tasted, after what a long 
invocation is added. Then finally comes episode (23), here transposed from its original place 
(before the martyrdom of the “daughters”) in the Letter: she crosses herself, loosens her braids 
and asks the king to kill her. She is then brought to a certain distance, kneels, bows towards the 
east, crosses herself [once more] 17 and makes a last invocation before being executed. 

The Martyrium does not follow the narrative of the Book in the cases in which the Book differs 
from the Letter. Those differences between the Martyrium and the Book with respect to the 
narrative are most relevant to the problem of the possible dependence of the Martyrium on the 
Book , because anyway a greater liberty with respect to the original, and a greater subservience to 
artificial cliches and to the conventions of the hagiographical genre, are to be expected from the 
treatment of the dialogues and orations of the martyrs. 

In the following summary of the contents of the first part of the story of Ruhm in the Book [13, 
p. 36b-43b], the numbers between angular brackets refer to the topical subdivisions of the narra¬ 
tive of the Letter given above, while an asterisk (*) following a given topic introduces the 
references to other occurrences of the same topic in the Book. 

When the guards convey to Ruhm the message of the king (1-2), she refutes point by point the 
offer of the king: She will not deny Christ, Son of God, Creator of the world; she will not become 
a Jewess - abjured be the king *[73, pp. I7b, 19a, 28a, 31b, 34a, 40b, 41a, 43a], crucifier of his 
Lord - ; God forbid that she might live longer in this world and abstain from the company of the 
martyrs of God. As to the offer that she may remain in her former honour, that would be for her a 
dishonour, for the true honour is that she may die for the holy name of the Lord. And as to the 
saying that the king will give her to a great notable, God forbid that she should cleave unto mortal 
man and forsake Christ, the heavenly bridegroom. 

She then accepts to be led to the king. But first she crosses herself and her daughter and 
granddaughter (the text gives the names and insists several times on their family relation to 
Ruhm). She then marks her house and all that was in it with the sign of the Cross, with an 
appropriate invocation to the Lord, that she may be saved from denying Him *[73, pp. 23a, 42b]. 

She then took her daughter and her granddaughter by the hand and went into the street (3; 5) 
where lamenting women were gathered. The main themes of her exhortation (which should 
correspond to (6-20)) are the following; “Weep not for us whom our Lord has deemed worthy to 
die for His name *[73, pp. 9a, 23a, 27b, 31a, 34b, 38a, 42b], but weep for all who have denied 
Christ. If I have done good to others, and if God has lavished on me *[73, 40a, 42b] greatness, 
gold and valuables and handmaids (6-7; 9), all the good I have done I have done in His strength. 
Pray for us that we may go and reach our brethren *[73, pp. 17a, 32b, 38b, 40a, 43b]”. 

Then she [once more] took her daughter and granddaughter by the hand, and went out. And

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minor additions. After sentence (8) on the possibility of entering a new marriage, is added the 
phrase: “Nobody would jeer at my youth, as if I acted against the Law, for the teaching of the 
Apostle Paul advises to marry according to the Law rather than to burn ” (I Cor., 7-9). In sen¬ 
tence (9), the number of gold coins is given as 10,000.§ 12 reproduces the contents of sen¬ 
tences (11, second part) to (13), with minor differences, except the presence, in addition to 
sentence (11), of an allusion to the Wise Virgins of the Gospel parable (see above), and of a 
comparison between Ruhm’s first marriage, and her impending eternal and spiritual one. 

The mistranslations in § 10 result in some inconsequences in § 13. The writer of the Martyr- 
ium has suppressed sentence (22) at its original place (astonishment of the king as he sees 
Ruhm without veil), since this would be contradicted by his redaction of § 11. But the Greek 
text has kept the preceding sentence (21), which should also have been suppressed: the king 
wonders from afar at the cause of the uproar in the city, is informed “by some Jews hating 
Christ ” that the woman with her daughters is addressing the crowd; and it is added that the king 
orders that she be brought into his presence with her daughters. The Ethiopic version, on the 
other hand, has been carefully edited: all these inconsequences are suppressed. 

There is no equivalent, in the Martyrium, of sentence (23) of the Letter. Instead, the writer 
adapts the text to the particulars of his own redaction, at least of § 11, which implies that Ruhm 
delivers her speech to the Najranite women in the presence of the king: he adds an exhortation 
in which the king remarks that he has been very patient in letting her say what she wanted to the 
crowd . 13 Therefore he asks her, in view of the emotion of those who like her, to have mercy on 
herself 4 and to obey him. The last words correspond in substance to sentence (24), which is 
awaited here in the narrative, since to obey the king implies denying Christ and saying that He 
is only a man. But as could be expected, the writer of the Martyrium was not satisfied by the 
short indirect indication of the contents of the refusal of Ruhm: he replaces the text of sentence 
(25) by a direct reply of Ruhm, partially inspired by sentence (14), which had not yet been 
used. This is in short what she says (Greek text): “O king, you exhort me to 15 to renounce the 
eternal life for the temporal one. But / fear the eternal fire and the worm which never sleeps. 
Therefore it is better to die than to obey you, because if we die in this confession, we shall live ”, 
And then this invocation: “IMay it not happen to us, O celestial King, Jesus-Christ, Son of God, 
abiding above the Cherubinis and glorified by the Seraphims, that we deny Your kingship and 
Your divinity ”, 16 

This comparison between the texts of the Letter and of the Martyrium confirms the conclu¬ 
sion already attained in connection with the martyrdom of al-Harith, of the close and inescap¬ 
able dependence of the Martyrium on the text of the Letter. It remains, however, to analyze 
and compare what the Book [73, p. 36b, 10-43b, 8] offers on the same story, in order to ascer¬ 
tain if the Martyrium also used the Book. 

13 A similar remark of the king to Zrwyba in the Book [13. p. 17a], but also, and curiously, used by al-Harith in the 
Martyrium. § 13, who thanks the king for having allowed him to speak at length to his companions. 

14 The same argument appears also in the Martyrium. § 15. for al-Harith (after the Letter ). 

15 In the corresponding passage of § 13, the Ethiopic version [14. p. 93, 6-8] inserts here: . .‘(1°) deny Christ, God 
of all creatures and Lord of all the worlds ': This is the only and closest approach of the Martyrium to the expres¬ 
sions describing Christ as creator of the world, so typical of the professions of faith in the Book: sec the last §§ of 
the present study. 

16 Compare the text recited by the deacon during the rite of the throne which precedes the reading of the Epistle in 
the Liturgy of St. John Chrysostom: ' Blessed arc You on the throne of glory of Your Kingdom, sitting above the 
Cherubims . . (personal communication of U. Zanetti). The conjunction of the Cherubims and Seraphims 
reminds one (in a different context) of the Hirmos to the Virgin in the Liturgy of St. John Chrysostom: "You who 
are more venerable than the Cherubims and incomparably more glorious than the Seraphims . ..“. The present 
expression seems therefore to allude to a particular liturgical text, which I am unable to identify. 
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For Christ we die ... Cut off our heads that we may join our brethren and sisters and the father of 
my daughters”. (At this point of his letter to al-Mundhir the king remarks:) (24) “But I, after all 
this foolishness, again urged and incited her to deny Christ and say only that he is the son of a 
man. (25) But she wouldn’t say it”. (After this comes the episode of the girl who spat in the 
king’s face). 

The narrative of the Martyrium [§§ 10-13] is quite parallel to that of the Letter (and the same is 
true for the rest of the story). But the mistranslations in sentence (4) have considerably affected 
the disposition of § 10. (Important differences with the Letter are here italicized). After listening 
to the propositions of the king, the woman, instead of going into the city, as in (3), says to the 
guards: “ Bring me to the king, and I shall obey his orders" (the Ethiopic version [14, p. 90,15-17] 
adds: “That, what she said, was in order to enter her martyrdom with her daughters”), “and the 
servants of the king took her and led her to the king". Part of the next phrase, (4) of the Letter has 
been misunderstood by the Martyrium , in the sense that: “ The sun had never seen her, except 
when its rays beat down through the window", and the writer imagines that the servants brought 
her (to the king) while protecting her from the sun (with a canopy of palanquin, the Greek text 
adds). The second part of sentence (4) is used below, distorted, in the harangue of the king. The 
women then appear before the king (text probably loaned from sentence (22)). 

As a first consequence of these mistranslations, Ruhm is put into the presence of the king 
without having delivered her speech to the Najranite women, and the writer of the Martyrium is 
compelled to give in the first place the word to the king: he adds a harangue delivered by the king, 
which can be summarized as follows: “ Don’t let yourself be deceived by the impostures of the 
Crucified, and don't let yourself be taken by the foolishness of those who have already died. Owing 
to your nobility, your merits, your beauty, 1 will spare you and your daughters". (At this point, 
part of sentence (4) appears in the text, reproduced here according to the Ethiopic version: 111 ) 
[14, p. 91, 1-5] “ Now I have heard about you that nobody has ever seen you except only your 
husband; and in your house there are men, three hundred men, who serve you in all what you 
wish". Then (in the Greek text only:) "As it was said before, obey me and you will be estimated by 
me and by the queen in the palace ” [see (2), Ethiopic version]. The saint replies briefly that she is 
not honoured by a man who offends his God and that she will not live with a blasphemer who calls 
an impostor the God who has granted him his kingship". 

The writer of the Martyrium then faces another problem due to the fact that his redaction has 
prematurely brought Ruhm into the presence of the king, she must now be unveiled (otherwise 
the mention of her being unveiled in her speech to the Najranite women makes no sense), while 
on the other hand sentence (22) in the Letter (on the astonishment of the king at seeing her 
without veil) cannot be maintained at its original place. The text, accordingly, indicates that the 
king orders her and her daughters to be unveiled and their hair loosened in front of the army" 
(Greek text)." 

Next the saint turning round 12 delivers her speech to the Najranite women (§§ 11-13). The text 
of § 11 follows closely the order and contents of sentences (6) to the first part of (11), with some 

10 The Greek text has mistranslated sentence (4) as follows: "And we have been informed that you never were united 
to another man than your husband, although you have in your house more than three hundred men committed to the 
collection of the rents of your estates". 

11 The addition on the hair of the saints being loosened probably explains why sentence (23) (on the same subject) 
does not appear in the Martyrium. 

12 This addition, probably a cliche, reminds one of two passages in the martyrdom of al-Harith in the Martyrium. §§ 18 
and 19. and of the corresponding passages of the Letter [W. p. 510. 15; 511.3], and should be considered in the light 
of a tendency of the hagiographic accounts to establish a sort of symmetry between the respective position, fate, 
speeches, martyrdom and sepulture of Ruhm and of al-Harith. 
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the following new information: that Ruhm’s granddaughter, also called Ruhm, was the daughter 
of 'Amma, daughter of the elder Ruhm. In my opinion this example shows an irreversible pro¬ 
gression both in the amount of information supplied (of course not necessarily nearer to the 
truth) - but also in the identification by name of the protagonists: a feature which fits one aspect 
of the progressive amplifications of the topics which R. Degen [2, col. 289] has in view, when he 
challenges the genuineness of the second Letter. Anyway, if the Martyrium had proceeded from 
the Rook , as A. Moberg thought, it is difficult to imagine how the writer of the Martyrium could 
have missed the true genealogical relationship of the “daughters” of Ruhm, so repeatedly stated 
in the Book. 

The comparative confrontation of the traditions on the story of the martyrdom of Ruhm will be 
limited to the first part of that story (§§ 10-13 of the Martyrium). The account in the Letter [79, 
p. 504, 12-506, 17] will first be summarized, and then compared with the text of the other tradi¬ 
tions. Here follows a summary of the account given in the Letter. The main themes or elements of 
the narrative, given in an abridged form, are identified by numbers between angular brackets. 

(1) The Jewish king relates how he sent messengers to her, saying: (2) “If you deny Christ you 
will live, and if not, you shall die”. (3) Having heard this, she went out to the place in the middle 
of the city. (4) The king adds here that he had heard about her that no man had ever seen her 
face, and that until that moment she never had gone into the city during the day with her head 
uncovered. (5) She then said in a loud voice to the Najranite women: (6) “You know to which 
noble family I belong. (7) I have gold, silver, servants and all sorts of possessions. I lack nothing. 
(8) And now that my husband died for Christ’s sake, if 1 wanted to belong to a man, I would not 
lack a husband. (9)1 possess forty thousand coined golden darics, apart from the treasury of my 
husband, and apart from gold, silver and jewels. (10) You know that for a woman there is no 
happier days than the days of her wedding feast. But afterwards there is sadness and groanings, 
when she bears children, when she mourns a son, etc. (11) But from now on I am free from all 
that. I was full of joy in the days of my first marriage, and now I have adorned my virgin daughters 
who have never belonged to a man. Twice did you see my face: when I went with unveiled face to 
my first husband, and now that I go, with unveiled face, with my daughters, to Christ, as He came 
to us. (12) Look at me and at my daughters, because I am not inferior to you in beauty, and I go 
with it to my Lord, without having been corrupted by the Jewish unbelief, (13) that my beauty 
bear testimony that he could not lead me astray into unbelief. Let all my possessions bear tes¬ 
timony that I did not deny my Lord for the love of them. (14) Now the king has sent for me to 
deny Christ and live, but I let him know that if I deny Christ I die, and if I die for Christ’s sake I 
live. (15) Far be it from me to deny Christ, in Whom I believe, in Whose name 1 was baptized 
and had my daughters baptized, and Whose Cross I adore. (16) Now is the terrestrial gold left to 
the earth. Let whoever wishes take my gold and my jewels. I leave everything to receive in return 
from Christ their equivalent. (17) Blessed are you if you know the truth for which we die. 
Blessed are we, my daughters and I, who are going to this blessedness. (18) Peace be to the 
people of Christ. The blood of our brethren and sisters will be the rampart of this city, if it 
remains with Christ. (19) With unveiled face I leave this city in which I was as in a temporary 
dwelling, to go with my daughters to another city in which I shall betroth them. (20) Pray for me, 
that Christ my Lord may receive me and pardon me that I have been living these three days after 
the father of my daughters”. At this point, (21) the king writes that he was upset by a voice of 
lamentation of the women throughout the city, not knowing what happened. He then learns with 
anger from his messengers how they have let the woman speak in public and cause an uproar. 
(22) She finally appears before the king, with uncovered head, like an insane person, holding by 
the hand her daughters, adorned as for a wedding feast. (23) She then loosened her braids, 
wound them in one hand, stretched forth her throat and said to the king: “Christians we are ... 
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aside by the circular argument that there is no trace of the hymn in the Book, and that it is wholly 
out of place in the general frame of the Book : “[the chapters following para. 24] are there [in the 
Martyrium ], just as they are in the Book of the Himyarites, and because they are in the Book of 
the Himyarites” [73, p. xxxiii], 

A. Moberg’s basic mistake is, I think, to have considered the Martyrium an organic whole, 
with all the legendary features of the second part for instance, while on the problem of the 
sources he should have made, in a first approach at any rate, a sharp distinction between a first 
part, which follows quite closely the Letter, and a second part for which no precise source could 
be identified before the Book came into the play as a possible candidate. In his global approach 
to the problems of the sources and composition, he was prejudiced against the fractional source 
which the Letter represents, in so far as it did not solve the problems o: the composition of the 
whole. His confrontation of the Book with the Martyrium, made from the point of view of the 
Book being the true norm and inspiration of the Martyrium, without taking real account of the 
text of the Letter, reveals so many “deviations” of the Martyrium, that it in fact wholly disproves 
the thesis which it is meant to support. 

The best way to tackle this problem is to examine separately the two parts of the narrative. For 
the first part it will suffice, I think, to select one story-that of the martyrdom of Ruhm- which is 
well represented in all traditions, and to quote examples of A. Moberg’s reasoning on this case. 
A more detailed comparative study of part of the story will allow some conclusions to be made, 
which will be generally valid for the section (para. 3-23 of the Martyrium) covered by the Letter. 

Speaking of the beginning of the story of Ruhm (never named in the Greek text of the Marty¬ 
rium), A. Moberg [13, p. xxx-xxxi] wonders after which event it was “the third day” mentioned in 
paragraph 10 of the Greek text of the Martyrium (Ethiopic version: “Then ...”). After about 
fifteen lines of reckoning from the dates of the Book of the Himyarites, he concludes that this 
must be “the third day” after the martyrdom of the free-born women, that is, the dating in the 
Letter [19, p.504, 12 f. |. Of course, it is quite clear from the text of the Letter, and from the 
Greek Martyrium, that Ruhm, after being temporarily spared the fate of the other free-born 
women, has to appear before the king “the third day” (= “two days” in the Semitic reckoning) 
after that martyrdom. On the “daughters” of Ruhm, Moberg [/3, p. lix] writes: 

Of the two younger women the one was her daughter, the other her granddaughter (...) 
these two younger women are, for the sake of brevity, called her daughters (. ..) and this 
expression has misled [my emphasis. J. R.] the author of the Acta to think that both were 
really so. 

And, in the same context: 

In the Book of the Himyarites one of them spits at the king saying: This spittle in thy face 
...’ etc. - in the Acta she of course really spits in the king’s face [73, p. xxx]. 

In both instances, of course, the Martyrium simply follows closely the Letter. - The case of the 
“daughters” of Ruhm is also exemplary in the remarkable progression it shows [P. Devos, 4, p. 
110-1111 in the information of the various sources, and - so it would appear - their respective 
relationship to one another. In brief, the situation is as follows (see above): in the Letter : “daugh¬ 
ters” (without specification; in the letter of dhu-Nuwas), then: “two daughters": (in an additional 
report). In the recensions of the Letter : five. Martyrium: two daughters. Second Letter ascribed 
to Simeon: “three” daughters; then additional account: only one granddaughter (also named 
Ruhm) whose mother (unnamed) had been killed the day before, and one daughter, whose name 
was Awmah. Finally the Book of the Himyarites mentions no less than six times: “Ruhm (daugh¬ 
ter of Azma'), and Awmah, her daughter, and Ruhm, her granddaughter”, and gives [73, p. 38a] 
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Ethiopic version of the Martyrium (para. 10) - the secondary character of which has been stress¬ 
ed above - she appears as: “the wife of HIrut, called (R)emaha, daughter of RabI'”, at the 
beginning of her martyrdom. Clearly such mentions of the name of Ruhm (and al-Harith), cul¬ 
minating in their being considered man and wife and destined for kingship, are interpolations, 
contradicted by many details - whether genuine or interpolated - of the texts. The text of the 
Letter seems originally to have mentioned Ruhm and al-Harith by name only once, at the end of 
the detailed account of each martyrdom. How could one otherwise explain the sober words: 
“Now the name of that glorious victor was Harith b. Ka'b”, at the end of his martyrdom in the 
Letter [ 19 , p. 509,6-7], if the saint had already been mentioned byname in the same account? (he 
is for instance - and suspiciously - mentioned four times in the fragmentary parallel account in 
the second Letter [75, pi. iv B]). In both the present example, and in the case of the introduction 
to the additional accounts from Najran, at any rate, our text of the Letter seems to correspond to 
the state of the original, against the text transmitted by the recensions. 


Among other problems relating to the hagiographies on the Najran persecution, one of the most 
important is the relation between the Letter , the Martyrium and the Book of the Himyarites , not 
to speak of the second Letter. Before the publication of the Book , it was widely admitted that the 
Letter was genuine, at least in so far as it provided a plausible historical frame to the development 
of the various stages of the persecution. The text of the Martyrium appeared to reflect this 
document with a reasonable accuracy. 

The discovery and subsequent publication of the text of the Syriac Book of the Himyarites by 
A. Moberg in 1924, with the wealth of new information it contributed on the events in Najran and 
South Arabia, widened the perspectives, but probably also initiated an overestimation of that 
new source. This is quite clear in the case of Moberg himself, in the commentary to his edition. 

Moberg was much impressed by the logical plan of composition of the Book , and even before 
the publication of his book he had already expressed his conviction that: “The Acta [= the 
Martyrium ] are little more than an extract from some chapters of the Book of the Himyarites” 
[75, p. xxvi and n. 3], Apparently this view is ultimately founded on his conviction of the unity of 
composition of the Martyrium. But since he considers that it is very poorly built, on the same plan 
as the Book , the anteriority must rest with the Book. He writes: 

It is scarcely necessary to state that the relation cannot possibly be the inverse one that is to 
say, the Acta cannot be the original work and the Book of the Himyarites an amplified and 
enlarged edition. The internal evidence is quite conclusive in this respect. The narrative of 
the Book of the Himyarites bears in no single point the characteristics of an amplification'' 
but the Acta show in many cases (...) the unmistakable features of a secondary and rigor¬ 
ously shortened compendium [75, p. xxxvii]. 

The objection of the presence of a hymn of praise to Najran in paragraph 24 of the Martyrium. 
and the absence of the chapters 24 to 39 of the Martyrium in the Armenian version, he brushes 


possible trace, in our text of the Letter, of an original allusion to Rubin's prospects of becoming queen. But both the 
second Letter ]/S. pi. viii A, passim] ascribed to Simeon, and the Book of the Himyarites ]/S, p. 41b. 5] use in the 
corresponding context only one word, marti, "my mistress (or: my Lady)“. applied there, it is true, to what proves to 
be the grandmother, not the mother, of the girl. 

9 A quite objectionable statement, if one considers the developments of the martyrdom of Ruhm's daughters in the 
Book, of the speeches and orations of Ruhm. of the use of the names of Ruhm. her relatives and the king in the 
Book, in comparison with the text of the Letter and of the Martyrium. 
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Nuwas on the Romans who have acknowledged that Christ is a man, and on the Christians who 
fled and went into hiding, contained respectively in paragraphs 6-7 of the Martyrium. 1 

Two other examples will be drawn from the story of the martyrdom of Ruhm. In the first 
description of her martyrdom, included in the letter of dhu-Nuwas, the Letter [79, p. 505,20-506, 
26] alludes thirteen times to the “daughters” of that noble woman, without specifying their number 
nor mentioning the woman’s name. Her name is given twice in the second part of the Letter [19, 
p. 513,24-514,8], with the exact number of her two “daughters”, in the additional report on the girl 
of nine. The Martyrium, paragraph 14, which reproduces that report, mentions two daughters. 
The second Letter ascribed to Simeon indicates that there were three daughters [73, pi. vii B], but 
this is corrected by an additional report of freemen arrived from Najran, stating their number as 
two, and identifying them as a daughter and a granddaughter of Ruhm [18, viii A]. In contrast to the 
Letter itself, the recensions of it [3, p. 60; 11, p. 275; 27, p. 67] speak of five. Now this number five 
appears to me to be closely related to the five wise virgins of the Gospel parable (Matthew, 21,1- 
14), contained in the corresponding passage in the Martyrium, paragraph 12. Ruhm says there of 
herself and of her two virgin daughters that they are united in their martyrdom to the true spouse, 
Christ, who had prepared His wedding-banquet for the five wise virgins (“who had supplied 
themselves with oil for their lamps”, the Ethiopic version adds). Since the text of the Martyrium 
(para. 4; 5; 7; 15; 16; 19, etc. (frequently introduces biblical comparisons or allusions not attested in 
the other narratives, the allusion ought to have originated with the Martyrium. The most obvious 
explanation would be to suppose that the writer of the Martyrium had access to a recension of 
Simeon’s Letter which, like the one used by John of Ephesus, contained the number five. This 
number he used for his topical biblical all usion, while on the other hand he cites the correct number 
of two daughters (Greek: para. 10 and para. 14; Ethiopic: para. 14), of which he is aware through 
the account of the girl of nine (here aged twelve), which he records (para. 14). 

A similar case is that of another detail of the martyrdom of Ruhm. In the Letter . she is not 
mentioned by name [P. Devos, 4, p. 109, n. 12] in the text of the letter of dhu-Nuwas: neither 
when she is separated from the other free-born women, nor when she is executed with her 
daughters. Her name appears three times later on, twice as “(R)auma”, in the account on the 
reaction at the court of al-Mundhir upon reception of the letter of dhu Nuwas [79, p. 507,16] and 
at the beginning of the account of the girl of nine [79, p. 513,26], and once as “(R)auma daughter 
of Azmeni” at the end of that additional report [79, p. 514, 8]. Her name never appears in the 
Greek Martyrium. In the recensions of the Letter [3, p. 59; 77, p.274; 27, p.66], she appears 
twice: when she is separated from the other women, as “Rume, the wife of the man who was to be 
made king”, and secondly, as the wife of al-Harith, at the beginning of the detailed account of his 
martyrdom, brought by a messenger from Najran [3, p. 63; 27, p. 70; not in 77]. But in the first 
quotation in the Chronicle of Michael the Syrian [77, p. 274, 40-42], the king even addresses her 
with the following words: “Deny Christ and you shall live!” and “Come, go and reign!”. 8 In the 

7 The Martyrium, § 7. in which all those events are related as a historical account in the third person, clearly betrays a 
tacit reply to the veiled implication of cowardice of the corresponding text of the Letter - citing the letter of dhu- 
Nuwas drawn up in the first person - by explaining that the Christians who fled were not afraid of death, but did this 
only in order to supplicate the Lord, and lest their names and memory be lost. This proves. I think, that the writer of 
the Martyrium really used the text of dhu-Nuwas in Simeon's Letter. and deliberately recast it as a neutral account in 
the third person (while adding to it various references to the Old and New Testaments). The second Letter ascribed 
to Simeon, and ultimately the Book of the Himyarites. could well have been influenced, in that respect, by the 
Martyrium. 

8 In the account in the Letter [19. p. 513. 24-514. 8] of the girl of nine who spat at the king's face, the girl says to the 
king: "May you be spat at, you who were not ashamed to tell the queen, my mother, to spit on the living Cross [/9. 
p. 514. 2]. The strange [as noted by P. Devos, 4. p. 110, n, 19) title (here italicized) could at first sight appear as a 
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went to take some of that blood, smeared herself and her son and said in a loud voice: 

‘May God submerge the king of the Jews as He submerged Pharao and all his armies.’ 5 6 

The woman is brought to the king, who orders to dig a pit and prepare a fire in it to burn her. 
When that was ready, they bound her in order to throw her into the fire. “And” - the story goes 
on - “Her son saw the king, because the king was sitting in a high place, and the child went to 
him, took his feet, and kissed the king.” 

Incidentally, in the second Letter ascribed to Simeon [73, pi. v B] the woman is thrown 
amidst the other women awaiting being questioned, and is transfixed in the chest with a spear. 
It is of course to be expected from the whole story, with its highly anecdotal dialogue of the 
young child with the king, to appear with different variants in the main traditions of the perse¬ 
cution. But - and this is yet another problem which ought to be dealt with - the varied textual 
evidence of the single tradition of the Letter of Simeon exhibits a number of significant varia¬ 
tions in the nature and relative disposition of the parts of the dialogue of the child with the 
king/’ The problem is therefore: what is the relation of the “original” text of the Letter pub¬ 
lished by Guidi, and the text quoted and used in early works? 

A few examples will illustrate the problem. Let us first come back to the accounts of the 
martyrdom of al-Harith, and of the child of three. The Martyrium (para. 15; 21; 22], radically 
disregarding the introduction given in the Letter on the origin of those accounts (reports of 
messengers arriving from Najran), simply links organically the first two of them to the preceding 
text. Now, two of the three different recensions of the Letter [3, p. 63-66; 27, p. 70-73; the episode 
of al-Harith is missing in 11], in their presentation of those and similar stories, quote only the 
introduction to the first one, but without the summing up (quoted above), given by this introduc¬ 
tion, of the chronology of the previous events (burning of the bones of the bishop, etc.). The 
same is true (report beginning abruptly without any introduction) for the interpolation in the 
Arabic version (and its Ethiopic version, para. 22 [14, p. 103, 22ff.]) of the story of a talking 
infant mentioned above. It seems therefore that the text of the Letter as quoted respectively by 
(1) John of Ephesus and Zacharias, (2) by Michael the Syrian, and (3) by the Martyrium, may 
have represented various states of the text, at variance with that of the text published by Guidi 
[19]. More precisely, in the case of the Martyrium, it looks as if the quoted text contained neither 
the introduction on the messenger from Najran (present with John of Ephesus and Zacharias), 
nor the chronological summary placing the martyrdom of al-Harith just after the burning of the 
church and the priests. So that the writer of the Martyrium could reasonably be induced to 
consider that the martyrdom of al-Harith had occurred after that of Ruhm, and that the episode 
of the child of three was in some way linked to that of al-Harith. At this point another contrast 
may be noted between the standard text of the Letter, and some recensions: these do not include 
the last of the additional accounts brought from Najran: the report on the girl of nine who spat at 
the king’s face, which appears in paragraph 14 of the Martyrium (where the girl is aged twelve), 
and in the second Letter ascribed to Simeon [7<S, pi. viii A]. Other parts of the Letter, used by the 
Martyrium but absent from the recensions of the Letter, are two passages in the letter of dhu- 


5 The text might have some relation-o.'cause. or effect: the Ethiopic version (made from the Arabic) is more specific 
than the Greek text on the kind of death Pharao met with - with the Muslim tradition [6. p. 16. n. 1] according to 
which dhu-Nuwas drowned by riding his horse into the [Red) sea. 

6 For instance, the recension of the Letter by Michael the Syrian \11 . p. 276] places the episode of the child biting the 
king in the middle, not at the end. of the dialogue with the king. In the second Letter ascribed to Simeon [/#. pi. v, A| 
the child is offered almonds before refusing denying Christ, etc. 
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And the following day [i.e. after the martyrdom of Ruhm], 3 the king gave orders that the 
holy Arethas should come, with the remaining others who had been arrested with him, the 
number of whom was 340 [see also 20, col. 1268], 

The Ethiopic text [14, p. 94, 16ff.] is less precise about the time, but adds a specification in the 
local sphere: “Afterwards he ordered to take from jail the holy HIrut and his companions, num¬ 
bering 340 men”. No wonder then that the Ethiopic [14, p. 172, 2ff.], Armenian [/, p. 344] and 
Maronite [19, p. 496-497] Synaxaria , for instance, in their concise formulation, place the martyr¬ 
dom of al-Harith and his companions after that of the free-born women. 

Strangely enough, A. Moberg [73] has completely missed the point just made clear on the 
misinterpretation of the Martyrium. Noting that in paragraph 8 of the Martyrium the martyrdom 
of al-Harith and his companions is already mentioned, and that it is again dealt with in para¬ 
graphs 15-20, “the day after” the martyrdom of Ruhm, he concludes: “Here, again, the Acta 
[=the Martyrium] have disarranged the narrative” [i.e. of the Book of the Himyarites which, 
according to him, is the chief source of the Martyrium [73, p. xxxi]. Had he read the Letter more 
carefully, he would have noticed how slavishly the Martyrium follows the linear progression of 
the narrative of the Letter - to the point of mixing it up with the chronological sequence of the 
events. 4 

A quite similar confusion occurred with the second account we mentioned: that of the child of 
three presented in the text of the Letter as yet another separate incident reported by the mes¬ 
senger from Najran. Here again, the versions of the Martyrium [para. 21; see also 2d, col. 1273] 
link this episode closely with the preceding one - i.e. that of the companions of al-Harith smear¬ 
ing themselves with his blood before being executed in turn - and they adapt the text accordingly. 
Here the woman is said to have seen the saints smearing themselves, and to have done the same 
to herself and her child. This new element, brought into the narrative by the author of the 
Martyrium, results in a new version of the martyrdom itself: after having been thus marked by the 
martyr’s blood, the child couldn’t simply escape with his life! According to the narrative, a pit is 
dug and afire is prepared; instead of being beheaded as in Simeon’s Letter[I9, p. 513, 23-24], the 
woman is thrown into the fire, and the child manages to free himself and to share his mother’s 
fate [para. 22; 14, p. 103, 19-22], The particular choice of the death by fire allowed the writer to 
have the child join his mother of his own free will in her martyrdom. The new setting of the story 
may also have been influenced by the detail quoted above, present in the Ethiopic version of the 
Martyrium (and presumably in the Arabic version from which the Ethiopic is derived) [para. 8; 
14, p. 87, 27-88, 1], but also in the second Letter ascribed to Simeon [/#, pi. iii A, 21-29], that 
some women came out to throw themselves into the fire. 

Here follows the beginning of the episode according to the Ethiopic version [14, p. 101, 8-13] 
(the Greek text is very similar): 

There was in that city a Christian woman who had a five (sic!) years old son. While coming 
with her son she saw the saints smearing themselves with the blood of the holy HIrut. She 


3 This is the second occurrence (sec the preceding paragraph) of the Greek Martyrium inserting the words "the next 
day", while the Ethiopic has only "Then . . Any chronology taking into account those false precisions is therefore 
meaningless. 

4 In the Book of the Himyarites (Chapter xix), in contrast to the Letter, the martyrdom of al-Harith takes place (with 
that of 'Arbay) two days after that of his companions, the freemen. This could possibly be due to a tendency to 
establish a symmetry with the fate of Ruhm. whose martyrdom occurred "the third day" after that of the free-born 
women. See note 12. 
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The text then reproduces the (mature) dialogue between the king and the child, who refuses to 
deny Christ, and prefers to die with his mother. When he realizes that his mother is about to be 
killed, while the king prevents him from joining her in her martyrdom, he bites the king on the 
thigh. The mother is beheaded, but the child is spared and given away to one of the grandees of 
the king. 

This story was certainly meant as an addition to the martyrdom of the free-born women or, 
perhaps preferably, of the women who, according to the Ethiopic Martyrium [para. 8; 14 , p. 87, 
27-88, 1] and to the text of the second Letter ascribed to Simeon [7<3, pi. iii A, 21-29], came out 
when they learned of the fire and threw themselves (“and their children”, the Ethiopic version 
adds) into it. 

Let us now consider how the tradition of the Martyrium has dealt with both accounts of the 
martyrdom of al-Harith, and of the child of three. In that tradition the full narrative of the 
martyrdom of al-Harith and his companions, instead of being given its chronological place in the 
sequence of events - that is, after the martyrdom by fire of the priests and the people, and before 
the free-born women - has clearly been considered the chronological continuation of the events 
related at the end of the letter of dhu-Nuwas - the martyrdom of Ruhm and her daughters - 
which precedes it in the text. In other words, the Martyrium (para. 5-6; see also 20, col. 1268), by 
completely ignoring the introduction attributing this account to an occasional testimony from 
Najran, places the martyrdom of al-Harith at the end of the persecution. 

This of course entails some discrepancies in the details, which each of the two texts tries to 
avoid in its own way, by slight adaptations of the text. The Martyrium (para. 5-6) relates that the 
day after the surrender of the city all the notables, with Arethas, came out of the city and bowed 
down to the king. But he had them brought together, and he demanded a tribute from them 
(Ethiopic version). Then after having burnt the bones of the bishop, the next day (Greek text) all 
the priests, monks, consecrated virgins and everybody in the city and its surroundings were burnt 
at the stake as he had ordered 1 to the number of 427 persons. The king then ordered al-Harith 
(para. 6-7) and the notables of the city to be fettered with iron shackles, and they were pressed to 
deny Christ. They all refused, preferring to die for Christ's sake. Here the Greek version only 
mentions the name of their chief al-Harith as the most ardent in his confession, while no direct 
allusion to the saints being put to death is made at this stage (in contradiction to the text of the 
Letter). However, a few lines furtheron in the Greek text, in paragraph 8, mention is made of the 
death of al-Harith and his companions, but in what appears to represent the grand total of the 
victims of the whole persecution: 4252 men, women, children, slaves and elderly people. In the 
Ethiopic version (and most probably in the Arabic version from which it derives), no mention is 
made of al-Harith in this last connection. In other words, the actual martyrdom of al-Harith and 
his companions is in a way toned down. They are tacitly put aside, to be dealt with later on. 2 

Near the end of the narrative of the persecution (para. 15), after the story of the martyrdom of 
Ruhm, the Martyrium quotes the additional information on the martyrdom of al-Harith given in 
the Letter , without however identifying it as based on the testimony of the messenger from 
Najran. The Greek inserts here a precise chronological link by introducing the account with the 
words: 

1 Unlike the Letter [19. p. 503.2], the Martyrium does not mention the burning of the church, and is closer to the 
Muslim traditions. The other mention of the burning of the church in the Letter [19. p. 509,4] (in the summing up of 
events which introduces the additional information on the martyrdom of al-Harith), has no counterpart in the 
Martyrium. 

2 Further adaptations of the text of the Martyrium to the adopted chronology of the martyrdom of al-Harith and his 
companions are: the free-born women are supposed to be brought in the presence of their husbands (S 8). and: the 
married women claim the privilege to die before their husbands or sons (§ 9). 
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that the text results from late amplifications, in a special study of the whole textual tradition of 
the Syriac manuscripts on the persecution. On the other hand, the widely differing contents of al- 
Harith’s and Ruhm’s last speeches in the various traditions, and my conviction of the impossibil¬ 
ity that Simeon of Beth Arsham can be the writer of the first and second Letter attributed to him, 
and at the same time the writer of the Book of the Himyarites , agree with some views expressed 
by G. Garbini [7; see 77] on the ideas of I. Shahid on the second Letter. 

The scope of the present paper is much more general and preliminary than the contemplated 
critical editions just alluded to. It will deal with the transformation undergone by various topics 
of the basic narrative (the Letter of Simeon) in the course of their being used in another of the 
narratives, in particular the Martyrium. This should enable a better insight into the processes of 
constitution of the other narratives - the second Letter and the Book of the Himyarites. 

One typical example will be mentioned here. In the Letter of Simeon, the martyrdom of al- 
Harith is recorded in two different places. The first one is in the alleged text of a letter sent by the 
king of the Himyarites (dhu-Nuwas, never mentioned by name in the Letter) to al-Mundhir of al- 
Hlra, to inform him how he had dealt with the Christians of his realm. In that text, reproduced in 
the first part of the Letter of Simeon, the Jewish king writes that after having received the submis¬ 
sion of the notables of the city, he burnt the bones of their former bishop Paul, and also burnt the 
church with the priests and everything that was found in it. Then he asked them to deny Christ 
and be Jews like himself, but they refused and kept saying that Christ is God, Son of God, and 
they chose to die for Him. “Their leader-the Letter goes on - said many things against us, but he 
was recompensed for it as he deserved, and all their notables were killed” [79, p. 503, 13ff. ]. 

The letter of dhu-Nuwas quoted by Simeon concludes the narrative of the persecution with the 
martyrdom of a noblewoman [not named there, but identified lateron as (Dawma)/Ruhma], and 
her daughters [79, p. 506, 25]. In the second part of his Letter , which he wrote in al-H>ra, during 
his sojourn there after leaving Ramla, Simeon quotes separate additional information on the 
persecution, allegedly obtained through a messenger who had meanwhile arrived from Najran. 

The first one of such testimonies gives the first detailed account of the martyrdom of al-Harith 
and his companions [79, p. 508, 27-512, 9] that martyrdom so perfunctorily disposed of in the 
letter of dhu-Nuwas. The report of the man from Najran says: 

that when the king had given the Najranites an oath, and they had opened the gates of the 
city and went out to receive him and surrender the city to him, he broke his oath, took their 
gold and silver, burnt the bones of the bishop with fire, and he burnt the church with the 
monks and the people and all that was found in it. Then they brought forth all the notables 
before him, to the number of 340 men, and he began to say threateningly to the great and 
illustrious Harith b. Ka'b, who was their chief: ‘Why did you want to rebel against me and 
rely on that sorcerer and deceiver?’ 

After the questions of the king, the saint replies to him, then addresses his companions. Finally 
they are brought to the wadi to be executed. After some last invocations, al-Harith is beheaded 
first. His companions smear his blood on their faces and bodies as an act of piety, before receiv¬ 
ing the sword. 

This first additional account from Najran is followed by another one, independent from the 
first, and introduced as follows [79, p. 512, 9-513, 14], 

The following also was not written in the letter to Mundhir, but that man who came from 
Najran told thus: There was a three year old child, whose mother was gone out to be killed. 
She was holding him by the hand as he was running along, but when he saw the king sitting 
clothed in royal garments, he left his mother, ran and embraced the knees of the king. 
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considerable amount of recasting in successive layers in the textual tradition, partly along secta¬ 
rian lines. The critical edition which he intends to make of the text, based on all available manu¬ 
scripts of the various versions, will certainly bring important new insights on the history of the 
text itself, and of its relation to the other narratives of the persecution. 

Most of the scholars (A. Moberg [73] and I. Shahid [7<5] are notable exceptions) have admitted 
that the text is constituted of two independent and very different parts. The paragraphs 1-23 
strictly correspond to the title of the narrative, and this part is concluded (para. 24), as it fre¬ 
quently is the case at the end of hagiographic pieces of the same kind, by a hymn of praise to 
Najran and its martyrs. The literary composition of the second part of the text is less careful than 
the first. M. van Esbroeck [5, p. 118] remarks that it could be given the title Acta sancti Caleb 
regis Ethiopiae , since it is devoted to the relation of the constitution of an invasion fleet by King 
Caleb (Ella Asbeha), of his victorious campaign in Arabia, his return to his country after his 
victory, his renunciation of the throne, and his retreat into a monastery. It is quite revealing that 
paragraph 24 and the second part of the text, paragraphs 25-39, are missing from the Armenian 
version [19, p. 472, n. 1; 14, p. xxviii, n. 2; 5, p. 124], as also in two manuscripts of the Greek text, 
which seem to represent an ancient form of the text [5, p. 128]. 

Other interesting facts of the tradition of the Martyrium emerge from the elements provided 
by the analysis of the textual tradition of the Arabic text, in which M. van Esbroeck [5, p. 122] 
distinguishes three different versions. The Ethiopic version is made from the Arabic, as I. Shahid 
[7$, p. 195-200] has confirmed from some instances in which a mistranslation is visibly due to a 
mistaken reading of the Arabic original. As for the name Finehas - the transcription of the name 
dhu-Nuwas in the Ethiopic version - M. van Esbroeck [5, p. 123 and n. 3] has found in a manu¬ 
script (probably 9th century) of the earliest Arabic version from the Greek, the missing link 
between “Dounaas” and “Finehas”. It is an Arabic transposition dhu-Nahas, “the sinister one”, 
of Greek Dounaas, in which the h marks the hiatus between the two alphas. In the archaic Arabic 
script of the manuscript the dotted dhaloi the first letter can easily be mistaken fora (dotted) fa, 
explaining the reading Finehas. 

The Arabic text of the Martyrium, and the Ethiopic version depending upon it, both include 
near the end of the account of the Najran persecution |para. 22; 6, p. 63, n. 2; 14, p. 103, 22; 5, 
p. 122] the story of a seven-month old talking infant (a known hagiographic cliche) addressing his 
mother when both are about to jump into the fire. Since this episode is well attested in the 
Muslim traditions on the persecution [6, p. 63-64, n. 2], but is absent from the Greek text and 
from the other versions, it probably has to be considered a rather late interpolation in the Arabic 
text, also reproduced in its Ethiopic version [5, p. 122]. 

Another point to be considered with regard to the text of the Martyrium, is the fact that the text 
does not show (or presumably has lost) the resolutely Monophysite character of the two Fetters 
ascribed to Simeon, and of the Book of the Himyarites. L. Van Rompay [76] has argued that if the 
text has been watered down in order to suppress its Monophysite character, that operation has 
not been carried through in a consistent manner. Indeed, the outspoken anli-Chalcedonian 
remark, more than once ascribed to third persons in the text, according to which even the 
Romans had now acknowledged that Christ is but a man, seems to belong, according to Van 
Rompay, to the Monophysite polemic paraphernalia [76, p. 308-309]. 

In spite of the opinion of its editor [7<S, p. 128-129] the new Fetter ascribed to Simeon of Beth 
Arsham raises questions about the genuine character at least of some of its parts. R. Degen [2] 
has remarked that the accounts of the persecution become more detailed and elaborate the 
further they are separated in time from the events, and that the literary form of the document, 
quoting additional information allegedly obtained through envoys just arrived from Najran. was 
particularly well suited for the interpolation of such amplifications. R. Degen intends to show 
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The main ecclesiastical hagiographic sources primarily devoted to the Najran persecution of the 
sixth century comprise the following works: 

1. A Letter [19] in Syriac sent by Simeon Bishop of Beth Arsham to Simeon Abbot of Gabbula 
on the persecutions, about which he had been informed, in the month of January following the 
events, while he was on an embassy to al-Mundhirof al-HIra. He was present when a messenger 
arrived in Ramla and read a letter of dhu-Nuwas, in which the Jewish king informed al-Mundhir 
of the persecution of the Christians in South Arabia, and especially in Najran, and advised him to 
treat in the same way his own Christian subjects. 

The text of the Letter , published for the first time in 1881, was previously indirectly known 
through the text of the Ecclesiastical History commonly ascribed to Denys of Tell Mahre [3], 
quoting a recension of the Letter in the lost Ecclesiastical History of John of Ephesus. Another 
recension of the Letter appears in the Ecclesiastical History ascribed to Zacharias the Rhetor [21] 
and still another in the Chronicle of Michael the Syrian [77], 

2. A second Letter [75] ascribed to Simeon of Beth Arsham, published from a unique Syriac 
manuscript and a unique KarshunI Arabic translation of the same. It is a mutilated and composite 
text, mixing certain parts exerpted from the first Letter , with new developments based on alleged 
new testimonies of informants arrived from Najran. It is given as having been written in Gblta, 
(al-Jabiya), the well known residence of the Ghassanids, a few months after the date of the first 
Letter. 

3. The Martyrdom of Saint Arethas and his companions in the city of Najran [Martyrium], This 
is also a composite document, possibly based on a lost Syriac original. It is known to exist in a 
Greek version [72], from which three Arabic versions (unpublished) exist [5, p. 122] from one of 
which the Ethiopic version [14; 6] is derived [5, p. 122]. An unpublished Armenian version con¬ 
tains only the first part of the work, relating to Najran [5, p. 124], There is also a Georgian 
version [5, p. 123]. 

From the Martyrium were later derived various Synaxaria [see below], and a free paraphrase 
in Greek due to Simeon Metaphrastes (10th century) [20], 

4. The Book of the Himyarites [73] published from a unique and badly damaged Syriac manu¬ 
script. This is the largest and most important document on the persecution. 

* * * 

The publication in 1971 by I. Shahid, with an extensive and important commentary, of the new 
Letter ascribed to Simeon of Beth Arsham, has initiated new studies or commentaries on the 
various narratives [4; 5; 8; 16; 17 bis], 

M. van Esbroeck [5, p. 126-133] has published a sample of a critical edition of two important 
passages of the Martyrium (one of them the much debated beginning of the text, with the date 
and the names of the reigning kings and patriarchs), noting the variants of the text of twenty-five 
manuscripts taken in all five languages of the versions. This has revealed the existence of a

titulatures: il n’y a plus desormais qu’une seule dynastie royale et il n’est plus necessaire de 
preciser son origine. 
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exemple dans Ja 665 qui a pour auteur Sa'adta’Iab Yatlaf ibn Jadan kabir des Arabes nomades du 
roi de Saba’, de Kinda, de Madhhij, de Harfm, de Bahil et de Zayd’il et de tous les Arabes 
nomades de Saba’, de Himyar, du Hadramawtet de Yamna ( S’dt'lb Ytlfbn Gdri" kbr ”rb mlk Sb’ 
w-Kdt w-Mdhg 1 ’ 1 w-Hrm"' w-Bhl m w-Zyd’l w-kl"rb Sb’ w-Hmyr"' w-Hdrmwt) et qui date du regne 
conjoint de Yasir Yuhan'im et de son fils Dhara”amar Ayman ( Dr”mr ’ ymn ) rois de Saba’, de 
dhu-Raydan, du Hadramawt et de Yamna. On se reportera egalement a Garb., Sharahbi’il 
Ya'fur A/13 ou on lit “avec les forces et 1’aide de leurs tribus et de leurs armees royales Saba’, 
Himyar, Hadramawt et Yamna” ( b-’hyl w-rd’ ’sb-hmw w-’hms-hmw Sb’ w-Hmyr m w-Hdrmwt 
w-Ymnt). Dans ces textes, le groupe “Saba’, Himyar, Hadramawt et Yamna” fait pendant a la 
titulature des souverains mais on y a remplace dhu-Raydan par Himyar. 

Un dernier point merite attention. Dhu-Raydan designe un lignage et de la l’ensemble des 
tribus sur lequel ce lignage a autorite. II serait interessant de pouvoir cerner les contours de cet 
ensemble et de comparer le resultat a ce que nous savons de Himyar. Malheureusement, nous ne 
disposons que de tres peu de donnees. Les Raydanides regnent notamment sur les cites et les 
forteresses de Bu’san, Yakla’, Qaris, Dhamar, Zalman, Hakir et al-Usi (Vy) (voir Ja 576 et 578) 
et sur les tribus de Alhan, M(h)’nf, Qsm"' (fraction de Dmry), Muqra, Radman et Yahsib (voir 
Ja 576, Ja 586 et MAFRAY-al-Mi'sal 5), tout au moins a un moment ou a un autre du III e siecle. 
A noter que Muqra, Yahsib, M(h)'nf n et Alhan forment, d’apres le texte n°5 d’al-Mi'sal, une 
confederation appelee dhu-Bahil (’s’b d-Bhl). Le territoire des Raydanides s’etend done pour le 
moins du col de Yaslah au nord a Hast au sud-est et au col de Sumara au sud. 

Dans la mesure ou plusieurs textes distinguent Himyar de Radman (ou de Radman et de 
Madha) (voirCIH 140/4; G1 1655/12; Ja 576/3 et 11; Ja 577/1), il semblerait que Himyar regroupe 
moins de tribus que dhu-Raydan: Himyar s’etendait de Yaslah a Sumara et n’incluait pas les 
tribus du sud-est. 


La formation de l’Etat himyarite pourrait done etre presentee ainsi. Vers le debut de 1’ere chre- 
tienne, un ensemble de tribus autrefois qatabanites, d’ou l’appellation frequente de “descen¬ 
dance de 'Amm”, se serait regroupe autour des maitres du chateau de Raydan a Zafar. La 
principale de ces tribus etait Himyar. Contrairement a ce qui s’etait produit sur les franges de 
Sayhad a epoque plus ancienne, la nouvelle confederation n’avait pas pour ciment le culte d’une 
grande divinite tribale mais I’allegeance a un maitre commun. Ceci expliquerait qu’elle ait ete 
designee par le nom de ce maitre et non par celui de la principale tribu. Toutc une serie de 
confederations tribales se formeront par la suite de la meme maniere, notamment autour des 
Yaz’anides, des Asbahides et des Hamdanides. 

Ce renouvellement de l’organisation politique, qui permet l’apparition de veritables structures 
etatiques au III* siecle, trahit certainement, avec d’autres indices, une profonde evolution de la 
societe, caracterisee notamment par I’eclatement de l’ancien cadre tribal et par la crise des 
croyances rcligieuses traditionnelles. 

Les premiers Raydanides connus portent le titre de “roi de Saba’ et dhu-Raydan” et non celui 
de “roi de dhu-Raydan” auquel on se serait attendu: (’explication la plus simple est qu’ils ont pris 
le titre royal en montant sur le trone sabeen, peut-etre a la suite de l’expedition du Romain 
Aelius Gallus contre Marib en 24 avant here chretienne. 

Des la fin du I er siecle de 1’ere chretienne, Saba’ retrouve son independance. Deux dynasties 
s’opposent desormais, 1’une a Marib et I’autre a Zafar mais elles conservent toutes deux le titre 
dc “roi de Saba’ et de dhu-Raydan”. Durant les II* et III* siecles, les deux royaumes furent 
parfois reunifies, comme sous le hamdanide Sha'ar Awtar, sans que cela durat plus de quelques 
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souverains de Zafar (voir Ir 14/(1) et (2); Ja 647/22 et RES 5085/9, textes tous posterieurs a 'Alhan 
Nahfan mais on peut supposer qu’il en etait de meme a l’epoque etudiee). Or il n’est pas rare, 
surtout dans les regions himyarites, de former un nom de lignage avec un nom de lieu ou de bien 
immeuble precede de dhu-. Ce peut etre une maison: voir MAFRAY-Thah 1 (inedit) ou des bnw 
Bkyr"’ d-Bls'" commemorent la construction de leur maison Bls m . Ce peut etre aussi une terre 
(RES 4636), une palmeraie (G1 1725) ou une montagne (MAFY-Jirban 1). 

Quand on rencontre dhu-Raydan seul comme dans CIH 308/20 ou dans I’expression “les tribus 
de dhu-Raydan”, ce terme peut etre egalement analyse comme un nom de lignage: dhu-Raydan 
designe alors le personnage auquel on envoie une ambassade ou celui qui a autorite sur les tribus. 

Dans ces premiers textes, il apparait que dhu-Raydan est fondamentalement un nom de 
lignage. Seul son emploi dans la titulature royale ne peut s'expliquer ainsi. On fera l’hypothese 
que dans cette titulature, dhu-Raydan designe les tribus sur lesquelles le lignage a autorite. Cette 
supposition permet de comprendre pourquoi, dans les titulatures royales, dhu-Raydan ne s’ac- 
corde pas en nombre avec le mot “roi” quand celui-ci est au duel ou au pluriel (ainsi dit-on mlky 
Sb' w-d-Ryd" et non mlky Sb’ w-dy Ryd". 1 ' 

A partir du regne de Sha'ar Awtar, les occurrences de Himyar et de dhu-Raydan se multi- 
plient. On rencontre frequemment ces deux mots dans des expressions comparables: 

- “les tribus de Himyar”/“les tribus de dhu-Raydan” (’fb) 

- “l'armee royale de Himyar”/“l’armee royale de dhu-Raydan” ( hms ) 

- “l'armee de Himyar”/‘Tarmee de dhu-Raydan” ( msr) 

Ils deviennent pratiquement interchangeables comme le montrent par exemple Ja 576 ou 
MAFRAY-al-Mi'sal 3 qui emploient indifferemment Himyar ou dhu-Raydan pour determiner 
les mots hms et msr. Cependant, 1’un et l’autre conservent des emplois specifiques. Pour deter¬ 
miner des termes geographiques, on ne rencontre guere que Himyar. En sens inverse, le mot 
“ qayls ” ne se trouve qu'avec dhu-Raydan (“les qayls de dhu-Raydan"; “les qayls et les tribus de 
dhu-Raydan”): comparer avec “le roi Ilisharah et un certain nombre de ses qayls", mlk n ’Isrh w- 
d-bn 'qwl-hw , dans Ja 576 etc. C'est la confirmation que Himyar designe plutot un ensemble de 
populations tandis que dhu-Raydan nomme un lignage et plus particulierement son chef. 

Durant le dernier quart du III C siecle, les souverains raydanides etendent leur pouvoir a l’en- 
semble de l’Arabie du Sud sous les regnes de Yasir Yuhan'im ( Ysr"’ Yhnm) et de son fils Shamir 
Yuhar'is (Smr Yhrs). Dhu-Raydan disparait des lors de nos textes, sauf dans les titulatures 
royales, 6 7 ce qui permet de supposer que cc terme ne correspond plus a aucune realite politique. 
La ou attendrait dhu-Raydan, on ne rencontre plus desormais que Himyar. Ainsi en est-il par

volume 30). Louvain 1952. p. 21. n. 13 etc ). dhu-Raydan dansle litre royal designe une tribu qui tirerait son nom du 
jabal Raydan. situc dans le wadi Bayhan. Pour A. F. L. BEESTON. "The Himyarite Problem” deja cite, p. 6. dhu- 
Raydan correspondrait aux populations des Hautes-Terres au nord de San'a"; ce ne serait que tardivement qu'on 
aurait reinterprete l'expression comme une allusion a la citadelle de Zafar. Seul Muhammad BAFAQIH (Le Yemen 
an coins de la periode des rois de Saba' et de dti-Rayddn deja cite. p. 25-27) etablissait clairement la distinction que 
nous avons faite entre dhu-Raydan. nom de lignage. el dhu-Raydan. ensemble de tribus. 

7 Pour etre plus precis, rappclons qu'on le releve encore une fois au IV* siecle dans l'expression '"par les divinites 
tulelaires ('sms et mndht) des rois de Saba" et des Banu dhu-Raydan” (RES 4775/4). 
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Jusqu’au regne de 'Alhan Nahfan inclus, c’est-a-dire jusqu’au debut du IIF siecle, les men¬ 
tions de Himyar sont relativement rares. II s’agit tout d'abord du texte hadrami du wadi al-Bina’ 
(RES 2687) oil Himyar apparait comme un ennemi potentiel. Ensuite, ce sont quatre textes oil 
Himyar se presente quatre fois dans le syntagme “le Pays de Himyar” (CIH 140/4; Nami N'G 15/ 
15; Cl AS 47.82/o2/10et 95.11/o2/9) et une fois dans celui de “la guerre de Himyar” (CIH 140/12). 
On leur joindra avec hesitation CIH 347/5 dont le contenu pourrait evoquer l’epoque de Waha- 
b’il Yahuz, roi de Saba’ vers le milieu du II e siecle; on y releve l'expression “les deux armees 
royales, (celle de) Saba’ et (celle de) Himyar”. Si ce dernier texte etait date avec certitude, on 
pourrait en deduire que Himyar designe deja un Etat, car l’armee dont il s’agit, le khamis, est une 
force militaire organisee, plus ou moins permanente, au contraire des contingent tribaux; en 
outre Himyar y est oppose a Saba’. Mais si on se refere aux seuls textes dont la date est determi- 
nee par la mention d’un regne, Himyar apparait avant tout comme une population, qui donne 
son nom a un territoire ou a une guerre. Le territoire de Himyar se trouve sans aucun doute, 
comme nous le verrons, a I’ouest de Qataban, dont il s'est separe, et au sud de Saba’; il doit deja 
correspondre aux regions de Dhamar, de Yarim et du Haut-wadi Bana. Il est surprenant des lors 
que Himyar puisse menacer le Hadramawt par la mer dans la region de Bi’r 'All, comme l’indi- 
que RES 2687/3: on ne saurait totalement exclure que le Himyar du texte hadrami soit une tribu 
homonyme. 4 

Durant la meme periode, c’est-a-dire jusqu’au regne de 'Alhan Nahfan inclus, dhu-Raydan 
apparait dans la titulature royale des “rois de Saba’ et de dhu-Raydan” et dans un certain nombre 
d’expressions. Ce sont: 

- Dhamar'ali dhu-Raydan: G1 1228/8 et 12 

- 'mlk Sb’ w-bny d-Ryd", “les rois de Saba’ et les Banu dhu- Raydan”. Dans un cas, cette expres¬ 
sion signifie clairement “les rois de Saba’ et les autres membres de leur lignage, a savoir les 
Banu dhu-Raydan” (RES 4775/4, du regne de Dhamar'ali Yuhabirr et de son fils Tha’ran, 
souverains raydanides); comparer avec ’mr’-hmw ’mlk" w-bn Hmd n , “leurs seigneurs les rois et 
les Banu Hamdan” (G1 1371/8 du regne du hamdanide Sha'ar Awtar). 5 Dans deux autres 
textes, CIH 315/9-10 et Ir 8/(2), cette expression qui sert a designer I’un des royaumes sudarabi- 
ques engages dans un conflit generalise semble etre tout simplement le pluriel de mlk Sb’ w-d- 
Ryd", “roi de Saba’ et de dhu-Raydan”. Dans une derniere inscription enfin, Ja 561 bis/10 ou 
on lit b-’drr kwnw byn ’mlk Sb’ w-bny d-Ryd", “lors des guerres qui eurent lieu entre les rois de 
Saba’ et les Banu dhu-Raydan”, on ne sait s’il s’agit du cas precedent ou s’il faut supposer un 
conflit opposant d’un cote les rois de Saba’ et de 1’autre les Banu dhu-Raydan. 

- hmys bny d-Ryd", “les armees royales des Banu dhu-Raydan”: Nami N'G 13 + 14/3 

- ’sb d-Ryd", “les tribus de dhu-Raydan”: Robin-Bron/Bani Bakr 1/4 et G1 1228/8 et [12], 

On trouve enfin dhu-Raydan employe seul dans CIH 308/20 {bltw .. . b-’br d-Ryd", “ils 
envoyerent ... aupres de dhu-Raydan”. 

Dans la plupart de ces emplois, dhu-Raydan fonctionne comme un nom de lignage: c’est clair 
dans le cas de Dhamar'ali dhu-Raydan; i! en est de meme dans les expressions oil dhu-Raydan est 
precede par bn/bny, “fils de ... ”. Par lignage, nous entendons le groupe depersonnes lieesparla 
parente, en possession d’une demeure traditionnelle a laquelle certains droits sont attaches; le 
lignage, tout comme la demeure, sont designes par le terme byt. Le lignage s’oppose a la tribu 
{sb), de nature principalement territoriale. 

La formation de ce nom de lignage s’explique aisement. Raydan est le palais dynastique des

La signification des termes Himyar et dhii-Rayddn 

Cet inventaire va permettre de mieux cerner ce que representent Himyar et dhu-Raydan. 

Quelques reflexions s’imposent tout d’abord. En premier lieu, aucun souverain ne se qualifie 
de “roi de Himyar”. Cette expression n’apparait qu’une fois, lors de I’occupation abyssine du VI e 
siecle, pour designer un souverain sudarabique assassine (CIH 621/9). De meme ne trouve-t-on 
(’expression mlkt Hmyr, “le royaume de Himyar”, qu’une seule fois (Ry 507/11), lors de (’usur¬ 
pation de Yusuf As’ar Yath’ar qui ne porte pas le titre traditionnel mais celui de “roi de toutes les 
tribus”. 

11 est tout aussi surprenant que, si dhu-Raydan apparait bien dans la titulalure d’un certain 
nombre de rois, ce n’est jamais en premiere position mais toujours en deuxieme. Ceux-ci se 
reclament done d’une legitimite exterieure a leur groupe. 11 n’est pas etonnant des lors qu’ils 
redigent toutes leurs inscriptions en dialecte sabeen; on ne discerne guere 1’influence de leur 
propre dialecte que dans les textes les plus tardifs. 

Une autre donnee merite attention. Himyar n’est explicitement qualifie de “tribu” (fb) que 
dans des textes de la periode himyarite. Garb., Sharahbi’il Ya'fur A/13 et B/8 ou Ry 510/6, au 
contraire de Saba’, Qataban, Hadramawt, Ma'in etc., appeles “tribu” dans de nombreux textes. 
L’expression que 1’on trouve habituellement est “les tribus de Himyar”, ce qui est quelque peu 
different. De meme ne rencontre-t-on jamais 1’expression “la tribu dhu-Raydan” mais seulement 
“les tribus de dhu-Raydan”. 

Cependant Himyar et dhu-Raydan se presentent assez fret dans des syntagmes ou on aurait 
tout aussi bien Saba’, Hadramawt ou Qataban: voir par exemple “le Pays de Himyar”, les tribus 
de Himyar”, ’’l’armee de Himyar”, ’’l’armee de dhu-Raydan“ etc. Ce ne sont done pas des 
notions tres differentes de celle de tribu. On peut supposer que la reticence a employer le terme 
sb pour designer Himyar et dhu-Raydan trouve son origine dans une organisation sociale quel¬ 
que peu differente de celle des Hautes-Terres septentrionales et du pourtour de Sayhad, tout 
comme on l’observe aujourd’hui dans les memes regions. 

Apres ces quelques remarques generales, comparons les emplois respectifs de Himyar et de 
dhu-Raydan en suivant l’ordre chronologique. 
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Enfin, Himyar donne un adjectif de relation ( nisba ), hmyry, pluriel ’hmr:

Voyons maintenant ce qu'il en est de dhu-Raydan. La premiere attestation de dhu-Raydan se 
trouve dans la titulature de Dhamar'ali Watar Yuhan'im, roi de Saba' et de dhu-Raydan, fils de 
Sumhu'ali Dharih ( Dmrly Wtr Yhn'm mlk Sb’ w-d-Ryd" bn Smhly Drh), et sans doute le fonda- 
teur de cette monarchic double vers le debut du I er siecle de l’ere chretienne. Dhu-Raydan apparait 
des lors dans toute une serie de titulatures royales qui ont en commun de se reclamer d’une 
legitimite sabeenne: “roi de Saba’ et de dhu-Raydan” ( mlk Sb' w-d-Ryd") du I cr au IIP siecle; “roi 
de Saba’, de dhu-Raydan, du Hadramawt etde Yamna” ( mlkSb' w-d-Ryd" w-Hdrmwt w-Ymnt) au 
IV 6 siecle; et enfin, durant les deux dernierssieclesde l’histoire sudarabique (V e -VI e siecles), “roi 
de Saba’, de dhu-Raydan, du Hadramawt, de Yamna et de leurs Arabes nomades de Tawd et de 
Tihama” (mlk Sb' w-d-Ryd" w-Hdrmwt w-Ymnt w-”rb-hmw Twd" 1 w-Thmt). 

Hormis ces titulatures, on rencontre dhu-Raydan soit seul, soit comme element de diverses 
expressions, dans dcs textes qui datent pratiquement tous de la periode des rois de Saba’ et de dhu- 
Raydan. Les premieres occurrences datent du E r siecle de l’cre chretienne: ce sont une allusion aux 
“tribus de dhu-Raydan” dans un textequimentionne Yuhaqim roi de Saba’ (YhqmmlkSb') (Robin- 
Bron/Bani Bakr 1/4) et une invocation aux divinites dcs “rois de Saba’ et des Banu dhu-Raydan” 
(RES 4775/4 qui a pour auteurs Dhamar'ali Yuhabirr fils de Yasir Yuhasdiq et son fils Tha’ran, rois 
de Saba' et de dhu-Raydan: Dmrly Yhbr bn YsY" Yhsdq w-bn-hw T’r" mlky Sb' w-d-Ryd"). 

Vers le milieu du IE siecle, dhu-Raydan reapparait dans toute unc serie de textes lors du long 
conflit qui s’acheve par I’accession au trone de Wahab'il Yahuz roi de Saba’ (CIH 315/9-10, sans 
mention de roi; Ja 561 bis/10, Ir 8/(2) et Gl 1228/8, [12], du regne de Wahab'il Yahuz). Les 
mentions de dhu-Raydan sont extremement nombreuses au IIE siecle et disparaissent ensuite 
presque totalement: en dehors des titulatures royales, on ne releve qu’une occurrence au IV 1 
siecle (Ja 668/14) et plus rien ensuite. 

Dhu-Raydan apparait dans des contextes qui peuvent eclairer la nature de ce mot. On releve:

Himyar et Dhu-Raydan

Le voyageur qui se rend au Yemen ne peut manquer de s’enquerir: qu’est devenu Himyar dont 
lcs hauts faits furcnt celebres par tant de poetes? La tribu qui domina pendant plusieurs siecles 
toute l'Arabie meridionale et une bonne partie de l’Arabie deserte a aujourd’hui entierement 
disparu. Deja au X c siecle de l’ere chretienne, si I’on en croit al-Hasan al-Hamdani, elle n’etait 
plus que l’ombre d’ellc-meme, penetree de toutes parts et disloquee par les Arabes nomades. 

Himyar survit cependant dans le mythe: son nom reste attache a celui de la brillante civilisation 
qui s’epanouit dans le sud de la peninsule pendant le millenaire qui preceda la naissance de 
I’islam. Pourtant, ce n’cst pas Himyar, tribu des Hautes-Terres du Yemen, qui donna naissance a 
cette civilisation mais les tribus etablies sur le pourtour du desert de Sayhad (aujourd’hui Ramlat 
as-Sab'atayn), en tout premier lieu Saba’, mais aussi Qataban, Hadramawt ou Ma'in. Himyar 
qui n’apparait qu’assez tardivement, vers le debut de l’ere chretienne, se presente tout d’abord 
comme un simple rameau de la culture sabeenne. II faudra attendre les demiers siecles avant 
l’islam pour que se developpent des traits originaux. 

L'histoirc de l’Etat himyarite reste a ecrire. Notre propos cst d’apporter a cette entreprise une 
modeste contribution en recherchant comment cet Etat s’est constitue. Une enigme en effet 
intrigue depuis longtemps les historiens: a ses debuts, Himyar s’appelle dhu-Raydan et ses sou- 
verains, dans leur titre, font toujours preceder “(roi de) dhu-Raydan" par“roi de Saba’”. Pour la 
resoudre, nous ferons tout d’abord l’inventaire de toutes les inscriptions ou on trouve mention de 
Himyar ou de dhu-Raydan, puis nous chercherons a degager la signification de chacun de ces 
tcrmes.

L'inventaire des inscriptions on sont mentionnes Himyar et dhu-Raydan 

La premiere mention de Himyar se trouve dans le texte hadrami RES 2687/3, inscre dans une 
muraille qui barre le wadi al-Bina’, a une trentaine de kilometres au not'd de Bi’r 'Ali. Nous 
sommes la en plein coeur du Hadramawt, a plus de 400 km a Test du site de Zafar, la capitale 
himyarite. Le texte date du moukarrib du Hadramawt Yashkur’il Yuhar'ish fils de Abiyasa' 
( Ysjklr'l Ylirs bn byf), sans doute vers la fin du I cr siecle avant l’ere chretienne ou au debut du 
I cr aprcs. 1 

La deuxiemc occurrence de Himyar se rencontre vers la fin du I er siecle de l’ere chretienne, 
dans CIH 140 qui mentionne Ilisharah Yahdub kabir des Aqyans (’Isrh Yhdb Kbr 'qyri "), appa-

Cette date est le vrai zero chronologique de l’ere de mbhd bn ’bhd et elle est egalement tres 
importante sous l’aspect de l’astronomie, parce qu’elle marque l’equinoxe d’automne.

Lere de mbhd bn ’bhd consideree du point de vue de Vastronomie 

J. Ryckmans a ete le premier a tenter de rattacher le zero chronologique de l’ere de mbhd bn 
'bhd a un phenomene astronomique, soil une eclipse de soleil. 47 Selon son conseiller astronomi- 
que J. Meeus, la ligne de centralite de cette eclipse a parcouru toute I’Arabie du Sud le 19 aout 
115 av. J.-C. et la breve phase de totalite a debute en Arabie du Sud occidentale quelques 
minutes apres le lever du soleil. 48 Cette solution ne peut etre exclue, mais elle nous semble peu 
vraisemblable compte tenu des elements suivants: 

1) pour autant que nous sachions, il n’existe aucune ere dont le zero chronologique soit fonde 
sur une eclipse de soleil; 

2) l’eclipse de soleil en question, dont on ne trouve temoignage dans aucune source, aurait du 
donner lieu, quelques siecles plus tard, au zerotage retrospectif de Pere de mbhd bn ’bhd au 
deuxieme siecle av. J.-C. 

En 1981 Chr. Robin a rattache le debut de Pannee himyarite a Pequinoxe vernal. 49 Partant 
d’un ecrit arabe yemenite du quatorzieme siecle qui donne la liste des mois himyarites avec leur 
equivalent dans le calendrier solaire syrien, 50 qui en fait est identique au calendrier julien, Chr.

nous parait limitee. 31 Son explicit 32 , au contraire, a une valeurplus grande. II donne la date de la 
Lettre G (le mois de Tammuz de Tan 830 de l’ere d’Alexandre le Grand), qui nous permet de fixer 
a 518 apr. J.-C. l’annee des martyres des chretiens himyarites a Najran, 33 ce qui est totalement en 
accord avec l’evidence intrinseque dans The Book. 34 Vu ces donnees, nous sommes d’avis que les 
martyres des chretiens himyarites a Najran se sont deroules en novembre 518 apr.

L’inscription CIH 46 provenant de Yakar, datee de 385 de l’ere de mbhd bn ’bhd, fut redigee 
sous le regne de YSRm YHN'M et son fils SMR YHR'S. L’inscription RES 4196, de provenance 
inconnue, datee de 316 de l’ere de nbt, fut redigee sous le meme regne. 37 L’inscription 
MAFRAY al-Mi'sal 5 provenant d’al-Mi'sal est datee de 196 d’une ere non precisee et fut redi¬ 
gee sous le regne de YSRm YHN'M. 3 " Chr. Robin et M. Bafaqlh ont raisonne a juste titre que ce 
texte est date d’apres l’ere de ’b'ly 39 et done de 265/66 apr.

L’inscription MAFRAY al-Mi'sal 2 provenant d’al-Mi'sal est datee de 179 de l’ere de ’b'ly et 
de 363 de 1’ere de mbhd bn ’bhd. s Par consequent nous trouvons un decalage de 184 ans entre ces 
deux eres. Si nous pouvons fixer le zero chronologique d’une de ces deux eres, le zero chronolo- 
gique de I’autre ere suivra directement de la fixation du zero chronologique de la premiere ere. A 
notre avis nous pouvons fixer le zero chronologique de l’ere de mbhd bn ’bhd et par consequent 
celui de I'ere de ’b'ly.

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informed me about the newly discovered inscription containing two more references of krwm 
even before the publication of the photograph. It was the intention of this paper, to elucidate and 
to give the reasons for the translation of krwm by a proper noun which is most probably the name 
of a deity. After all the arguments given in favour of the new translation, a rendering of krwm by 
“pit (for trapping game)” seems no longer to be justified. 
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preted satisfactorily. It is, however, undisputed, that the first two syllables in the name men¬ 
tioned last, A-tar-qu-ru-ma-a, contain the name of the god 'Athtar. T. Fahd^ has proposed 
seeing in the second component of the name the place-name Qarma, a village in an oasis in 
the Yamama, which later on was inhabited by the Banu Tamlm. This suggestion is, however, 
not very convincing and is only founded on the similarity of the names. It seems to be more 
plausible, to recognise in Atarquruma a double deity, which has its correspondence in Old 
South Arabic ' ttrlwkrwm’, if this equation should hold true, this would argue in favour of a 
vocalisation kurum. Also from a chronological point of view the combination of this Early 
North Arabian with the Old South Arabian deity would fit very well. Not only the inscrip¬ 
tion, which is treated here for the first time, and the text RES 4177 are, as we have seen, to 
be fixed relatively early, but also the fragmentary report on military campaigns and building 
activities RES 3946 is in the opinion of H. von Wissmann 50 to be assigned to the same ruler as 
RES 3945, namely Karib'il Watar bin Dhamar'ally, who is probably to be equated with the 
same Karibilu, who in the year 685 sent presents to the Assyrian king Sennacherib. Only the 
text Ry 544, which was set up by Dhamar'ally DharTh, king of Saba’ and Dhu-Raydan, in the 
first century A.D., originates from a much later time. The archaic expression for the hunt of 
'Athtar and Karwam ( syd/’ttr/wkrwm ) in the inscriptions mentioning a ritual hunt has perhaps 
survived until later times when the deity Karwam had already disappeared from the Old 
South Arabian pantheon. 

The text of the newly discovered inscription which has been already given above, is to be 
translated as follows: 


Schmidt/Marib 23 

(1) Yitha'amar Bayyin, the son of Sumhu'aiiy, Mukarrib of Saba’, has erected the stela (2) of 
'Athtar and Karwam, when he performed the hunt of Karwam. The latter part of the second line 
could also be rendered: “when he hunted the game of Karwam”; sd/syd could thus be understood 
like Hebrew sud sayid “to hunt game” in the tale of the blessing of Isaac for his first-born in the 
Old Testament/ 1 The hunted animals were more probably antelopes or gazelles and not ibexes. 
The antelope was the animal sacred to the god 'Athtar, which is also indicated by the figure of a 
head of an antelope beside the inscription. From the very brief and formula-like text it can, 
however, not be concluded, what the difference was between the hunt of 'Athtar and the hunt of 
Karwam or, respectively, between the game of 'Athtar and the game of Karwam. 

After what has been said before it seems appropriate, to give a new translation of the inscription, 
the text of which was communicated at the beginning of this article: 

RES 4177 

(1) Yitha"amar Bayyin, the son of Sumhu (2) 'ally, Mukarrib of Saba’, has erected (3) the stela 
of the (i.e. at the) two (mountain-)passages of Nawamum, when he performed (4) the hunt of 
'Athtar and Karwam (or: when he hunted the game of 'Athtar and Karwam). 

In our Sabaic Dictionary under krw-m >2 the supposed meaning “feast, festival (hunt)” has no 
longer been accepted under krw-m on page 79. There are, however, two translations proposed, 
namely nomen proprium followed by the siglum Mu for Muller and the alternative rendering “pit 
(for trapping game)”. The first entry was made possible, because Jurgen Schmidt had kindly

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Arabic dialects of present-day Yemen numerous examples can be found in which a singular of the 
type/a';7 forms a plural of the type fi'wal.™ 

(2) A connexion with Ethiopic keramt “rainy season”, Tigre karam , 4 " Eastern Gurage ktirm 
and further forms in a number of other Semitic languages of Ethiopia - " with the same meaning 
could give a hint, that the name in question designates a deity or a manifestation of the God 
'Athtar, which grants the fertility-donating rain. 

(3) An explanation of the name krwm could also be given by the etymological connexion with 
Arabic Affirm, plural kurum, “vine, vineyard’’, which is likewise attested in Ugaritic krm, Hebrew 
karam and Aramaic karma as “vine” or “vineyard”. The word karm , however, does not seem to 
be attested in this meaning in the southern part of the Arabian Peninsula in ancient times; in the 
Modern South Arabic Mehri-language karmaim is a word for “mountain” , 42 which in its meaning 
comes close to Akkadian karmu(m) “barren hill”. 4 '’ 

(4) According to the Akkadian verb karamu(m) “to hold, to hold back”, 44 which is probably 
to be connected with Tigre karma “to detain, to interrupt” 43 the deity krwm could be explained as 
a deity that averts evil, as a dens averruncus. 

Not only the meaning of the name cannot be determined with certainty, it must also remain 
undecided, whether the god krwm is an independent deity, or perhaps even a goddess paired off 
with the god 'Athtar, or a manifestation of the god 'Athtar. Since there obviously existed a 
connexion between the performance of the ritual hunt and the supplication for rain , 4( ’ one is most 
inclined, to see in Karwam a manifestation of 'Athtar from which the benefaction of rain was 
implored. 

The newly discovered Old South Arabian deity may perhaps shed light on the name of a god 
which has been transmitted from the northern part of the Arabian Peninsula from ancient times. 
According to a cuneiform text the Assyrian king Asarhaddon (681-669) restored the cult of some 
Arabian deities by returning their statues to Adumatu, i.e. Dumat al-Jandal, which his father 
Sennacherib (704-681) had carried off from that oasis. The Early North Arabian names of these 
five deities are rendered only rather inadequately in the cuneiform script and are written as 
follows: Atarsamain, Daa, Nuhaa, Ruldau, Abirillu and Atarquruma. 47 While Atarsamain can 
be easily explained as 'Athtar Samay, i.e. 'Athtar of heaven, and Daa might be equated with d'y, 
Da’ay, which occurs as thcophoric element in personal names in graffiti from the Arabian Penin¬ 
sula , 4S and while in Nuhaa and Ruldau have long been recognised the Thamudic deities Nuhay 
and Rudayu, the remaining names Daa, Abirillu and Atarquruma could hitherto not be inter-

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the right side of the text there is, however, not the figure of a bucranion, i.e., of the head of a bull, 
as the text below the photograph says, but more likely, as it seems to me, the figure of a head of 
an antelope, the animal which was sacred to the god 'Athtar; on the left side of the text there is 
the monogram composed of the two letters D and H, which are probably an abbreviation of the 
name of the clan Dhu-Khalll from which the Sabaean rulers of that time possibly descended. 
While the text of RES 4177 is only known from a copy by Eduard Glaser and not from a squeeze 
which could be utilized for the palaeography of the inscription, the photograph of the newly 
discovered epigraphic document offers a testimony of the script, which can be compared to the 
script of the inscription which was published by G. Garbini 33 and which reports on the building of 
a wall of the town of Marib. H. von Wissmann in his posthumous work 34 had, however, to admit, 
that that official document from the time of Yitha e ’amar Bayyin bin Sumhu'aliy is in a sharp 
palaeographical contrast to the rock-inscriptions, which were probably engraved under the same 
Yitha"amar. Yet, for various reasons he was inclined to identify this Yitha'’amar Bayyin bin 
Sumhu'aliy with the Sabaean It’amra, who around the year 715 B.C. paid tribute to the Assyrian 
king Sargon II 35 Consequently the reign of this South Arabian ruler would have to be fixed in the 
last quarter of the 8th century B.C. and the two hunting inscriptions would belong to the earliest 
Sabaic inscriptions. The text of the newly discovered hunting inscription was given in a sup¬ 
plementary entry by the editor in H. von Wissmann’s work; 36 it was, however, not translated and 
commented upon. The text of the inscription, which bears the siglum Schmidt/Marib 23, runs as 
follows: 

(1) yi'mr/bynlbnlsmh'ly/mkrblsb'lqf/qy (2) fFttrlwkrwmlywmlsydlkrwm. 

This inscription gives us two more examples of the noun krwm, the meaning of which was 
hitherto contested. While the passage ywm/sd/sydlkrwm already occurs in RES 3946/7, the combi¬ 
nation qyf/'ttr/wkrwm, in which Ujr and krwm as two genitival qualifiers are dependent on the 
noun qyf , is hitherto not attested. The noun krwm used in parallel to 'Athtar shows in all proba¬ 
bility that krwm , too, is the name of a deity. It is hardly necessary to adduce examples from the 
epigraphic sources, in which a stela ( qyf) is set up for a deity or dedicated to a deity. There are, 
admittedly, inscriptions from the early Sabaean time which report that a mukarrib has erected a 
stela on the occasion of a ritual meal or a ritual assembly, 37 but, as was explained before, the 
meaning “feast, banquet” for krwm no longer comes into consideration; a rendering of qyf/krwm 
by “stela of a pit” is likewise out of the question. 

If it is the case that krwm is the name of a deity, the root of the word is much more likely krm 
than krw with added mimation. The vocalization Karwam used by me is, of course, purely 
hypothetical and only intends to make the name readable; one could just as well accept the forms 
Kirwam or Kurum. For an interpretation of the name various possibilities can be taken into 
consideration: 

(1) Compared with the Arabic adjective karim, which belongs to the verb karuma “to be 
noble, to be generous”, the meaning of the name could be “noble, distinguished, generous”, as 
karim is used of God. 3s In this case krwm could be interpreted as plural-form kirwam, since in the

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guesses at its true sense. One suggestion, first hazarded by Mahmoud Ghul, was, that syd/krwm 
may be the hunt of the game-bird karawan , which he did not try to identify. The WKAS 23 deter¬ 
mines karawan , plural-forms kirwan and karawin, as a variety of curlew, plover; the supposed 
plural-form kara, which is adduced by Serjeant 26 on the authority of the Taj al-’ariis as fitting to 
Epigraphic South Arabic krwm , is, however, according to the WKAS nothing else but a shorten¬ 
ing of the singular-form karawan conditioned by rhyme. As an alternative suggestion Serjeant 
referred to the Arabic verb kara which can mean, when applied to a she-camel, a certain way of 
running, and he thought, it might perhaps designate a special type of festal riding in circles after a 
successful hunt had been accomplished. While the first proposal did not seem very convincing, 
the second is even less acceptable. A further meaning is given to krwm by J. C. Biella, 27 when she 
writes under the heading krwm : “ritual hunt; or, feast, banquet”. This indication, however, is 
not entirely in accordance with the following entry, where sydl'ttr/wkrwm in RES 4177,4 is trans¬ 
lated by “the ritual hunt of the god 'Athtar and the A:nv-hunt/feast”. Here at any rate syd is 
rendered by “ritual hunt”, whereas two alternatives are given in the etymological part for krwm , 
namely Arabic kara “dig a pit (for snaring game)”, which, by the way, never occurs in this 
specialized meaning, or Akkadian karu “entertain; feast” and Hebrew karah “give a banquet”. 

At this point it finally must be remarked that the meaning “feast, banquet”, which was 
accepted for Old South Arabic krw(-m), is not supported by any etymology. Already earlier it 
was proven how questionable Arabic akra was, which was adduced in this connexion. A glimpse 
into the Akkadisches Handwdrterbuch 28 shows, that the Akkadian noun for “banquet” must 
correctly be written qeritu(m), which belongs to the verb qeru(m) “to call, to invite”. The Semitic 
root hidden behind this is, as can be easily suggested, qr’. If there existed an Epigraphic South 
Arabic correspondence to Akkadian qeritu , one would expect a form qrt. The quotation of 
Biblical-Hebrew kerah “banquet” and of the verb karah “to give a banquet”, which occurs in the 
same sentence 29 and which is probably derived from the noun, is in this connexion extremely 
dubious. W. von Soden has recently pointed out 3 " that Hebrew karah III cannot be connected 
with Akkadian qeru(m) because of the different initial sound and because of the divergent mean¬ 
ing. Since the translation of the hapaxlegomenon kerah is anyhow only founded on its connexion 
with Akkadian qeritu(m), he considers, whether in the biblical passage under consideration 
kerah could be a designation for foodstuffs and the verb karah could simply mean “to buy”; on 
this assumption the entry of a root karah III should be cancelled. L. Koehler and W. Baumgart¬ 
ner 31 still give under krh III as etymological parallel Old South Arabic krwm “festive or cultic 
meal”, but this is by no means justified. 

By a lucky chance an Old Sabaic inscription consisting of two bustrophedon lines was very 
recently found, which was set up by the same ruler as the text RES 4177 and in which likewise a 
ritual hunt is mentioned. The inscription is engraved on a + squared limestone and was disco¬ 
vered in the centre of the middle part of the ancient northern oasis of Marib in 1980 by the 
Yemen-Expedition of the German Archaeological Institute conducted by Professor Jurgen 
Schmidt. A photograph of the object is given in Archdologische Berichte aus dem Yemen.* 2 On

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entertain” and to the Hebrew hapaxlegomenon kerah “feast, banquet” 13 which at that time 
already had been considered to be a loan-word from Akkadian kiretu. At the same place 14 he also 
adduced Arabic akra (from a root krw) “to keep a sacred vigil” (according to the Qamus), which 
he considered particularly illuminating in comparison with the above-mentioned passage, 
because it may derive from an earlier sense “to celebrate a sacred feast”. This supposed meaning 
of Arabic akra, however, seems to be too uncertain to be quoted in this connexion. The WKAS 13 
registers for akra (2.) only “to delay, to postpone, to prolong (a conversation)”. In ANET' b A. 
Jamme has chosen RES 4177 from among the Sabaean inscriptions, which were translated for 
this publication (Third Edition with Supplement. Princeton 1969, p. 664). The last part of the 
text, which is of interest for us, is rendered by him as follows: “when he hunted the hunting by' ttr 
and by pits”. While he thinks that N. Rhodokanakis’ translation of krwm by “pits” is right, he 
writes 17 that it seems possible that the word 'ttr of the present text, like krw, might indicate “a 
special kind of weapon or of hunting craft without any actual relation to the star-god 'Athtar”. 
This can hardly be met with approval, because it is difficult to imagine, that such an uncommon 
word-formation as 'ttr should occur once more with a totally different meaning. 

A third example for krwm was added to the two already quoted known epigraphic references, 
when F. Gcukens discovered the rock-inscription at the Naqll Siga' on the route which leads from 
San'a’ to Marib. The text was published by G. Ryckmans under the siglum Ry 544, l!< and the 
passage ywm/syd/syd/'ttr/wkrwm was translated by him “when he hunted the game of'Athtar and 
of pitfalls”. Maria Hofner too 19 gave preference to Beeston’s comprehension of krwm and delib¬ 
erated whether one should think of a cultic community meal following the ritual hunt, taking 
account of Akkadian karu “to entertain, to give hospitality to". While she had earlier supported 
the translation of krwm by “pitfall”, she now considered this interpretation less probable. A. G. 
Lundin too 3 " followed this new rendering in translating the passage in question from RES 4177 by 
"when he accomplished the festive hunt of 'Athtar”. In his extensive article on the ritual hunt 21 J. 
Ryckmans gave a characterisation of the ritual hunt and dealt with the inscriptions connected 
with this theme. In discussing the meaning of krwm 22 he argued in favour of the translation of 
Rhodokanakis; he was, however, of the opinion, that krwm could have designated archaeologi- 
cally attested stone structures above the ground into which the animals were driven during the 
hunt and from which they could not escape. In his book on the hunt in South Arabia, 23 which 
contains a lot of material about the survival of pre-Islamic customs, especially during the hunt of 
the ibex, R. B. Serjeant also touches on what he refers to 24 as the unresolved problem of the word 
krw, which occurs in Sabaean hunting inscriptions. As according to his opinion all previous 
attempts to interpret this word have been speculative, he considered it appropriate to add further

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The last third of the inscription was communicated by N. Rhodokanakis 5 and translated “when 
he performed the hunt of 'Athtar and (the hunt) by pits”. While the hunt of 'Athtar referred to 
animals, which were killed at the command of and with the weapons of this god, the hunt by pits 
referred to animals which were trapped by pitfalls and thus captured alive. 

The complete text of the inscription was published for the first time by N. Rhodokanakis; 6 this 
text was taken over into the RES under the number 4177, without, however, any rendering. The 
translation of Rhodokanakis runs as follows: “ Yitha'’amar Bayyin, the son of Sumhu'aliy, priest- 
sovereign of Saba’, set up the stela-altar of the two gates of Nawamum, when he performed the 
hunt of'Athtar and (the hunt) by pits”. In the hunt of'Athtar he saw the hunt by bow and arrows, 
while regarding the hunt by pits he referred to the passage in the Old Testament 7 “they have dug 
out a pit in order to catch me”, which may lead to the conclusion that pitfalls were dug out in 
order to trap animals. This modification of the term “hunt of 'Athtar” becomes intelligible, 
because it seems difficult to imagine that on the noun syd, hunt, two nouns in the genitive are 
dependent, of which one should designate a god ('Athtar), the other, however, a special way of 
hunting ( krwm , pit). A new rendering of the text with an only insignificantly altered translation is 
found in Maria Hofner and N. Rhodokanakis.* In the sparse commentary the remark is given, 
that the stela-altar, which was dedicated by the mukarrib of Saba’, was a cult-object erected on 
the occasion of a sacred hunt. The inscription is also included with a detailed commented transla¬ 
tion in A. F. L. Beeston. g In the main he agreed with the interpretation of N. Rhodokanakis and 
translated the last third of the inscription by “when he hunted the hunt (or, the game) of 'Attar 
and (hunting by means of ) pit-snarcs”. In the case of the alternative translation of syd by the 
concrete sense of “game” beside the abstract meaning of “hunt”, A. F. L. Beeston could refer to 
N. Rhodokanakis, 1 " who rendered ywmlsd/sydlkrwm in G1 1000 B = RES 3946,7 by “when he 
hunted pit-game”, a meaning which was already taken into consideration by E. Glaser. The 
translation of krwm by “pit, pitfall” was derived from the Semitic verb attested in Flebrew kara 
and Aramaic krd "to hollow out, to dig (e.g. a well ora cistern)”, Arabic kara “to dig (a bed fora 
river), to dig out (earth)” and Ethiopic karaya “to dig a hole” which also occurs in a number of 
other South-Ethiopic languages, like Amharic. Harari and Gurage." The fact, that the Semitic 
root for “to dig” is kry, i.e. a verb tertiae ya\ while the base of Epigraphic South Arabic krwm is 
evidently a root tertiae waw, was obviously disregarded; in Arabic there exists nevertheless a 
secondary form krw of the verbal root kry. 

In his article on the ritual hunt 12 A. F. L. Beeston collected the then known inscriptions on 
hunting and proposed another explanation of the noun krwm , according to which he translated 
the last part of the text RES 4177 as follows: “he celebrated an 'Attar-hunt and a festival-(hunt)”. 
By this interpretation he wanted to point out that the expression syd/’ttr appears to denote simply 
the hunting of animals sacred to 'Athtar, whereas krwm indicates the festive character of such a 
hunt. To support his new explanation he considered it preferable, to associate the word krwm 
with the root krw in the sense of “feast”, referring at the same time to the Akkadian verb karu “to

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In the Sabaic Dictionary 1 of which our late friend Mahmoud al-Ghul was one of the authors, 
there are some entries for which new translations were given which are not to be found in the 
previous literature. The reason for this is that, while working with the epigraphic material, we 
often came to conclusions different from those of earlier interpreters of the texts. There are also 
cases to be found in which we could not agree on a common translation and in which one of us 
pleaded for a rendering diverging from that of the other three colleagues. An example of this is to 
be met with under the root KRW, 2 where for the noun krwm, attested in three Sabaean inscrip¬ 
tions, two different translations are given, namely “pit (for trapping game)” and then, on my 
authority, nomen proprium, which would mean that it should be discarded from our Sabaic 
Dictionary in any case, since according to our principles proper names are not included. So far I 
gave no justification for inclining to take krwm not as a noun but as a proper name. It is the 
intention of this paper to explain why I was in favour of a new rendering. 

When the Austrian explorer Eduard Glaser had finished his famous visit to Marib and started 
to return to San'a’, on the 20th April 1888, at about ten kilometres to the northnorthwest of the 
ancient Sabaean capital at a place named Ma'rib, as it is still called, he copied an inscription, the 
last of the all together 391 texts which he had discovered in the region of Marib. He even was of 
the opinion that that place was called Ma'rib, which means “squared stone”, after the well dres¬ 
sed stone on which the inscription was engraved. 3 The squared stone, which now seems to be lost, 
might have been the base of a no longer existing stela. The bustrophedon-inscription consisting 
of four lines was given the number G1797 and offers the following text, which later on was usually 
cited under its final siglum RES 4177: (1) yf ’mrlbynlbn/smh (2) ’lylmkrblsb '/qf( 3) qyflhlfyln wmml 
ywm/sd (4) sydPttrlwkrwm. E. Glaser’s translation of the text on page 246 of his (unpublished) 
opus on the inscriptions which he collected is reproduced in the work of A. Grohmann, J since 
there is a monogram composed of the letters D and H on both sides of the inscription. According 
to E. Glaser’s interpretation the Sabaean ruler mentioned in the text reports the following: 

He put in order the qayf of the two ways (or passages, or districts, or forests) of Nawamum 
on the day when he hunted (ordinary) game (by shooting with arrows) for 'Athtar (or game 
belonging to 'Athtar) and (when he likewise hunted) pitfall game (i.e. when he hunted the 
game by means of pits).

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and guide the head of a neighborhood; it was used in the relation of the landlord with the village 
he owned. We are not exactly in the world of the “social contract”, yet the element of consent, 
which Levi-Strauss thinks universal, is not entirely absent. In these consultations superiors may 
be unilaterally presenting inferiors with demands, but they are doing so in part so that there be a 
clear understanding as to the negotiating position of the superior. Unlike consultations to choose 
leaders, such consultations were the beginning of a process of brokerage. 

The need for a public display of universal consent stands in contrast to assumption of universal 
consent that underlays societies which claim as their basis the “volunte generale” and other such 
impersonal reifications of the social contract. It is not insignificant that voting died out in some of 
the Near Eastern Christian churches, especially among the Nestorians. It was inimical to the 
process of consultation and consensus that was central to the political and social process of 
Middle Eastern society in this period. In the 9th, 10th, and 11th centuries Middle Eastern society 
assumed that the initiative for consensus would come from above and that it would be articulated 
through consultation. In this system there could be no abstraction, no reification of the social 
contract, because the consensus was a reaction to the initiative of a specific ruler. 

As a reaction to a personal initiative, it took the form of a total collective approval, for an 
individual’s disapproval would have been a challenge to the ruler's right of initiative. In this 
sense, consultation is praised correctly in the political literature of the time. Besides its function 
at some levels for exchange of opinion and of information, it was the principal ceremonial arena 
for displaying the consensus without which, in the view of the a'yan and, possibly, even their 
inferiors, the social fabric would be torn apart. 
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eventually, improve on it. Although each lives practically alone during a good part of the year, 
the existence of other bands is not forgotten. Therefore, it is not enough for the band to do well; 
the band counts on the chief to try to do better than the others. In significant part to do better 
means to do economically better. The leader symbolizes and makes actual his role as the coor¬ 
dinator of a policy directed at the common economic welfare of the group by his generosity. His 
displays of ingenuity, whether in guiding the band to food or in acting as a ceremonial leader, are 
an intellectual form of ingenuity. 5 

If personal prestige and ingenuity are the foundations of leadership, consent, Levi-Strauss 
believes, is the origin of leadership. The leader is chosen through consent and must continue to 
seek consent. He has no coercive power. My teacher, H. A. R. Gibb, used to say when describing 
the pre-Islamic Arab tribe, the chief had the right to command but no one had the duty to obey. 

Levi-Strauss believes that this pattern is found, concealed or unconcealed, in all leadership. 
How far is that pattern relevant to the vastly more complex society we have been examining, and 
more specifically, to its use of consultation? At a tribal level I suspect that it is very relevant. All 
pre-modern Arabic literature emphasizes the importance of generosity to the chief's position and 
the importance of his using hilm, forebearance, in order to avoid divisions in his group. The 
Prophet is frequently praised for his masterful use of hilm, and the sirah amply testifies to its 
importance. In such a group we expect to find and do find consultation of the third type in which 
real divergence of opinion is expressed but the leader shapes an emerging consensus and gives a 
chance for all to restate their opinions in agreement with the emerging consensus. 

It is also relevant to the style of consultation in non-tribal society between the a’yan themsel¬ 
ves. This is apparent when, for example, wielders of coercive power consult with each other 
during a power vacuum after the death of a ruler, as in the consultation after the death of Sala- 
din's son. It even appears in those consultations that the ayan have between themselves before 
coming face to face with the ruler. The a'yan have a certain measure of economic and even 
coercive power at their disposal (as Mas'ud knew when he said that even a large garrison could 
not keep control of a disloyal Rayy). They could make it difficult for the ruler to collect money 
systematically or to maintain dominance. The ruler had to coordinate the redistribution of sur¬ 
plus wealth that came through the a'yan in a way that did not alienate them in the long run. If they 
were soldiers or skilled scribes, they could (and did) emigrate to other rulers; for, as among the 
Nambikuara, the existence of other groups was not forgotten. The generosity of the ruler is as 
symbolically and practically important to the ruler of the 10th and 11th centuries as to the leader 
of a Nambikuara band. Hence, by convening a consultation, the ruler initiated a prior consulta¬ 
tion that might otherwise not have taken place, as he alone could coordinate the redistribution of 
the wealth and power that he and the a’yan shared. In my view these patterns of consultation 
among the a’yan themselves, both in cases of vacuums of power and prior to meeting with the 
ruler, have close parallels in the lives of modern American corporative executives. 

The difference from the tribal consultation lay precisely in this unilateral right of initiative with 
the ruler. The ruler usually informed himself informally of the mood of the a’yan ; but ultimately, 
if they did not want to accept his proposal they had only the option of emigration or rebellion. 
Significantly, if they rebelled, it was not in order to set up a collective leadership, but to set up 
one of their number as a new ruler or to invite someone outside their group to come in as a ruler. 
Their form of politics by unanimity required a strong figure to take the initiative because they 
could achieve such unanimity only reactively. 

We have evidence that such consultation extended far down into society. It was used to choose

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that the notables meet with Tahir, a clerk of the king, and give an answer. They withdrew to 
another place and the khatib gave Tahir a speech expressing their complete loyalty to Mas'ud. At 
the end he turned to the other notables and said: “Are my words also your words?” and all said 
yes. Not to leave you in suspense, Mas'ud gained the succession to the throne, and the majority 
of the people of Rayy remained loyal. 4 

In the two consultations, that of Mas'ud with his own notables and his consultation with the 
notables of Rayy we see some of the traits that we saw in the consultation a hundred years earlier 
to choose a caliph. The ruler chooses the participants. The participants are eager to anticipate the 
ruler's mind. It is assumed that the decision will be adopted unanimously. Part of the function of 
such a consultation is to get renewed expression of commitment to the ruler's policies. But in the 
story of the notables of Rayy, even more than in the story of the caliph, we see that in such forced 
consultations those assembled had to be allowed to reach unanimity first or they had trouble 
expressing any opinion whatsoever. It is possible that the notables of Rayy were partly unable to 
answer Mas'ud because they were overawed; but it is very likely that they could not answer also 
because he had not told them by implication the extent of what he was demanding of them. 

I once had lunch with an ex-minister who had long served in the cabinet of the shah of Iran. I 
asked him what consultations were like in the cabinet. He told me that the members of the 
cabinet only consulted in earnest and displayed divergence of opinion in meetings before they 
met with the shah. In the presence of the shah they always displayed unanimity unless one of 
them wished to make a point while resigning or wished to fight openly in order to destroy some¬ 
one else’s position in the esteem of the shah. 

This same desire to avoid public disagreement can be seen in consultation in which there is no 
interface with a ruler. Significantly, in this form of discussion, divergent views are expressed. But 
at the end all present signify their unanimous consent by acclamation. Two examples of this are 
the famous first shura at the Saqifah which chose Abu Bakr, and the consultation of the military 
commanders after the death of Saladin’s son in 1198 A. D. A somewhat similar consultation is 
offered by the examples of tribes, especially semi- and fully nomadic tribes. Here, according to 
the accounts I have read, opinions are offered but as a consensus seems to be emerging all those 
who have expressed opinions divergent from the consensus restate their views so that they agree 
with the consensus. 

These types of consultation seem to conform to certain forms of economic life. Just as consul¬ 
tation between the ruler and the notables sometimes represents a covert brokerage, so did the 
negotiations between the central government and the notables over taxes. The notables were 
essential to any systematic tax program but they expected and often got something in exchange 
for their cooperation as did the notables of Rayy. Within a nomadic tribe, on the other hand, 
there is extreme interdependence and the basic unit of the tribe cannot endure if there is sus¬ 
tained disagreement where, for example, to move for new pasture. 

Now, with fear and trembling, I mention the name of Claude Levi-Strauss. I am bold enough 
to do so only because the essay I will discuss, “The Social and Psychological Aspects of Chieftain¬ 
ship ", was published in the Transactions of the New York Academy of Sciences in 1944, and may 
be therefore overlooked. The essay attempts to delineate the universal characteristics of leader¬ 
ship, although it takes as its starting place the system of the South American Indian group called 
the Nambikuara. Among this group, according to Levi-Strauss, there are several men acknow¬ 
ledged as leaders, who likely acquire this reputation through their behavior during the nomadic 
life of the Nambikuara through the years, the importance, as well as the permanence of a band 
which they lead, depending largely upon the ability of the actual leader to keep his rank and.

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the influence, wealth, experience, or whatever, considered necessary to be qualified for the 
office. One finds examples of this in the choice of men as head of the town, ra’is al-Balad, or head 
of the quarter, ra’is al-harrah , or even as qadi. Fourth, if the group is over a certain size, it usually 
can function only to give public testimony to the support of the ruler’s policy by the leading men 
assembled. Thus, in the consultation described previously, when the Hashemite decides that 
Bajkam really wants the opinions of those assembled, he asks that the matter be discussed '‘pri¬ 
vately”, sirran, which al-Kufi understands to mean in smaller groups. Presumably, al-Kufi knows 
that when a confidant of the ruler consults with two men at a time, the views of each of the two are 
relatively safe. Each can deny the other’s account of what he has heard, and correspondingly 
each is in a position to implicate the other, falsely or correctly. The larger the group, the less 
likely this principle is to work. However, when al-Kufi states the problem in a way that implies 
that the ruler has a preference, the second principle - the need to anticipate the ruler’s decision - 
takes precedence. Fifth, it is assumed that at least the public image of the consultation will be one 
of unanimous agreement; thus, as as-Suli tells us, Bajkam wanted an assembly of notables “so 
that there would be unanimity.” 

In Bayhaqi’s history of Sultan Mas'ud we have a somewhat similar consultation. Bayhaqi was a 
minister of the Ghaznavid court, and in this case we seem to have an eyewitness account, 
although the eyewitness was strongly partisan in favor of the Ghaznawids. In 421 A. H. letters 
reached Mas'ud in Western Iran telling him that his father, the mighty Mahmud of Ghaznah who 
had conquered most of northern India, had died. The letters advised Mas'ud to return as quickly 
as possible since there would be a struggle over succession to the throne. First, Mas'ud discussed 
with Bayhaqi, the minister and author, what he should do. Bayhaqi told Mas'ud that there was no 
need for consultation, mushawarah , since the letter made it clear that the only course was for 
Mas'ud to return. Mas'ud, however, told Bayhaqi: “There is no alternative to consultation” 
(mashwarah ) and he ordered his own notables, a’yan , to assembly, “so that I can speak to them 
and hear what they have to say and then I will act according to what is decided.” 

Those assembled advised Mas'ud to hurry back to the capital to claim the succession, in spite of 
a certain strategic danger in doing so. As the only three notables named beside Bayhaqi were 
military commanders, assurance of their support for this course of action was essential to 
Mas'ud. 

Shortly after this Mas'ud arranged another consultation in order to deal with a related prob¬ 
lem. He wanted to take as many soldiers as possible with him to enforce his claim to the succes¬ 
sion; but he did not wish to give up control of central Iran parts of which he had recently con¬ 
quered. He was at this moment in Rayy, the key city in this area. His advisers told him to leave a 
small garrison, which would be sufficient if the people of Rayy remained loyal, while even a large 
garrison would be insufficient if the people of Rayy decided to be disloyal. 

Mas'ud summoned the notables, a’yan , of Rayy, consisting- as Bayhaqi tells us-of the 'Alids, 
the qadis , the imams , Ihefaqihs and “the great ones” and - he adds - some of the ' ammah , the 
common people; so we know that he considers the preceding members of the list as khassah , 
literally, “the special people”. About fifty or sixty of those who came were admitted into 
Mas'ud’s immediate presence. First, the a’yan told Mas'ud in the most florid terms that they were 
happy with his rule. Then, Mas'ud told them in the most unambiguous fashion that if they are 
loyal to him in his absence, he would reward them well; but if they were disloyal he would feel 
free to do whatever he liked to them. He then demanded a clear and decisive statement from 
them as to what they would do in his absence. 

When he finished this statement, according to Bayhaqi the notables looked at each other, were 
too amazed to speak, and finally pointed to the khalib, the preacher of the Friday sermon. He, an 
elderly and worthy man, rose and said: “These people are incapable of answering.” He suggested 
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fashion; or, perhaps he felt insufficiently familiar with the politics of Baghdad, in which he had 
arrived recently. Or, perhaps he felt that he would rather follow a political pattern so warmly 
recommended to serious Muslims. In any case, Bajkam, who was in nearby Wasit, sent a letter to 
Baghdad to al-Kufi, his chief administrator, ordering a consultation on the choice of the next 
caliph. 

Al-Kufi was to meet with the dead caliph’s vizier, all former viziers, all heads of diwans or 
ministries, the judges, the witness-notaries (' udul ), the jurists (fuqaha ’), members of the family 
of'Ali and al-'Abbas, and the leading men of the city ( wujuh al-balad). This is, incidently, one of 
those precious lists of important men which themselves deserve a lecture. Al-Kufi was ordered 
by Bajkam to consult them ( shawir-hum) as to who was to be appointed Caliph, “among those 
whose principles and conduct were commendable.” 

On the first occasion that they met some of those present mentioned the name of Ibrahim, son 
of the Abbasid Caliph al Muqtadir; but they dispersed without taking a decision. On the second 
day Bajkam’s letter was handed to a clerk who read it to those assembled, then he mentioned 
Ibrahim ibn al-Muqtadir. A Hashemite present asked: “Is it necessary that the man mentioned in 
the letter be from the descendants of al-Muqtadir, or can he be from another descent?” Al-Kufi 
replied: “Whoever has these qualifications is to be appointed whoever he is.” The Hashemite 
then asked that the matter should be discussed privately ( sirran ). So al-Kufi went into a room, 
and had those assembled brought in two at a time, and said to each pair: “The qualities of 
Ibrahim al-Muqtadir have been described to us. What do you say?” When each pair heard this, 
they had no doubt that the matter had been described and that Bajkam had ordered his appoint¬ 
ment and they said that Ibrahim was worthy of the office. After this process, Ibrahim was 
appointed caliph with the title of al-Muttaqi. 2 3 

The above account, from the Tajarib al-Umam of Miskawaih, is slightly different from the 
account given by as-Suli, the court poet. As-Suli says that the convocation of notables took place 
only after al-Kufi had surveyed the possible candidates and had written Bajkam suggesting 
Ibrahim. Bajkam wrote back instructing al-Kufi to invest Ibrahim with the caliphate only after 
conferring with an assembly of notables so that there would be unanimity and so that the caliph 
should not be exclusively the choice of Bajkam. 1 There seem to be no other major sources for this 
event, and I therefore do not know which to trust - the first account by Miskawaih or the second 
by as-Suli. But there is some slight reason to give Miskawaih’s account more weight. Miskawaih’s 
informants, written or oral, were usually important clerks while as-Suli’s informants were often 
mere courtiers; and since al-Kufi was a clerk, Miskawaih’s source may well have been better 
informed on this matter. In support of this view there are circumstantial details in the account of 
Miskawaih but not in as-Suli, such as the consultation with the notables by pairs, that are not 
likely to be fabrications since some of these notables may well have been still alive when Mis¬ 
kawaih wrote his chronicle. 

In this example we see many of the characteristics of one type of consultation: the consultation 
between the ruler and the leading men of his realm. First, the ruler chooses the participants who 
will participate in the consultation. Second, if the participants think that the ruler has already 
made up his mind, their energy is directed principally toward anticipating and supporting his 
choice. Third, even if the ruler has not chosen beforehand, there is a strictly limited number of 
candidates or options, chosen sometimes by the ruler or, less often, by those consulted, or, most 
often, by an unspoken agreement between the ruler and those consulted. As in the choice of 
magistrates in England, it was often understood that only a limited number of people would have

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Every student of the pre-modern Islamic Middle East will recognize “consultation” as a familiar 
friend. Theoretical works, whether mirrors for princes or law books, are replete with advice 
recommending consultation, mashwarah or mashurah or mushawarah or shura. Such books urge 
the prudent ruler to convene consultative assemblies, majalis ash-shura or simply shura , 
whenever possible. Belletristic literature also extols consultation. For example, Ibn Qutayba, 
Ibn Abd Rabbih, and Abul Faraj al-Isfahan in al-Aghani quote the criticism levelled by Sudayf, a 
client of the Hashemites, against the Abbasids: “By God,... our leadership, which was consulta¬ 
tive ( mashwarah ) has become arbitrary and our succession hereditary.” Furthermore, chronicles 
represent such consultations and assemblies as actually taking place. If the chroniclers may, 
occasionally, have felt obliged to invent some incidences of consultation in order to portray their 
patrons becomingly, we can feel sure that their patrons invented some unrecorded but real occa¬ 
sions for consultation in order to maintain their self-conception and their image in the eyes of 
others. 1 

Why was it so important in this world of political values to talk so very much of consultation; 
and what was actually meant by consultation? Consultation is certainly a respectable activity in 
modern Western governments but it is an activity that has attracted very little attention on the 
part of western social scientists. In the 1968 Macmillan Encyclopaedia of the Social Sciences there 
is no article on, or even reference in the index to, the word “consultation”. Consultation is, in the 
political culture of the modern West, a semi-formal or informal process that allows persuasion 
and the exchange of information without deciding the issue at hand. As the Grand Larousse of 
1972 says: “consultative” means “established in order to give opinions, without powers of deci¬ 
sion”; and a “consultative voice” is the “right to give one’s opinion, but not to vote.” The power¬ 
lessness of consultation seems to have deprived it of some of its interest for us; and we concen¬ 
trate on those parts of the political process, such as compromise and caucusing, that lead directly 
toward decision-making, and - in particular - directly toward voting. 

In this lecture I want to discuss two major examples of consultation in the Islamic Middle East 
in the period I know best, the 9th, 10th and 11th centuries. I believe that they throw some light on 
the significance of consultation in the political culture of their time. 

The first example comes from the beginning of the period of the amir al-unutra’s , those mayors 
of the palace who controlled the Abbarad caliphs for a generation at the beginning of the 4th/10th 
century before the Buyids occupied Baghdad. In 329/940 ar-Radi, often called the last indepen¬ 
dent caliph, died; and it was assumed that the Turkish general Bajkam would choose his succes¬ 
sor. Bajkam, however, seems to have had some scruple about doing so directly. Perhaps he felt 
that the authority of the mayor of the palace was too new to be asserted in such a naked

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The inscriptions discussed above demonstrate that these experiments were being made in 
widely separated parts of the hurra. They represent only some of the elcarer examples for which I 
have photographs. There are undoubtedly many more both in the published collections and 
awaiting discovery in the field. If nothing else, the recognition of this phenomenon may lead to 
the reclamation of a number of texts which have previously been dismissed as unreadable scrawls 
and to the re-interpretation of others. Thus though "cursive Safaitic” may be no more than an 
cpigraphic curiosity. I hope the awareness of its existence may prove a useful epigraphic tool. 
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natures to drawings - are secondary to this overriding purpose of “Fulan” leaving his mark. 23 
Thus their most characteristic feature is that they virtually all begin with the lam auctoris fol¬ 
lowed by the author’s name. 24 Even the funerary texts begin “By Fulan” and then go on to say 
that he mourned or built for the dead man. “Fulan” is at centre stage. There is not a single 
business document, administrative record, political decree, literary work or letter among these 
texts, not even a message as simple as “beware of the dog!”. This is why I have called them the 
products of a non-literate society. In literate societies writing has practical, useful functions such 
as those just mentioned, and inscriptions on stone are set up for specific useful purposes. 25 Even 
the graffiti (or at least some of them) in such a society can be communications via the written 
word. 26 But the Safaitic inscriptions are not communications of this sort. They are records rather 
than messages , but even as such, it seems to have been the act of writing rather than what was 
written that was important for the authors. The writing was a distraction, passed the time while 
the goats grazed or they kept watch. J ^ I OY Q J l 

Even if no texts on soft materials have survived from a literate society, its texts on stone make it 
quite clear that literacy played an important role in its functioning. We get no such impression 
from the Safaitic inscriptions, and the reason that we have no specimens of Safaitic on soft 
materials is, I suggest, because there never were any! Quite apart from the fact that bedouin 
society has always functioned perfectly well without the aid of literacy, the very writing materials 
would have been expensive and difficult to obtain. Even potsherds - the poor man's papyrus - 
seem to have been wanting. Pottery is, after all, impractical in the nomadic life and the total 
absence of sherds in the Safaitic graves that have so far been excavated suggests that it was not 
used by the authors of these inscriptions. 

Thus, we are left with the puzzle: why should certain individuals in a society with a monumen¬ 
tal script, which wrote only on stone, and which apparently used the ability to write for no more 
serious purpose than carving graffiti, - why should these individuals start joining up the letters in 
their inscriptions? What gave them this awareness of and interest in the concept of letters joined 
together? I do not think it can have been the example of such scripts as Nabataean, for that would 
have required an individual to analyse a “foreign" script into letters and ligatures and then trans¬ 
fer the concept to his own monumental script, a degree of sophistication which we have no reason 
to attribute to the Safaitic authors! I am more inclined to see it as an extension of the attitude to 
writing which uses it purely for graffiti, that is I would see these texts as elaborate doodles rather 
than as serious attempts to develop a cursive script. This is not to suggest that they are careless or 
thoughtless productions. Far from it. Many of them, as we have seen, were carved and worked 
out with great care. However, I suggest that their function was entertainment rather than speed 
and ease of writing and so they cannot be classed as truly cursive.

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curtailed. It is therefore obvious that it was not for greater speed or convenience of rock-carving 
that these experiments in cursive were made! 

It is axiomatic that a running script is developed by and for writing with ink on soft materials, 
where it is a great advantage not to have to lift the pen after each letter has been formed. 20 When 
a cursive script is carved on stone it is usually because it has already been developed on other 
materials and is then transferred to stone-carving when, for one reason or another, a monumen¬ 
tal version has been lost or displaced. However, the inscriptions discussed above do not suggest 
that there was a “cursive Safaitic” written on soft materials existing alongside the monumental 
form. For if these texts had represented such a cursive, we would have found some consistency 
(at least within one text) in the way the letters were joined. Instead we find a riot of experiment 
and often far more joins than necessary. Very few of them would make writing easier, and all are 
extra work for the the carver. Finally, and conclusively I think, the most obvious feature of 
cursive scripts, the distortion of letter shapes, is extremely rare in these inscriptions. 

I am convinced from detailed study of the originals where possible and photographs in other 
cases, that the majority of these texts were first carved “monumentally” and the ligatures added 
later. In some cases, as we have seen, they may have been added by another person and were 
sometimes accompanied by attempts to alter letters. There is a subtle but appreciable distinction 
between letter and ligature even in texts in which the idea of joining must have been present from 
the beginning. Whether by accident or design, in the majority of cases the ligatures are either 
more shallowly carved or more thickly and roughly hammered than the letters. This suggests that 
the writers, even those who set out to carve a “joined-up” text, had a clear distinction in their 
minds between letters and ligatures. Such an analysis would not, I think, occur to the writer of a 
true cursive. 

This very individuality and inconsistency suggests to me that the joining of the letters was 
merely an extension of the basic function of these texts, that is amusement and a way of passing 
the time. In effect, it is doodling on graffiti! This is, I would suggest, the reason why Safaitic did 
not develop a true cursive form. For, unlike the complex literate society which produced the 
script of the Sabaean sticks, a society in which writing served the needs of a sophisticated mercan¬ 
tile and agricultural economy, these texts are the product of a non-literate society of nomadic 
pastoralists 21 in which writing had no useful function. 

I have called the society which produced the Safaitic inscriptions “non-literate” 22 because I 
would contend that although it obviously contained considerable numbers of individuals who 
could read and write, they employed this ability for no useful purpose. Thus literacy did not 
permeate the social fabric, did not replace memory and oral tradition for the preservation and 
dissemination of information and thus did not change the society into one which relied on literacy 
for its daily functions and transactions. This concept of “Safaitic society” as essentially non¬ 
literate despite the fact that many of its members could read and write, is, I think, important to 
our understanding of these texts. 

Virtually all the Safaitic inscriptions so far found are graffiti. Their primary object therefore is 
self-expression. The other functions they perform - as prayers or funerary monuments or sig-

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text not only uses the crude “straight line join” but so positions the ligatures in the other parts of 
the text that they match it. 

A simpler form of this type of join can be found in WH 244 (Plate 5a, Fig. 6a), from Cairn 7 in 
the region of Qasr Burqu' in the north east corner of the Jordanian hcirra. Here I read with the 
editors: 

/ ’rsk h nfst 

Note how the straight line has been hammered from the interior of the k, right through the h , the 
n and the /, to join the knob of the s. Unfortunately, it is impossible to tell from the photograph 
whether the s is joined to the t, but 1 think it probably is not. 

The inscription below, WH 245 (Plate 5a, Fig. 6b), provides another example of a joined text 
containing a particular curiosity. I would read:- 

1 hd h mnzr 

The outer prongs of the h are joined by large dot ligatures to the flanges of the d , and this in turn is 
joined to the h by proximity at the bottom and, at the top, by a bar which runs across the h to the 
m. The next sign is joined both to the m and the following r by dots. WH read the second half of 
the text as hmzr , “a look-out point”. While agreeing with this reading and interpretation in some 
of the other texts they quote, 15 1 would suggest that the wedge-shaped sign in this inscription and 
in WH 270 cannot be z as claimed by the editors. 16 Since both these texts make use of joins, 17 it 
seems probable that this sign represents a monogram of nz, similar to the bn monogram men¬ 
tioned earlier, but, of course, reversed. This would then range these two inscriptions with WH 
1663-1664 in having the full rather than the contracted form of the word. 18 

WH 1748a + b (Plate 5b) provide examples from the Wadi Miqat in the south east of the area. 
The letters in these texts are joined mostly by conjunction. Unfortunately, I think the confusion 
resulting from these joins is such that it can only be satisfactorily sorted out by study of the 
original. Suffice it to say that the second half of the longer text {WH 1748a) is not a patronymic, as 
read by WH, but the word h wrd. The large d is missing from WH' s copy.

Safaitic in its “monumental” form is almost perfectly adapted to the peculiarities of the writing 
materials available:- i. e. undulating basalt surface and sharp stones or knives. It is a script that 
can be made to fit the contortions of any surface without losing legibility, can be written in any 
direction, has no letter whose position is absolutely invariable 19 in relation to the rest of the text, 
and can be read from any angle, its direction being easily recognisable from the strictly formulaic 
nature of the content. With a cursive script most of these freedoms would be lost, or severely

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than malicious damage. The dots between the arms of the h, which look deliberate enough but 
which serve no purpose, also suggest this. 11 But whoever was responsible and whatever his 
motive, the result has been to reduce an elegantly written square script text to something that 
“appears to be an attempt on the part of some illiterate person to write”! 12 

Another inscription from the same place, WH 3912 (plate 4, Fig. 5), illustrates the only 
method of joining not yet encountered - a straight line through the letters. The editors read this 
as two texts, but it is definitely one. 11 1 would read: 

/ ’sly bn nh bn nbq fi shly w h nqth 

There are two she-camels beside the inscription and it is possible that the small straight line at 
the tip of the tail of the one nearest to the text is a n, thus providing the dual, naqatain. 

In this text the author has attempted, wherever possible, to join the letters in straight lines, 
either by a line drawn across them, or, as for example with the first six signs, by a combination 
of ligatures and letters. Thus, the initial /, the a dot-ligature and the knob of the s form a 
continuous line which is carried on along the arm of the s. This is joined by a bar-ligature to the 
foot of the /, which in turn is attached by a similar line to the ring of the y, 14 which on its other 
side is joined to the b by another line. A very thin line, which may be accidental, runs between 
the b and n of bn. After this the first of the true “straight line” joins is used. This is the simplest 
and crudest method of joining, and the least satisfactory. For example, five of the seven letters 
crossed are ns and they have been badly obscured by the line drawn straight across them to the 
b of the third name, one arm of which is joined by a bar to the q. The h preceding the nisba is 
also obscured by a bar ligature which crosses it, making it look like a ’. It is particularly confus¬ 
ing since this bar does not quite join up with a small protruberance on the side of the preceding 
q. However, there can be little doubt that it was intended as a ligature and not as part of the 
letter since on the photograph it can be clearly seen to cross the staff of the h , whereas the 
“fork” is formed by bringing the side stroke up to the staff. There is another example in the 
second half of the text of ligatures that do not quite touch. The straight line joining the letters 
of the second half of the text is, in fact, made up of a succession of dot and bar ligatures. Thus 
the central prong of the h has been joined by a bar to the / and this is followed by a dot and a 
bar, which crosses the y and does not quite join up with a dot on the edge of the w. On its other 
side this letter is joined to the h by a dot which, in turn, is joined to the n by a short n-like bar 
parallel to the two letters. Finally, the n is joined to the q by a normal horizontal bar. Thus the

ligatures in this text is markedly different from that of the letters: the lines are much thicker and 
cruder. 8 This is the only case I have found so far where the b and the n of bn are joined to separate 
groups. This may have been occasioned by the pit in the rock surface immediately after the b. 
The n is joined to the s by a bar-ligature. The apex of the s has been hammered over in a similar 
style to that of the ligatures, but the original point is still just visible beneath the hammering. The 
last group is made up of the /, curved backwards in a rather strange manner, which is joined to the 
m by two bar-ligatures. One thing that stands out in this text, though it was apparent in the 
previous two to a lesser degree, is the superabundance of ligatures. There are almost always two 
where only one is necessary and this is, I think, one sign that the joining of letters in Safaitic did 
not have a functional origin. 

The inscriptions examined so far all come from one outcrop in the north west of the Jordanian 
harm. However, inscriptions of this type have been found in all four corners of this area and, 
undoubtedly exist in Syria and Saudi Arabia as well. Unfortunately, very few of the numerous 
Safaitic texts in the latter two countries have been photographed, and it is obviously unsafe to 
rely on anything but knowledge of the original or clear photographs in a study of this nature. 

There are two particularly interesting texts, among others, at WH Cairn 50, which is Jebal 
Qarma (approx. 31° 47’ N 37° 08’ 30“ E) in the south west of the Jordanian harm. One, WH 3923 
(Plate 3b, Fig. 4), is described by the editors in the following terms: ’’This appears to be an 
attempt on the part of some illiterate person to write". 9 However, as is apparent from Plate 3b, 
the text is well carved and I would suggest that the liberties taken with the script stem rather from 
a long familiarity than ignorance. I would read:- 

l bdh tv ’wd bh'lh 

This inscription has several interesting features, only some of which can be touched on here. 

Firstly, it is one of a number of Safaitic inscriptions in which the author’s name is “writ large” 
and the statement (or, in some cases, all or part of the genealogy) in smaller or less prominent 
letters. In this case, the letters of the name are also distinguished by being joined - the b to the d 
by the addition of two small bar-ligatures to its arms, and the d to the h by a dot. The only other 
join is between the b and the h. Thus only the obvious candidates for joins have received 
ligatures. 10 The h would have been another candidate and I think the mess at the ends of its upper 
two prongs represents an abortive attempt to join it to the following w. Secondly, this text is an 
example of one which has been carved monumentally and then altered later. In this case many of 
the alterations constitute a discreet form of vandalism since the additions made to the d, the h and 
the ' reduce the text to nonsense, adding to the confusion caused by the letter-joining. It is 
possible that both are the work of the same individual and that it is more a case of “doodling”

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author join the letters in a greater variety of ways, but it seems clear that he intended from the 
start to produce a “cursive” text. Unfortunately, though obviously carved with great care, the 
very exuberance with which the letters have been joined has made the inscription something of a 
challenge to the reader. 

I zhln bn hdrs bn hsll 

The slight curve in the lam auctoris is due to the undulations of the surface of the stone. Like the 
two Is at the end of the text it is not hooked. The cross-bar of the z is extended to touch the / just 
below its top. To the left, the h has been positioned close enough to the z to touch the cross-bar 
without need of extension. This type of join by proximity or conjunction is quite common in 
other texts of this type. The / is joined to the n by a bar-ligature, which touches the / just above its 
lower end. A dot-ligature is used to join the n to the b and this is followed by one of the more 
unusual methods of joining:- letter distortion. There are two forms of this: “distortion of shape”, 
an example of which we shall see in a later text, and “distortion of position”, as in this case. Then 
has here been turned at 45° and has been used as a ligature to join the b of bn to the h of the 
second name. This is important since it is obviously something that could not be done after the 
inscription had been carved is therefore evidence of premeditation. 

In the second name, the h and the d are joined by a bar-ligature, 7 d and r by a dot and r and s by 
both a dot and a bar. Again, a dot joins the s to the b of bn. On the photograph it looks as though 
the n of the bn has been used as a ligature like that of the first bn. However, close examination 
shows that it is in fact in its normal position and joined to the b and the h of the third name by 
dots. In contrast with the previous text, the h and the s here are joined at only two points, by a bar 
at the top and a dot at the bottom. Once again, the lower ligature makes the letter resemble an \ 
but, again, the slight distinction between ligature and letter shows that this is not the case. The $ 
and the Is are joined by two dots. 

This is, without doubt, the most sophisticated and complete example of joined writing I have 
encountered in these inscriptions. Every letter is joined to those on either side of it, making a 
continuous chain. The positioning of the letters of the first name and of the n of the first bn, as 
well as the whole “chain-like” appearance of the text make it virtually certain that the author 
conceived it as a “cursive” whole. Four of the five methods of joining are represented, namely:- 
letter extension, letter conjunction, letter distortion, and ligaturing (by dots and bars). The fifth 
method, drawing a straight line through the text, will be seen in a later example. 

One thing that becomes very clear when one examines these “cursive” texts is that there is no 
system in the joining of letters. By contrast with the previous inscription, the joins in MRA 3 
(Plate 3a, Fig. 3) emphasise the spaces between the outlandish shapes produced. I read:- 

/ y'sb bn slm h dr 

The lam auctoris and the three letters of the statement are left isolated. The rest of the text, i.e. 
y'sb bn slm, is divided into four units, without regard to the sense. Thus the first three letters of 
the first name form a symmetrical group, using dot-ligatures to join the' to the bases of the y and 
the s, while the loop of the y is distorted sideways and joined to the s by a thin vertical line. I 
would class this latter as “distortion” of the shape of the letter rather than mere extension, since 
the form of the letter is actually altered rather than merely prolonged. The small vertical bar is an 
occasional alternative to the more usual horizontal. The second group is made up of the fourth 
letter of y'sb which is joined by two bar-ligatures to the b of bn. Note that the style of all the 


7 There is a dot in the fork of the h which gives the impression of linking this bar with the preceding n. This "continu¬ 
ous" joining is taken much further in other texts, for instance WH 3912 (see below). 
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lichen which had to be cleaned off). Close inspection shows that this dot is not part of the letter. 3 
The h is joined to the z by a small bar or line at the top and by conjunction at the bottom. The z 
and b are not joined, but the arms of the latter are extended to touch the bolbn. It will be noticed 
that the n is so placed that it is joined at either end to the arms of the b, thus producing a 
monogram resembling a rough circle. Since this is the most frequent combination of letters in 
Safaitic, it is not surprising that this monogram can be found even in texts which otherwise 
contain no joins. 4 

The second name, which is separated from the bn by a space, is joined entirely by ligatures, 
and these can be clearly seen as distinct from the letters they join. One is a “bar” ligature, joining 
the h and the d and this actually passes the top of the d. The other three letters are joined by “dot” 
ligatures - between the protruberance of the d and the r, and again between the r and the knob of 
the s. In fact, it would have been just as easy for the author to have extended these parts of the d 
and the s, as is done in some other texts, but instead he used these dots. A bar-ligature seems to 
have been started from the bottom curve of the r, but does not quite reach the s. Finally, an 
attempt has been made to join the prongs of the h , making it resemble a y. That the name is really 
hdrs not ydrs is suggested, though not of course proved, by its occurrence, again in combination 
with hsll, in the adjacent text as well as several others in the vicinity. The implications of this 
extraneous line are of some interest, since, in a text such as this where all the joins are effected by 
ligatures or letter extension, and positioning of the letters plays no part, 3 it is quite possible that 
the inscription was originally carved monumentally and that the joins were added later, either by 
the author or someone else. This is clearly the case in WH 3923 which is discussed below. While it 
is quite possible that the author might add ligatures to his text, it is less likely that he would turn 
the h into a y. 

After another space, the elements of the second bn are joined by a dot-ligature. Interestingly it 
is the b rather than the n which is joined to the following h by a bar-ligature which runs past the 
bottom of the n. The s which follows is ligatured to the h by dots at every possible point and its tail 
curves round to join the b-h ligature. The presence of these two ligatures - the dot to the left and 
the bar to the right - at the base of the stem of the h make it look like an ’. However, close 
examination shows that they do not form an integral part of the letter and differ from it in 
execution in the same way as the ligatures from the other letters. By contrast with its right side, 
the s is joined to the left by only one dot, as are the two Is. 

To sum up: the attempts to join letters in this text are fairly restrained, so that, after the initial 
shock, it is still clearly recognisable as Safaitic, and readable without too much difficulty. The 
nature of the joins is such that it is quite possible that the text was first written monumentally and 
the letters joined later, since there is nothing in the joining that would have required premedita¬ 
tion. This is further suggested by the misplaced “ligature” between the prongs of the first h, 
which could be an embellishment by someone not totally familiar with the text, and the fact that 
the ligatures are slightly more shallowly hammered and have a very slightly different colour to 
the rest of the text. 6 

The adjacent inscription (Plate 2b, Fig. 2) shows a considerable advance. Not only does the

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It is a happy coincidence that evidence for cursive types of writing in both South and North 
Arabia should be presented at this symposium. For while Professor Beeston’s paper makes 
known the outstanding work which he, Professor Ghul and their colleagues have done on cursive 
South Arabian, I should like to draw attention to some indications, only recently discovered, that 
the concept of cursive writing may also have existed among the North Arabian tribes - at least 
among those writing what is conventionally called “Safaitic”. In so doing, I should like to dedi¬ 
cate this study to the memory of our friend Professor Mahmoud Ghul, whose work, inspiration 
and example we are gathered here to honour. 

It was. I think. Professor Winnett and Mr. Lankester Harding in their Inscriptions from Fifty 
Safaitic Cairns ( WH). who first drew attention to the possibility of “cursive” Safaitic. In the 
commentary to WH 241 they write “The odd-looking inscriptions which accompany 241 appear 
to be attempts to write Safaitic in a cursive manner,” (Plate la). They offer no readings for these 
texts and I must admit that, as they appear on the photograph, 1 2 they have also eluded all my 
attempts at a coherent interpretation. However, WH contains several other Safaitic inscriptions 
in a “cursive manner” which I feel are interpretable, and I shall be discussing some of these later. 

First, however, I think it would be helpful to define what I mean by “cursive” in this context. I 
am using the expression, in a somewhat loose sense, to describe texts in which a significant 
number of the letters have been joined together, by a variety of methods. Among these, as might 
be expected, ligaturing is the most common. The effect produced is thus startlingly different from 
that of the “monumental” script of the usual Safaitic text (see Plate la where WH 241 can be 
compared with the “cursive” texts). I must stress, however, that the evidence so far available 
does not point to the existence of a Safaitic “cursive script” as such, inasmuch as that implies a 
developed form of writing distinct from the monumental. Rather, I would suggest, it consists in 
the attempts of certain individuals to give the monumental script a cursive appearance. I shall 
return to this point, after examining the evidence, when I discuss some of the implications of this 
marked divergence from normal Safaitic practice. 

I was first confronted with indisputable evidence for attempts to give Safaitic a cursive appear¬ 
ance when I encountered the texts I have numbered MRA 1 and 2 (see Plate Ib). : It is obvious 
that they have been carefully carved and cartouched and that the joining of the letters can in no 
way be attributed to carelessness or ignorance. I would read the upper text (Plate 2a and Fig. 1): 

I hzb bn hdrs bn hsll 

The lam auctoris has been joined to the h by a small dot (partially obscured by the effects of

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masters of all the ways in the desert insofar as it allowed the use of a lance or a sword while seated 
on a camel, which previous types of saddles did not allow. 37 The first attestation of this saddle is a 
coin minted at Gaza around 400 B.C., that means in the immediate vicinity of the Nabataean 
tribe’s emergence both in terms of time and space. 38 They remained bedouin throughout their 
history. When their state came to an end, they dissolved as a tribe, taking service as cameliers 
with the Romans or with the Palmyrenaeans or joining other tribes. 


There is one question left. If the Nabataeans were Arabs and were bedouin, how did “ nabat" 
come to be a designation for Aramaic-speaking soil-tillers especially in 'Iraq in the Classical 
Arabic language? Under the security provided by the Nabataean bedouin desert “police”, set¬ 
tled life in southern Jordan and southern Syria flourished from the first century B.C. onwards. 39 
This economic movement was joined by the Nabataean tribal aristocracy who started to invest 
money in agricultural estates. It is conceivable that the villas and city residencies which they 
presumably owned did not prevent them from spending at least part of the year in the desert with 
their bedouin clientele, as their Ghassanid and Umayyad successors did. Their estates were not 
worked by their fellow tribesmen but by hired workers or slaves from the previously settled 
regions of Syria, who, of course, spoke Aramaic as their native language. 40 After the annexation 
of Arabia to the Roman empire and the dissolution of the Nabataean tribe, it was only this social 
class of Syrian landlords and their clients who carried on a “Nabataean” consciousness. When in 
the sixth century A.D. the aristocracy of central Arabia, among them the poets, frequented the 
courts of the Byzantine client kings, the Ghassanids, in Syria and the courts of the Sassanid client 
kings, the Lakhmids of al-HTra, they had the chance of shifting the concept of nabat as a Syrian 
soil-tiller to their Mesopotamian equals. So the concept of nabat , coined for the remnants of their 
predecessors, whose bedouin pre history was completely unknown to them, by a proud bedouin 
society, which had newly emerged, migrated to 'Iraq. That at any time in history any substantial 
number of ethnic Nabataeans migrated from Syria to 'Iraq may well be doubted. 41

As tents of Qedar, as tentcloth of Salam black (1:5). 

The Masoretic tradition has “tentcloth of Solomon”, but this surely is a later misinterpretation: 
What connects the luxurious textiles of King Solomon with the rough goathair of Bedouin tents? 
The suggested reading, first brought forward by J. Wellhausen 28 , does not require any change of 
the consonants. As already mentioned, the tribe of Salam lived in the vicinity of Mada’in Salih, to 
the south of the Nabataeans. 29 Since it is known definitively from Greek sources that the 
Nabataeans in the third century B.C. 30 occupied the region of Petra and controlled the Northern 
end of the incense road 31 , the “Qedarites” of this poem are to be looked for either further south. 
This, however, seems improbable, considering the Jerusalem perspective of the writer; most 
likely, these “Qedarites” were living north of the Salamaeans, and are in fact Nabataeans. The 
writer, then, had some knowledge that they had recently emerged out of the Qedarites. 

The same would hold true for the so-called “lists of hierodules” from Ma'In in South Arabia, 
deriving from the third century B.C. as well. At this time, the Minaeans controlled the trade on 
the “incense road” from South Arabia up to Gaza and Egypt, and had established trading col¬ 
onies all along this road. The Minaean merchants used to marry females from these colonies and 
to set up inscriptions to document their marriages in the main temple of their capital. 32 An entry 
in these lists runs: 

PN/bn/PN/ PHd- CNId ’hllTN/s ,krbl w-xs,r/PNI bn/GN 

PN, son of PN, from the clan CN, the tribe TN, has made a relative 33 and has paid the 

dowry 34 for (female) PN from the place/tribe GN. 

It is possible to reconstruct the Minaean system of road stations from these lists. 35 Every promi¬ 
nent town or tribe from the “incense road” and its vicinity occurs in these lists, but not the 
Nabataeans, whose active participation in the incense trade is attested by contemporary sources 
and by their later wealth. But the Qedarites occur three times: it seems safer to assume that these 
“Qedarites” were Nabataeans, too, as had already W. Caskel 36 , rather than to imagine that they 
were the last remnant, somewhere in the middle of Western Arabia, of a tribe large and powerful 
in times past. 

To summarize: the Nabataeans originated out of the Qedarites, a large proto-bedouin tribe or 
tribal confederation of the eighth to fifth centuries B.C. In the fourth century B.C., if not earlier, 
they emerged into a tribe of their own. The Nabataeans were early Arabs and early bedouin. 
Presumably, they gained power and wealth by their control of the northern end of the “incense 
road” which they achieved because of their favourable geographical position and also, perhaps, 
by the invention of a new type of camel-saddle (the so-called sadad- saddle). This made them

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antiquity, a tribe could not exist without its tribal god or goddess, who gathered the tribe for her 
or his feasts, led the tribe into war and guaranteed its existence and coherence. The tribal deity of 
the Nabataeans was Dusares, Du (s-)Sara, “The one of es-Sara”. Although there are several 
places called es-Sara on the Arabian peninsula and although it has also been suggested that 
“sara” in this name is not a geographical designation at all, 21 this author still maintains the easier 
and therefore preferable supposition to identify this Sara with the mountains of ancient Edom, 
that is, the mountain range between Wadi l-Guwer and Ras an-Naqb with Petra in the middle of 
it. Du Sara, therefore, is the indigenous god of the area which became the heart of the Nabataean 
empire and the location of their later capital. This would indicate that it was in their later territory 
where the Nabataean tribe emerged as an entity of its own, and that their origins cannot be traced 
any earlier as a tribe. This interpretation of the name Dusares finds support in the inscriptions of 
Khirbet et-Tannur, where a god who is obviously the supreme Nabataean god is identified as the 
old Edomite deity Qaus, a name otherwise in most cases substituted by the epithet “The One of 
Shara”. 22 

Tribes emerge out of clans who formed part of other tribes until these had disintegrated. If it is 
impossible to trace the prehistory of the Nabataean tribe, can the prehistory of its leading clan be 
traced? Presumably, this clan gave its name to the newly formed tribe under its leadership. 

All attempts to connect the clan, later tribe of Nabat with the Nebaioth/Nabayatu mentioned 
in the Old Testament and in Assyrian royal inscriptions as a prominent Arabian tribe of the 
seventh century B.C. are futile. There is no way to connect Nabayatu and Nabatu on a linguisti¬ 
cally sound basis. 23 In addition, the Nabayatu are attested for the Tayma’ area in inscriptions 
which this author dates to around 400 B.C., at which time the Nabataeans were already estab¬ 
lished in southern Transjordan. 24 

In the Persian period, in the middle of the fifth century B.C., those parts of southern Syria, 
Jordan, southern Palestine, and north-western Arabia which later formed part of the Nabataean 
empire were under the rule of Gusarn bin Sahr, a king of Qedar. The Qedarites were the most 
powerful and are the most frequently attested Arabian tribe of the eighth to fifth centuries B.C. 25 
For geographical reasons, it can be assumed that the Nabataeans emerged out of Qedarites. This 
can be proved by a linguistical observation and by two later texts. 

When the Greek writer Herodotus travelled on the Sinai Peninsula, he met Arabs who called 
their leading goddess Alilat, this is al-llat. These Arabs used already the form al- for the definite 
article and may therefore be regarded as Proto-Nabataeans. That the tribe of Nabat had not 
emerged at this time can be deduced from the fact that the main male deity of these Arabs was 
still Ruda (“Orotalt” in the Greek of Herodotus) and not Dusares. 26 

In the “Song of Songs” a collection of love poetry from the third century B.C., 27 written for the 
most part in Jerusalem, a female beauty says:

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invading Greeks, they mustered some 8000 fighters, presumably all that they could furnish. 14 
When Trajan annexed Nabataea as Arabia provincia and incorporated the Nabataean forces as 
auxiliaries into the Roman army, he organized them into three cohortes milliariae equitatae , one 
cohors equitata , two cohorts and the ala / Ulpia dromedarium milliaria, totalling some 4000 
infantry, 1000 cavalry, and 1000 camel-corps. 15 Since some Nabataeans preferred to take service 
with the Palmyrenaeans rather than with the Romans, 16 it can safely be assumed that the number 
of free, fighting Nabataeans, the back-bone of their empire, remained fairly constant throughout 
the 417 years of documented Nabataean history. Eight thousand to ten thousand men, even with 
their wives, children, slaves and other dependants, were far too few to have settled all the towns, 
villages and rural estates of their flourishing country, and we have seen that a number of other 
tribes were present within its boundaries. The Nabataeans did not settle their empire, they 
owned it. 

The ethnic, cultural and linguistic complexity of the population within the Nabataean state 
may well be demonstrated by the fact that the Nabataeans, albeit being Arabs, adopted a kind of 
Aramaic writing and Aramaic language as the official language of their administration. This 
script remained in use by Arabs of the Hijaz in the second and third centuries after the dissolution 
of the Nabataean state. These Arabs travelled as caravaneers and worked as miners, craftsmen, 
and soldiers in Sinai and in Egypt. 17 In the Hijaz itself, “Nabataean” inscriptions extend well into 
the fourth century A.D.; during the third and fourth centuries A.D., the Arabic script developed 
out of the Nabataean script. 18 

The Nabataeans used the Aramaic script and language not only because of the non-Arabic 
population element within their state and with regard to their international relations, but 
because of the non-Nabataean Arabs within their dominion; that is, the Safaites in the North, the 
South-Safaites in the South. The Arabic language of the Nabataean Arabs was, according to 
their personal names, an early form of Standard Arabic, with the definite article al-. Safaitic, the 
language of a corpus of inscriptions contemporary with the corpus of Nabataean inscriptions, still 
was an Ancient North Arabian language with the definite article haC r . South Safaitic (or 
Tabuki-Thamudic) was an Ancient North Arabian language with distinctive differences from 
Nabataean Arabic and Safaitic in phonology. 19 When an Arab from the northern part of the 
Nabataean empire wanted to communicate with an Arab from the southern part, he could not do 
so without the means of Aramaic. There was no Standard Arabic prior to the fourth/fifth cen¬ 
turies A.D., when the bedouin developed a distinctive culture of their own, kuhana “seers, 
priests” became su'ara “poets” and used what has been, presumably because of its archaic 
features, an esoteric cultic dialect of limited use as an intertribal means of self- expression within 
the framework of their new “poetic” self- perception. 20 

As far as the origin of the Nabataean tribal element within this complex Nabataean society and 
culture is concerned, the main deity of the Nabataean tribe and state may furnish an answer. In

l-drb bn qn h-nbty From Darib b. Qain the Nabataean. 

From the first two inscriptions it can be seen that there were people who regarded themselves as 
Nabataeans well after the Nabataean empire had come to its end. On the other hand, non- 
Nabataeans lived within the borders of the Nabataean empire, and left inscriptions in 
Nabataean: 

dy 'bd nsrw 'bd' / br hrmw dy mn 7 qlmyrw 

What made Nasr, the slave, son of Harim, from the tribe of Qumair. 9 

The tribe Qumair left quite a number of Safaitic inscriptions,"’ and surely was an Arab tribe, but 
not a Nabataean tribe; whereas the tribe of Rawah, which lived in Umm el-Jimal and its vicinity 
and wrote also in Safaitic may have been a Nabataean clan from the beginning of Nabataean 
history as, e g., the Banu 'Amr/Al 'Amarat from the Madaba region." Nabataean presence and 
settlement in the Hauran district is attested as early as the third/second centuries B.C. 12 But it 
may well be that Rawah was a non-Nabataean Arab tribe originally, and only in the course of 
time came to regard itself as “Nabataean”. This is analoguous to modern tribes in the Petra 
region who regard themselves as Huwetat today, but did not do so sixty years ago. 

There were not only Arabs living in the Nabataean empire. CIS II 219, If. (third year of 
Malichus II., from Hegra/Mada’in Salih) is self-evident: 

dnh kpr' dy 'bd sbytw br 'ly’w / yhwdy ’.... 

This is the tomb which made Subait b. 'LY' the Jew... 11 

From a formula occurring several times in the inscriptions from Mada’in Salih (hrm nbtw w-slrnw 
“Taboo for Nabataeans and Salamaeans”, e.g. CIS II 197,9), as from a note by Pliny the Elder 
(Nat. Hist. VI 28/32, 157), it can be inferred that Hegra was not regarded as a Nabataean town, 
albeit belonging to the Nabataean realm, but was instead the center of the tribe of the 
Salamaeans who were subject to the Nabataeans or linked to them by tribal confederation. 

Piecing together the scattered evidence and synthesizing it within a greater framework of Pre- 
Islamic Arab tribal history, it can be stated that the Nabataeans were an Arab tribe, leading a 
federation of tribes and towns. They were not too numerous. In their first encounter with the

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When in 552 B. C., Nabonidus on his way toTaima’ conquered Bosra (Busera), the capital of the 
Edomites, almost complete darkness fell on the history of southern Transjordan. 1 This darkness 
lifted with the arrival of the Diadochi and their generals in 312 B. C. By this time, the Nabataeans 
had replaced the Edomites. 2 Where did the Nabataeans come from? Since the Nabataeans are 
one of the most fascinating people of the ancient world, there is no lack of answers. Did they 
immigrate from South Arabia, bringing their experience in irrigation techniques with them? 2 4 Or 
did they originate in East Arabia, on the shore of the Arabian Gulf? J It is tempting to assume that 
the more fascinating a certain culture is, the more romantic its origins are; but, this assumption 
may be wrong. 

Before the question of the Nabataeans’ origin can be discussed, it is essential to consider the 
question: Who were the Nabataeans? Evidence for the Nabataeans and their society is varied. 
There is both textual and archaeological evidence, but it is not easy to support commonly 
accepted conclusions with the evidence. What are the implications of calling something 
“Nabataean”? It makes sense to call a specific variety of the Aramaic script “Nabataean” to 
distinguish it from other varieties of the Aramaic script. It also makes sense to call a specific kind 
of pottery within the late Hellenistic/Early Roman pottery repertoire “Nabataean” to distinguish 
it from other kinds of pottery of the same period. But what implication has a script called 
“Nabataean” or a pottery called “Nabataean” for Nabataean history? At the first glance, none at 
all. 5 The area of distribution of "Nabataean” inscriptions as well as “Nabataean” pottery, and the 
borders of the Nabataean empire, reconstructed from literary and epigraphic sources, do not 
coincide. 6 

In the case of inscriptions, the script and the language employed do not give one an indication 
of the ethnicity of the writer. People who claimed to be Nabataeans, this author sees no reason 
not to believe them, left inscriptions in Greek, e.g. IGR III 1257 from en-Nemara: 7

From the Tabuki texts published in TIJ, Winnett reads the grapheme © asg in Nos. 153, 300, 
301,317 and 389. In 300,317 and 398 the readings are doubtful. 2,1 In 317 and 398 he reads hgrt but 
hdrt is equally possible and the name is well attested in Safaitic. 25 In TIJ 300 we have all three 
graphemes pertinent to the present paper, “X”, “©”, “H”. If we read “g” as etymological Igl and © 
as etymological 141, we get fdg a well attested name in Safaitic . By reading “H” as etymological Itl 
we get a new but quite plausible name m't and solve the problem of the occurrence of two 
graphemes for etymological Idl in the Tabuki and mixed texts. 

In conclusion, I would suggest that in Tabuki and the mixed texts the grapheme “g” represents 
Igl, © represents Idl and “H” represents Itl.

The name is all right, tnt is unattested in Safaitic but occurs in South 
Arabian.

TIJ 351 

The name is well attested in Safaitic. ’t also occurs in Safaitic. 

'dmn 

TIJ 349 

The name is all right, 'tmn is attested in Safaitic. 21 

gd 

TIJ 5, 58, 

220, 232, 366 

Occurs in Safaitic. gt is very common in Safaitic. 

gd 1 

TIJ 103-4, 
143, 170, 366 

Occurs in Safaitic. g/7 occurs in Safaitic. 

gdlh 

TIJ 96, 441 
Meek 

No occurrences in Safaitic. gtlh does not occur in Safaitic. 

Idmt 

TIJ 6, 27 

No occurrences in Safaitic. Itmt is well attested in Safaitic.

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No. 12 (Plates VII and Villa):

This is a very faint text running along the edge of the stone near the end of no. 15. The name ’bdtd is 
new and would be extremely strange. If we follow Dr Knauf’s thesis and read etymological g for the 
grapheme t_ we would get a very plausible name, 'bdgd . M I do not know how to interpret the last part 
of the inscription. The letters are quite clear but perhaps the ’ is the inscriber’s error for v and we 
should read w r y ‘And he pastured'. 

No. 13 (Plates VI, VII and VUIb): 

/ klbn bn bhss w hdd dyt 

By "klbn b. bhss. And he made a shcepfold. 

Both names are new but 'klb and hss arc well attested. For w hdd dyt, see no. 2. 

No. 14 (Plates VI. VII and VUIb): 

I ntyt bn hmly 
By ntyt b. hmly 

Again in this inscription we should treat the grapheme/ asetymological Igl. The name ngyt appears 
in Safaitic. 

No. 15 (Plates VI and VII): 

/ ’bb bn qs w Ih dvt 

By 'bb b. qs. And for him is a sheepfold. 

The name 'bb is new but "bb appears in Safaitic. For dyt. see no. 2. b 

No. 16 (Plates VI, VII and IXa): 

I nmyt bn khln w buy 
By 'nmyt b. khln. And he built. 

The name nmyt is new and should be interpreted from the root mm’. For the form 'fit, see Wright I 
p. 212-3. Presumably, the author is referring to the building of the sheepfold. 

No. 17 (Plates VI. VII and IXa): 

I bhss bn 'bb tv hdd dyt 

By bhss b. 'bb. And he made a sheepfold. 

For the names bhss and 'bb. see nos. 13 and 15 respectively. For tv hdd dyt. see no. 2. 

No. IS (Plates VI. VII and X): 

I wild bn ninlh bn mty bn n'rt 
By whd b. m'nlh b. mty b. n'rt 

The script of this text is more rounded than that of the other inscriptions on this stone. The 
inscription is very worn and doubtful in places. The name wild is new although wlidt occurs in TIJ 
469 and WAMT2. The root whd docs not occur in Classical Arabic and if we read the grapheme d 
for etymological t (See no. 2) I still cannot explain the name. The /is in the third bn and the last name 
are doubtful as in some lights they look as though they arc joined to form one letter, possibly an'.
